City council makes way 
for sports complex 



City Council has made way for 
the commercial sports facility, 
Ocean Marina Sports Complex, 
with the rezoning from AG-1 
agricultural district to B-2 
community business district of a 
14-acresite on the south side of 
Dam Neck Road near Corporate 
Landing Business PtA. 

The rezoning was granted to 
USA Entertainment Tuesday. 

The complex will 
accommodate a variety of sports 
including in-line skating, mOa 
hockey and indoor soccer. 

The only concern expressed 
was about parking. The city's 
zoning ordinance requires 1,000 



spaces for the building which 
will have a gross floor area of 
100,023 and the plan provides 
for 601 spaces and would require 
a Board of Zoning Appeals 
approval of a parking variance. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan said she wanted to be 
sure the parking would not 
overflow onto Dam Neck 
Boulevard. 

City Planning Director Robert 
Scott said that parking would not 
be permitted on Dam Neck Road 
sand that if the parking proved to 
be insufficient the applicant 
would be required to find off-site 
parking. 



Council defers parking 
decision for two weeks 



City council has deferred fiw 
two weeks consideration of an 
amendment to the city zoning 
ordinance that would include in 
the city's determination of on- 
site parking requirements areas 
such as unenclosed decks and 
patios in which patrons are 
served. 

A recent ruling of the Board of 
Zoning Appeals upheld the 



ruling and the proposed 
amendment will simply include 
the requirement in the code. 

However, Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf said that she had 
received a number of calls from 
restaurant owners who have a 
problem with the proposed 
change and suggested that the 
change be deferred.

Condemnation changes considered

Under current condemnation 
procedures, a flip of a coin can 
determine how much the city will 
pay for a piece of poperty. 

In an effort to find a process that 
is more streamlined and equitable, 
the 1997 draft legislative package 
includes a request to the general 
assembly to amend the state code 
to allow Virginia Beach to have the 
same process for condemning 
property for streets and highways 
as is currently allowed in Fairfax 
County — a jury chosen from a 
jury pool assembled by the courts. 

Now, when condemning 
property, the city chooses two 
commissioners, the person whose 
property is being condemned 
chooses two commissioners and 
the fifth commissioner is chosen 
through a coin toss. The 
Commonwealth Transportation 
Board in Fairfax County uses the 
jury method. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
at a city council workshop Tuesday 
that the object of the proposal is 
to get a group of people who arc 
completely unbiased.

Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
said, however, that "with (the type 
of) so many juries in the past two 
or three years, "I'm not sure this is 
the better system." 

Robert R. Matthias, assistant 
city manager in charge of 
legislative matters, said that he 
would get the history of how the 
system has worked in Fairfax 
County. 

Lilley added that "the idea is to 
get a fair panel." 

The item was one of 1 1 in what 
Matthias described as a 
conservative legislative package. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf asked 
that a public hearing be scheduled 
to give civic organizations, such as 
the Virginia Beach Council of 
Civic Organizations and individuals 
an opportunity to express their - 
views on the proposals or to 



present their own proposals. 
Council is expected lo approve a 
package early in December. 

Although the condemnation 
proposal is related to the city's 
current condemnation powers, it 
could also be applied to expanded 
powers of condemnation if the city 
had a redevelopment and housing 
authority. 

Whether or not the city has such 
an authority is a referendum 
question on the ballot in next 
Tuesday's general election. 

Councilwoman Louisa StTayhwn 
at the workshop also asked wheth«- 
the city could give the appraisal on 
condemned property to be given to 
the landowner. 

Lilley said that the city, while 
permitted to do this, is not required 
10 give the city appraisal to the 
landowner and does not. He said 



that the city can't make the 
landowno- give his aiqvaisal to the 
city. 

Strayhom said that she had heard 
reports where appraisals differed by 
as much as a half million (hilars, 
and of large differences between 
first and second api^'aisals. 

Lilley replied, "That's why there 
were second appraisals," when the 
first appraisal was questionable. 

Strayhom said that she wanted to 
be sure thai the public was 
prwected. 

Lilley replied that there were two 
sides to the issue — which public, 
the landowner or the public in 
gerwral represented by council. 

He said that the landowner's 
appraisal is always higher. 

Condemnation is difficult, 
continued Lilley. Everything is 
based on the appraisal. The real 
estate section hires an independent 
appraiser and when the app^aisal 
appears to be out of sync, the city 
gets a second appraisal. "The city 
should always wear a white coat," 
he said, and "we usually pay more 
than the fair market value."

She hopes all of the ovens will 
be in working order for this year's 
dinner, scheduled for Nov. 16 from 
4:30-6:30 p.m. at the church on 
1265SandbridgeRd. 
The dinner, which is open to the 



public and draws regulars from as 
far away as Norfolk and 
Portsmouth, includes counuy ham,

Land, who'* scrvetf as charman 
for several years, said that the* 
dinner grew out of a need to raise 
funds to restore the church, which 
was built in 1830. The building 
had deteriorated to the point that 
services were being held in a brick 
building, completed in 1970. The 
church members were unwilling to 
give up on the 19th-century 
building, however. 

Etta Mae Land, Land's mother-in- 
law, spearheaded the efforts to raise 
money to restore the old building. 

"The Preservation Fund wasn't 
going so fast," said Land, "so Etta 
Mae and June Morris (who serves 
as church historian) came up with 
the idea to have a dinner that would 
reflect the era the church was built 
in."

Virginia Beach malces first purchiases 
under Agricultural Reserve Program

City council Tuesday made its 
first purchases of develqment 
rights on agricultural land in the 
southern part of the city under die 
Agricultural Lands Preservation 
Ordinance (ARP) approved in May 
1995. 

The cost, $2,740,593 
($2,467,500 for five parcels 
totaling 53 acres with one group of 
owners and $273,093 for one parcel 
of 50 acres owned by two other 
individuals), said Vice Mayor 
William D. Sessoms Jr., will save 
the city and its taxpayers millions 
of dollars in the long run. 

The plan, designed to preserve 
agriculture in the city and to 
prevent develq)ment in areas which 
would require costly services such 
as schools, roads, and other city 
services such as police and fire 
protection, is the first of its kind in 
Virginia. Before the purcha^swere 
approved by council, Mary M. 
Heinricht, coordinator of the 
Southeastern Association for 
Virginia's Environment, presHtted 
the Chesapeake Bay Commission 
award for "irmovalive govoronent" 
to Louis E. Cullipher, dir^tor of 
agriculture. She said that only six 
programs were selected for the 
award this year in the Chesapeake 
Bay watershed — two each in 
Pennsylvania. M^land and 
Virginia. Farmland and 
pre^rvation |Mograms have woiked

well elsewhere, she said, but this is 
a fu-sl fw Virginia. 

Heinricht earlier had remarked on 
the two purchases that they they 
could not have been in better 
locations if the framers of the 
ordinance had selected them. Alvah 
L. Dawley, W. Arnold Dawley and 
Patsy Flora are located south of 
Indian River Road, generally 
abutting West Neck Road in 
Princess Anne Borough. The 
purcha% price is the equivalent of 
approximately $4,647 an acre. 

The one parcel of 50 acres owned 
by Anne Gregory and Katie 
Flanagan is located at 1707 
Princess Anne Road in the Pungo 
Borough. The purchase price is the 
equivalent of approximately 55,480 
an acre. 

Because of tte funding 
mechanism being used by the city, 
zero coupon bonds, councilman 
W.W. Harrison Jr. explained to one 
citizen, the city is not acoally, 
paying the total $2? million up 
front, but closer to $400,000. 

The landowners arc paid over a 
period of 25 years, at least 6 
percent interest on the purchase 
price a year or (x the rate equal to 
the yield on U.S., Tresiay 
STRIPS purchased by the city to 
fund its principal obligation imder 



the installment purchase 
agreement. The interest rate is not 
to exceed 7.5 percent without the 
additional approval by council. 

A balloon payment will be made 
at the end of the 25 years when the 
land owner will be given the 
opportunity to buy back 
development rights. 

Under the city's current zoning 
ordinance, the development 
potential of the 53 acres is 54 
single-family dwelling building 
sites, of which four will be 
reserved for future devetopmeni. 
The 50-«ae site has a nine single- 
family dwelling building sites oi 
which one would be resCTved for 
future development. However, as 
council members pointed out, the 
future potential can be greater with 
zoning chsiges and if de>«k^xn»it 
follows the pattern in neaiby 
communities. 

The city has located 20,000 acres 
of property in the southmi end at 
the city which would qualify imder 
the ARP. The object is to 
prifflitize those |m^)eTties closer to 
(teveloped areas with the greater 
potential for development. The 
amount offered for the propenies 
also would be influenced by die 
attractiveness of the pn^rty to 
potential buiWers. 



In determining the purchase 
price, the city used an appraiser to 
assess the fair market value. The 
value of the development rights is 
then determined by subtracting 
$900 an acre which has been 
established as the farm value-the 
landowner continues to own the 
property and can use it for 
agriculture and related businesses. 

The program is completely 
voluntary and is financed by a tax 
supported by citizens in a 
referendum. 

Councilwoman Reba VfcClanan 
abstained from voting on the 531- 
acre purchase because, she said, the 
landowners were long-time friends, 
and voted against the second 
purchase. Hers was the only 
dissenting vcHe. 

Two speakers at the' public 
hearing on the purchai^s wen Sue 
Cariisle, representing the Audubon 
Society on the Ad Hoc Watershed 
Committee, who supported the 
program, and John W. Wils<» Jr. 
who said he was not exposed to the 
program but questioned the 
purchase prk^. 

He said the expemlitureof $2.4 
millicm to prevent tt» devek^ment 
of 50 homes was excessive. 

Wilson wanned to loiow yiAm the 
citizens received in return fttxn the 
program.

SECOND TERM UPSHOT UNCERTAIN 

President Clinton 

The election will be Tuesday, but the winner has 
already been decided. The opinion polls are over- 
whelming. President Bill Clinton will be re-elected. 
Nevertheless, we recommend a vote for Bob Dole 
— it will be a protest against fmger-to-the-wind 
pohtics. On the issues, Clinton has moved to what- 
ever side the surveys suggest. On foreign policy, 
Clinton apparently made his decisions in the back 
of the campaign bus, again with both eyes on the 
telephone surveys. 

Clinton handles everything with that dexterity 
which has never deserted him. A liberal one day, 
conservative the next. He comes across as a happy- 
go-lucky president having a good time, a 
consummate politician with a soft, gooey center. 
Who i§ Bill Clinton? He is whatever you want him 
to be at the moment. 

And remember this political fundamental: More 
people vote on the basis of emotion than on the 
basis of logic. Logically, Dole is the better candi- 
date. Emotionally, voters have lined up with 
Clinton. He is a great campaigner. He is friendly. 
Think of a dog that is lost, and fancies every 
newcomer in sight is going to turn out his master, 
and you will have Bill Clinton. 

Bob Dole, on the other hand, offers old-fashioned 
leadership. All his personal and political life, he 
has been tested and tested and tested again. He is 
not afraid to lead. He knows the way. But Dole 
can't match Clinton's political skills. He can't seem 
to get his point across. 

A broad 15 percent tax cut is the center of Dole's 
campaign. Clinton admitted he raised taxes "too 
much." Then why shouldn't Dole cut them? The 
tax debate never caught on with the voters. That 
left the character issue. But all the scandals in- 
volving Bill and Hillary Clinton are brushed off as 
"petty affairs" or "minor embarrassments." Most 
voters don't seem to care. 

After he wins re-election, Clinton cannot run for 
a third term. He will not have to face the voters 
again. He can load the federal courts with judges 
who will push the left-wing agenda from the bench. 
He can make appointments in other areas that 
will set in motion spending programs that will be 
hard to stop, even years after he is gone. Clinton. 
says he won't. Not all agree. Democratic Senator 
(and Medal of Honor recipient) Bob Kerrey of 
Nebraska went right to the point. He said, "Clinton 
is an unusually good liar. Unusually good. Do you 
realize that?" Not enough voters do. 

And then there is Vice President Al Gore, a 
dedicated liberal who twice beat out Ted Kennedy 
for the title of biggest spender in the Senate. Gore 
puts his total trust in bigger and bigger govern- 
ment along with more and more regulations. This 
man is dangerous. Unlike Clinton, he believes 
what he says. Look out 21st Century. 

However, for those who want to take a shot at 
budget balancing and Big Government limits, the 
good news is that the Republicans are expected to 
maintain control of the Senate and House of 
Representatives. (A vote for Senator John Warner 
would help out.) The system of checks and bal- 
ances may still work. We leave it to Congress to 
haul the cart out of the mud.

Beware gov't tool that could come back to haunt 




Editor 

Let me begin by saying that I didn't want 
condemnation power as a sitting council member, 
and I still don't want council having it, as a citizen. 
This is not a one project law, and it isn't limited to 
just this council widi a sunset clause. And that is the 
danger that lurks within this issue. 

Point: Council has- the power today to remove, 
prevent or reduceconditions of blight or deterioration 
in areas that are detrimental to the health and safety 
of the community. That is why we have housing 
codes and housing code enforcement If there are areas 
of so-called "blight and deterioration," it is because 
council has failed to faithfully execute its 
responsibilities. I can appreciate the unique 
circumstances of Burton Station, but a unique 
circumstance is an insufficient condition to establish 
an independent political body with broad sweeping 
powers. 

The need to establish this authority has never beoi 
identified of justified, so why is this issue called 
condemnation raising its ugly head again.. .and why 
do the current sitting council members who support 
condemnation of private property for private profit, 
feel that the community needs it at this time? Any 
why is this issue, which is as important as the 
Comprehensive Plan, being fast tracked. To my 
knowledge, there has not been an uprising from any 
citizens' groups demanding this authority to be 
formed. 

Point: The question as it will appearon the ballot, 
for diose of you who have not seen it, reads: "Is there 
a need for the redevelopment and housing authority to 
be activated in the city of Virginia Beach?" The 
question should not be skewed and as nebulous as it 
is required by state statute, but rather it should read, 
"Is there a need for a redevelopment authority to be 
activated in the city of Virginia Beach, whose powers 
would be to condemn private property for private 
development?" 

Yes, the state law does provide for an authority, 
but we should be as open and honest as possible, 
especially with a subject as dangerous as 
condemnation. This is just another example of liberal 
government, building a bigger bureaucracy on the 
backs of taxpayers. 

Point: The cautionary word here is education...how 
will the city council direct the city manager to 
educate the citizens. I believe that referendumsare the 
purest form of democracy, but only if the citizens 
have been well educatedon the issue. But I repeat, 
why is such a major issue being introduced at the last 
possible moment? Fortunately, the law does restrict 
the city from spending any public money to- pron^ote 
a specific position, but there are other~ways around 
protective policies. 

Point: Now let's take a look at these so-called 
blighted areas, and ask a few questions. The questions 
for the most part, do not include Burton Station, 
which most of you know started this ball rolling, and 
is now skillfully being used as the primary reason for 
this request. 

■ How many areas to be condemned are there? 

■ Where are they located? 

■ Are the neighborhoods to be condemned, 
currently identified and described in the 
Comprehensive Plan. 

■ Will industrial zoned areas that contain blight be' 
included in this plan, and will the authority also 
condemn industrial zoned property for resale to 
another developer for their profit? 

■ Is there a current projection of funding that 
would be needed to acquire properties that have been 
identified and designated as blighted or deteriraated, 
and targeted for condemnation? 

■ Will taxpayer dollars be used to purchase 
condemned private property for private developer's 
use? Will private developers be required to bid to 
purchase condemned private property for private gain 
and profit? 

■ Other than the right to condemn private property 
for private profit, what advantages to a redevelopment 
and housing audiority provide that aren't already 
available to the city of Virginia Beach? 

Point: A housing authority has never been needed 
in Virginia Beach, and is not needed now. It wasn't 
needed in Judge Wahab's opinion of the Rudee Inlet 
Authority, and it is not needed now. The only need 
that is being publicly touted by some of our city 
council members, is that of promoting "economic 
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development" at Burton Station. 

The city has hit a stumbling block in areas of 
Burton Station, but the council knew when the 
process of purchasing properties l)egan, obstacles 
would arise. And they have. Some residents simply 
feed that the price that has been offered isn't enough, 
which may or may not be true. Some residents also 
have offered their land for a long term lease, just like 
the private sector. 

If condemnation isn't for common good for all the 
citizens, which is the guideline for our current 
system of Eminent Domain (Schools, roads, etc.), 
then why don't we just let the demands of the fiee 
market rise to their own profitable levels, and let tlK 
developers and speculators assemble parcels on their 
own? The fact remains, governmental pursuit of 
Isconomic development is not a legally recognized, 
nor constitutionally permitted basis for the exercise 
of condemnation powers. Period. 

Point: If such an authority were going to exist, 
then it must also be mandated that such an authority 
would be directly accountable to the citizens through 
the electoral process. The authority should be 
comprised of all of the city council members. Under 
that scenario, members could be voted out of office 
for abusing the dictatorial power inherent in such an 
authority. 

The Virginia Beach City Council should under no 
circumstances be able to hide behind an aj^inted 
body for decisions which they alone are ultimately 
responsible s the elected leaders of our city. You will 
find that this arrangement exists in other cities in the 
Commonwealth, such as Hampton and 
Charlottesville. 

If the authority should l)e comprised of all of the 
city council members. Under that scenario, members 
could l)e voted out of office for abusing the dictatorial 
power inherent in such an authority. 

The Virginia Beach City Council should under no 
circumstances be able to hide behind n appointed 
body for decisions which they alone are ultimately 
responsible as the elected leaders of our city. You 
will find that this arrangement exists in other cities 
in' the commonwealth, such as Hampton and 
Charlottesville. If the authority were the elected 
body, a charter change would be required. 

Point: In a letter to council members following a 
phone survey. City Manager Jim Spore stated that, 
"However, those who do not know enough about the 
issues and those who have misconceptions about an 
RDA make up a significant portion of the population 
— significant enough to affect the outcome of the 
referendum." So we must now begin the process of 
somehow convincing die public into believing Uiat'a 
' housing authority will be this wonderful panacea 
designed to create opportunities for economic 
development. But we never, never expose the pitfalls 
of the process, and those who will ultimately suffer 
from these actions. This is a very bad piece of 
legislation if you happen to believe in individual 
property rights. 

Point: Condemnation for economic 
development.-.sdmeone else making a decision on 
what needs to be done with your property and then 
condemning your property, and then selling it to 
someone else for them to make a profit. Instead, we 
should be looking for ways to improve standards of 
living, so that people will be able to afford to 
maintain their neighborhoods. 

To those who wish to give away another of your 
rights to the government, that is your choice. But for 
me, any member of city council whose position is, 
"We'll give you a fair trial, and dien find you guilty" 
is totally unacceptable. It is paramount for the future 
rights of property owners, that this referendum be 
defeated. Anything less, will certainly have a 
detrimental effect on the stability of the citizenry, had 
their ability to plan for die future. 

Point: In deciding this matter, please remember 
diat Burton Station can be resolved without creating 
a new authority. The Norfolk Air Authority can 
assist us in acquiring some of die properly in Burton 
Station if condemnation is die only method of last 
resort. As a matter of fact, it abeadyhas. In closing, 
please remember one sobering uiidj... 

"Never give government a tool that can be used 
against you in the future."

This is the first in a two-parl series. 
Many events in American history 
shaped the Coast Guard, and it is 
interesting to 
see what de- 
veloped over 
the years to 
establish the 
Coast Guard. 
Before the 
Coast Guard, 
six different 
federal agen- 
cies per- 
formed the 
various mis- 
sions that 
now are done 
by the Coast 
Guard.i-^ 

The need 
for light- 
houses was 

realized as 

earlyaslTOO, 
and in 1716 
in Massachusetts on a small island in 
Boston Harbor, the first lighthouse 
was constructed. The next year, a 
cannon was put on the island to be 
fired in fog and storms. Boston Light 
became the first lighthouse as well as 
the first fog signal in the country. 

More lights followed and 
America's maritime trade grew. Af- 
ter the American Revolution, the 1 1 
former colonies gave 1 1 lighthouses 
,to the new federal govranment and 
the Lighthouse Service was estab- 
lished by Cong'ess in 1789. _._^__ 
Their mission was (5 erect andre-" 
pair all lighthouses, beacons and 
buoys in the new nation. Soon light- 
houses spread along the coastline as 
mariners, merchants and settlers 
reached new areas. 

During the early time of the light- 
houses, the most dangerous duty in 
the Lighthouse Service was aboard 
lightships. These floating lighthouses 
were anchored offshore where it was 
impossible to build a permanent tower 
and because they marked the sea 
lanes, several lightships were struck 
by passing ships navigating through 
the dark and fog. 

One skipper described his duty as 
"weeks of boredom, interrupted by 
moments of sheer terror. " Lightships 
were eventually replaced by lowers 
or large buoys. 

The American colonies were de- 
pendent on England for more than 
manufactured goods and tea during 
the 1 700s. When the French and Indi- 
ans attacked settlers along the fron- 
tier, English troops came to the colo- 
nists* defense. The cost of this pro- 
tection forced the English Parliament 
to heavily tax products sent to 
America, the colonists rebelled'. In 
many cases, they simply refused to 
pay the English taxes and instead 
smuggled goods from other coun- 
tries. 

When war came, one of the rally- 
ing cries of the American Revolution 
was "no taxation without representa- 
tion." America won its freedom but 
the eight- year war left the fiedgling- 
country nearly $80 million in debt 
with no way to fund its new federal 
government. 

To the end of resolving the nation's 
financial problems, George Wash- 
ington appointed Alexander Hamilton 
as the first Secretary of the Treasury. 
Hamilton, a New York lawyer and 
aide to Washington during the Revo- 
lution, realized the need to collect 
taxes and enforce tariff laws. He also 
knew Americans resented the taxes 
Congress gassed and smuggling flour- 
ished even after the war. He proposed 
a seagoing police force to stc^ smug- 
gling and raise revenues. 

On Aug. 4, 1790, Congress autho- 
rized the construction of 10 ships to 
patrol the Atlantic Coast The cutters 
were to be fast to overtake ships at 
sea, sturdy enough to sail off the 
coast enduring foul weather, yet shal- 
low so they could pursue ships up 
river. 



While 10 cutters could not stop all 
smuggling along the coast, Hamilton 
and his customs agents were pleased 
with the results and revenues in- 
creased. 

Throughout the 19th century, the 
United States became more and more 
dependent upon the maritime indus- 
try. Land travel was difficult, there 
were few railroads and travel by horse 
or coach was slow and uncomfort- 
able. As sturdier ships were built, 
more Americans traveled by sea and 
more cargo was shipped aboard ves- 
sels. With this happening, the chance 
of disaster increased and in order to 
reduce the loss of life end jwoperty, 
the duties of the revenue cutters were 
again expanded. 

In 1832, the Cutters began making 
winter cruises along the coast to as- 
sist vessels in distress, a jn^Uce con- 
tinued today. The effort was so suc- 
cessful that search and rescue was 
officially added to the duties of the 
Revenue Marine Service in 1837. 

Revenue cutters protected Ameri- 
can interests in Alaska after the United 
States purchased Alaska from Rus- 
sia. They were assigned Ice Patrol 
duty after the sinking of the Titanic, 
patrolling the North Atlantic, warn- 
ing transatlantic steamers of ice con- 
ditions. The Ice Patrol was made an 
official function of the Cutter Service 
in 1914. 

As more passenger ships began the 
coastal routes, the chance for loss of 
life was great. Even if victims of 
shipwrecks reached thc-iihore, they 
could expect liule help so boathouses 
(stations) were built and equipment 
purchased to help shipwreck&d vic- 
tims. The crews or the stations were 
called surfmen. Typically, they were 
experienced sailors or fishermen who 
had proven their abilities against the 
sea. 

In 1912, a bill was written to join 
the Revenue Cutter Service and the 
Life-Saving Service and in 1915, the 
Coast Guard was bom. 

Almost as soon as it was created, 
the Coast Guard went to war When 
the United States declared war on 
Germany in 1917 Coast Guard cut- 
ters headed overseas to protect cwi- 
voys of cargo ships and transports 
and support the Navy's war on Ger- 
man U-boats.

If it takes a well-honed mind to 
understand the complexities of the human 
body, then 17-year-old Antonio Robinson is 
well on the way to his way life's aspiration: 
a career in medicine. 

A senior at Green Run High School, the 
teen distinguished himself eariier this year 
by taking first place in the individual 
competition of Future Problem Solving at 
the State Bowl held in Virginia Beach. In 
June, he competed in the International 
Competition in Providence, R.l. and took 
third place in individual competition.. Last 
year, he was also part of a team that 
competed at the State Bowl. 

It's not that Robinson is overly- 
competitive, although he admits to liking 
that aspect. He just enjoys pushing his mind 
to the the limit — challenging himself to 
find solutions for any number of dilemmas. 

"Anybody gifted or created can do it. I've 
just been very successful at it," he said. 

Future Problem Solving originated in 
1974, but the program is relatively new in 
Virginia — within the past six or seven 
years. The year-long educational program 
challenges students to solve problems 
related to different topics of global 
significance. Critical thinking, in-depth 
research and enhanced writing skills are 
some of the byproducts. 

Students go through a six-step process that 
requires them to research a topic, 
brainstorm possible problems to a scenario 
called a "fuzzy," identify a solution for one 
of the problems and discuss their best 
solution in depth. They may take nothing 
into the competition with them, other than a 
dictionary, nor do they see the fuzzy ahead 
or time. 

One fuzzy Robinson encountered was a 
"zuega," a make-believe machine that 
could measure other people's feelings, 
heartbeat, sweating and other reactions. The 
Green Run teen had to identify one 
underlying problem with the machine and 
propose a solution. 

"Judging is very selective, so they usually 
have three or four judges on the state level, 
then they take the average of the scores," 
Robinson said. 

This year as part of his school's Problem 
Solvers, he's looking for another success. In 
between practice, Robinson is also active in 
the yearbook, Latin Club and National 
Honor Society. 

Over the summer he participated in Boys 
State and is particularly dedicated to the 
Governor's School for the Gifted at the 
Medical College of Virginia. Robinson has 
even worked hands-on with a cardiologist in 
Richmond, giving him early exposure to his 
future aspirations in medicine. 

Robinson also enjoys working with a 
mentoring program that teams Green Run 
students with youngsters at Kemps River 
Magnet School. He ranks in the top S 
percent of his class. 

With all this on his plate, how does he 
possibly find time to study? 

"When I get home from school, usually 
after 3, 1 go to sleep for three or four hours. 
Then I get up and study late into the night," 
he smiled. 

But it's not always easy being the "smart 
kid," Robinson explained. One of his peeves 
is that other students always expect the best 
of him grade-wise, no matter what, and get 
kicks when a gr^e is less than stellar. 

Still he persists and offered a bit of advice 
to others: "Try to pay as close attention as 
possible in class and remember as much as 
you can." 

As for cramming for tests? 

"Well," he admitted., "I do it some, but I 
wouldn't recommend it to others." 

Robinson has narrowed his college 
choices to Princeton, Yale, Virginia Tech, 
Duke, the University of Virginia and Old 
Dominion. He plans to major in biology or 
hisKH^.

"Camino Real" made its 
Broadway debut in 1953, but 
closed soon after.

The play's title may be 
translated as either the "real" or 
"royal" road. The story unfolds 
in a surrealistic allegory. 

Williams wrote, "More than 
any other work I have done, this 
play seemed to me like the 
construction of another world, a 
separate existence... I thought of 
'Camino Real' as sort of a fairy 
tale or masque." 

Pose considers it an epic and 
modern telling of the hero's

NSU debuts performing arts center 



When Norfolk State University 
(NSU) president Dr. Harrison B. 
Wilson first broached the idea of 
building a multi-million-dollar 
cultural and performing arts center 
to then- Virginia Governor L. 
Douglas Wilder in the summer of 
1992, he knew his proposal — in 
the face of strangling state budget 
cuts — was "a tough row to hoe." 

Nevertheless, as both leaders 
discussed the prospects of an 



elegant architectural structure on an 
urban and historically black 
university in Virginia, the 
potential became increasingly more 
enticing. 

"1 had a captive audience in the 
governor (L. Douglas Wilder) and 
talked to him about such a 
building," Wilson said. 

The NSU president was on a 
state delegation, led by then- 
Governor Wilder, that toured 
African to establish international 




commerce and educational links 
between Virginia and African 
nations. 

On Saturday, Oct. 5 the former 
Virginia governor snipped the 
ribbons as the L. Douglas Wilder 
Performing Arts Center, conceived 
in the hot, humid and temperate 
climes of African in the minds of 
two leaders, officially opened with 
the pomp and pageantry that befits 
the masterful strokes of suave 
decisions that established the 
center. 

"I'm humbled and I'm flattered," 
the former governor told an 
admiring audience before cutting 
the ribbon that officially c^ned 
the building. Approximately 1,400 
people attended the center's 
opening gala and dedication 
ceremony. 

Built at a consuiiction cost of $9 
million, the center is an imposing 
brick-and-limestonestfuctureat the 
intersection of Park Avenue and 
OIney Road on the East 
Bramblcton section of Norfolk. It 
is a magnificent 1,900-seat theater 
that features crystal chandeliers, 
polished brass railings, maible 
floors and forest green velour seats, 
named after the nation's fu^st 
postwar African-American state 
governor, L. Douglas Wildw.

Lilley said that when the city 
makes an offer, it is always an 
offo'at the {qjpraised value. He said 
the staff would give a copy of the 
appraisal to the landowner if that 
was what council wanted. 

Council John A.Baum said he 
would never do that, and thai 
"mostly we avoid going to court." 

The current system is 

weighted in favor of the property 
owner. Councilman Louis R. 
Jcxies added. 

Another item in the package 
which stirred up a little controversy 
was an requested change in the state 
co<k which would allow the city to 
drop one step in the street closure 
procedure. The proposal would 
have cities of more than 350,000 
population be permitted to 
appointed three to five viewers f(x 
a term of one year to view each of 
the closures. At present viewers arc 
appointed by city council at public 
hearings on each application. 

The reasoning behind the 
proposal is that the same viewCTS 
are appointed for each closure 
anyway and since the city has so 
many closure applications the once 
a year appointment would save 
time. The applicant would not be 
required to advertise and the 
governing body would not be 
required to hold a separate hearing 
for the appointment of viewers for 
each application. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf 
expressed reservations about tlK 
proposal. She said that the process 
would eliminate one public hearing 
where- people could find out what is 
going on and express their views. 
The application would come before 
council when the closure is acted 
upon and again when the closure is 
made final. 

Obemdorf said that she was not 
comfortable with the proposal. 

Both councilman Louis R. Jones 
and Reba McClanan agreed. Jones 
said that one appointment of 
viewers item on the evening's 
agenda made the public aware of 
the requested closure who would 
not have been aware otherwise. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that the city can find a mcae 
meaningful way to advise the 



public, such as signage. 

Matthias said he would change 
the language of the proposal to 
answer council's concons. 

Most of the rest of the package 
was a hunt for more fiinds. 

The proposals noted that the city 
is still concerned over the "trickle- 
down" effects of cuts at the federal 
level and reductions in staff support 
to programs carried out by the 
localities. 

The state is asked to fully fund 
the actual state share of the 
standards of quality which "should 
reflect the actual cost of educating 
students in order to provide them 
with quality education so that they 
can complete in today's glob^ 
environment." 

The state is asked to provide 
funding for the relocation to new 
office space for the Virginia Beach 
Health Department. 

Also requested is full-funding for 
the Comprehensive Services Act, 
full-funding of state aid to libraries 
and an examination of the 
suitability of the formula now used 
based on the greatly escalating cost 
of books and library services, and 
full-funding of the Virginia 
Housing Development Authority 
which provides low interest home 
loans to state residents. 

Other initiatives: 

■ A request for $500,000 to the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum 
in fiscal year '98 as an 
acknowledgement of the 
museum['s contribution to the 
Commonwealth in the form of an 
operating assistance grant as 
provided to facilities such as the 
Chrysler Museum. 

■ A request to retain the 
requirement that schools not open 
until after Labor Day. 

■ A request to enable die 
Ches^)eakeBay Preservation Board 
and the courts to impose civil 
damages or civil penalties for 
violations occurring within the 
preservation areas. The provisions 
would be identical to those found 
in the Wetlands Act and the 
Coastal Primary Sand Dunes 
Protection Act. 

A request to require the Virginia 
pepartment of Transportation to 
allow reasonable portions of the 
urban allocation to be used for 



aesthetic purposes on roadway 
projects and to urge VDOT to 
allow more leeway for localities to 
use urban road funds when buying 
remainder parcels. Often VDOT 
requires the city to leave an almost 
inhabitable portion of property for 
the property owners, creating 
additional curb cuts and a future 
demand for development other than 
residential. * 

A request to add an exception to 
die state code that a building may 
be secured to protect public health 
or safety in accordance with the 
notice requirements of the Virginia 
Uniform Statewide Building Code. 
The staff finds onerous 
requirements that include mailing a 
written notice by certified or 
registered mail to the last known 
property owner of buildings that 
are deemed to be a public nuisance 
or safety hazard because of theii 
conditions. This limits the city's 
ability to take action to remove, 
repair or secure any building wall 
or structure for 30 days after die 
return of the receipt or newspaper 
public. The requested change will 
allow the city to board up or 
otherwise secure property that is a 
public health or safety hazard. 

A request to study the need and 



possible funding mechan isms for 
large convention facilities located 
in several areas of the state. The 
staff notes that Virginia tourism 
professionals think that three to 
four quarter-million square feet or 
larger facilities could be sui^rted 
in the various regions of die state. 

A request related to tax case fees 
that would amend the state code by 
deleting the sentence "except in a 
case insututed by any city having a 
population of not less than 
300,000." 

At present Virginia Beach is the 
only jurisdiction in the 
Commonwealth that must pay a 
fee in a tax case instituted by the 
city treasurer or in cases instituted 
by the school board for collection 
of overdue book fees. 

A request to change the code so 
that dealers would be put at risk for 
causing controlled substances to be 
transported. 

A request concerning the seizure 
of property used in connection wiUi 
or derived from illegal dmg 
transactions what would ajd 
phraseology that would include 
property "intended to be used "as 
well as used, and "facilitation in" 
to the illegal manufacture, sale, 
distribution of controlled 
substances.

built. 

Harrison pointed out that on a 
500-acre parcel there can be as 
many as 400 homes. 

Wilson said that proffers c^ered 
by the developers would pay tor 
increasing services, but Mayw 
Meyera Obemdorf quickly informed 
him that proffers are voluntary and 
that revenues from new 
construction does not pay for all 
the costs. 

Obemdorf said that die city is not 
buying something that doesn't 
exists. 

"We're trying to save the 
infrastructure cost," she said. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, 
who worked to establish die 
program, said that Wilson was 
assuming the land would never be 
zoned anydiing but agriculture. 

"It's difficult to say how many 



lots we are purchasing. The 
potential 2500 home development 
potential for the southern end of 
the city is based on agricultural 
zoning. "There's no way of 
knowing what will happen in 25 
years if we don't do this program; 
'if we have the program, we'll 
know. The people have said diey 
want natural resources protected." 

The city has been u-ying for years 
to find some way to oSet 
landowners in farming areas an 
incentive to resist the offers of 
developers. Some years ago, 
another program, the transfer of 
development rights was forwarded 
as a possibility. Under diat 
program the landowner could sell 
his development rights, say, a 
certain number of housing lots, to 
a developer and die developer could 
then use them at anodier location 
which has been set aside for 
development That proposal failed. 



Tabernacle feast is a Pungo tradition

Good food was already a 
tradition at Tabernacle, since die 
church members had been preparing 
and selling lunches to die public as 
pan of its annual Lotus Festival 
since the 1950s. That event is held 
each July to celebrate the native 
American Lotus which bloomed in 
the pond near die church. For die 
Thanksgiving Dinner, die members 
decided, die focus should be history 
and community tfadiuon. 

The menu, Land said, features 
traditional regional foods, and die 
members try to prepare die 
vegetables, such as yams and 
collards, that will be in season in 
November. The church is lit with 
kerosene lanterns, although Land 
adds jokingly "that we still use die 
running water and central heating 
that night." 

"We have members who donate 
their lovely old kerosene lanterns, 
and 1 pray every year diat one won't 
get broken," Land said. "We try to 
dress up in clodiing that came from 
that era, some of the ladies had 
someone make them costumes. It's 
very plain clothing because dial 
was a very plain era." 

Even some of the kids, who 
serve as waitresses and busboys for 
the event, have Colonial 
costumes, she added. "My daughter, . 
who's in college now, had a dress 
thai we kept letting the hem out of 
a liule more every year." 

Through the years, the dinner's 
become a community tradiuon, aid 
Land's fine-tuned the process of 
coordinating the event until she has 
it down to a science. 

Preparing 100 pounds of ham, 
160 pounds of turkey, home-made 
dressing, 60 pecan, pumpkin ad 
apple pies and mountains of 
vegetables really isn't all diat hard 
if you've been doing it awhile, she 
said. It just takes a little 
organization and a lot of learn 
effort 

But, she added, it does take "die 
whole congreation," many erf' 
whom spend the week before die 
event cooking and slicing die ham 
and turkey. 

"I keep a book, with a list (d 
who does what, diat I add to every 
year," she saul. "And I also keep a 
list of the recipes we use" whkh 
arc presently strewn across ho" 
kitcixn because she's in die process 
of running copies for all of the 



members who help with the food 
preparation. 

A few weeks before the event. 
Land passes out "food cards" that 
tell each member what menu item 
she's responsible for this year. 
Most of them are so familiar with 
the process by now, she added, that 
it usually goes smoodily. "A lot of 
the people know what to do, and 
the older folk just take right over," 
she said. 

It took a few years to leam what 
foods worked best in that market, 
she added. "We tried serving apple 
brown belly, because that was 
uaditional," Land said. "But people 
didn't seem to like it much, diey 
preferred die apple pie, so we just 
started baking die pies." 

"And the corn pudding was 
something that Etta Mae and June 
just kept playing with until diey 
came up with die right 
consistency," Land added. "And we 
always have hot apple cider. June 
Morris has been making the dder 
since day one, she's die only one 
who knows how to make it" 

Church members, many of 
whom are renowned locally for 
dieir special recipes, have 
published diree cookbooks over die 
years, and they hope to publish a 
fourth one next year. 

Land spends whole days during 
October and early November, and 
"the whole week before, we do 
nothing but cook and slice meat," 
she said. "We have about 20 people 
who will prepare and slice die 
meat." 

The event draws a regular crowtl, 
including residents of two local 
nursing homes, but it also attracts 
some who might be curiousity- 
seekers or history buffs. The 
church, one of die oldest Mediodist 
churches in this country, was 
organized in 1789. The 1830 
suiicture, which is now restored 
and being used for services once 
again, originally had slave 
balconies and kerosene lanterns 
hung from the ceding. 

"One year, a muscian came and 
set out on the steps and played m 
old instrument," Land said. "That 
was die year die temperature was in 
the 20s, and he set out diere die 
whole time. We don't know who 
he was, he left bef(»e we could get 
his name" 

The church members also fuid 
die time to decorate die tables "and 



we try to use mostly magnolia 
leaves and persimmons, diat kind 
of diing," Land said. 

The lanterns and decorations. 
Land added, "give it a 
niceaunosphere, and this sets die 
mood. We try to keep it very 
audientic." 

Land agreed to share die recipe 
for com pudding, which she said 
came mostly from trial and error. 

Corn Pudding 

4 tbsp cornstarch 
4 eggs 

1 and 1/2 cup sugar 
4 tbsp melted butter 

2 cans milk 

2 cans cream style com 

Mix first diree ingredients, and 
add the milk and com. Pour into a 
dish, pour the butter on top. Bake 
at 325 degrees for one hour. 



Inez White's combread has also 
become a favorite at the Colonial 
dinners. 



Corn Bread 

1 cup milk 

2/3 cup self-rising com meal 
1/2 cup flour 
1/4 tsp salt 
legg 

2 tablespoons sugar 
1 cup boiling water 

1 tablespoon heated shortening 

Combine the flour, meal, salt 
and sugar. Scald with one cup of 
boiling water, stirring fast so diat 
it won't lump. Add the egg and 
milk. Melt the shortening in die 
pan, pour into the mixture, and 
cook at 400 degrees for about 30 
minutes. Remove from the oven 
and brush with butter.

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Superstitions TQur debunks myriad myths

Are you superstitious? If so, the 
swcaranceof the witch of Pungo, 
Grace Sherwood, might have scared 
you last Friday and Saturday during 
the Adam Thoroughgood House's 
Superstitions Tour. 

However, this witch did a great 
job removing fear, because after 
she told her story, Donna Alleman, 
a tour participant, said, Tm not 
afraid of the witch of Pungo any 
longer. She was wrongly accused." 

Sherwood, played by Irene Halle, 
was quick to set the record straight. 
When Kevin Whisman, a volunteer 
at the Thwoughgood House, began 
to tell of the legend of the witch of 
Pungo during the final segment of 
the tour, he was immediately 
interrupted. 

"Don't you be telling my story 
young man," shouted Sherwood as 
she appeared, walking up a path on 
the side of the Thoroughgood 
House. 

"Enough lies have been told 
about me. I'll tell my own story," 
she insisted. 

And in the darknessof the night, 
standing above a crowd of people 
enclosed in a dimly lit area, the 
witch of Pungo dramatically began 
recalling the events of her past. 

Prior to Sherwood's appearance, 
the superstitions of the 1 700s tour 
began outside of the Thoroughgood 
House with Roberta Whisman, 
manager of th€ historical site, 
defining superstitions — which 
mostly arose from the midevil 
period. 

From her research, Roberta 
defined superstitions as "the belief 
or practice stemming from 
ignorance, fear of the unknown, or 
belief in magic or chance." 

These beliefs were classified as 
supersutions once they became 
strong beliefs, Roberta informed 
the crowd. 

"We hold superstitions today," 
she said. "We may not hold them 
quite as strongly as people in the 
16th and 17th century held to 
them, but 1 bet I could name a few 



and get some recognition today." 
On that note, Roberta began 
interacting with the tour group 
about their knowledge of some 
well-known superstitions. Black 
cats was on the top of her list. 

Explaining why it is bad luck (at 
a black cat to cross one's path 
stems from the belief of witches 
being able to change form. "In die 
1 700s, at the height of the witch 
scare, there was a couple of young 
gentlemen who trapped a black cat 
in a comer and began throwing 
rocks at it," said Roberta. 

"TTje cat escaped into a house and 
the next morning an elderiy lady 
came out of the house. Because sl4 
was battered and bruised, it was 
assumed that the cat had run into 
the house and changed back into 
her human f6rm." 

When the group was asked if 
they preferred to walk under or 
around a ladder, a strong "around" 
was heard. About that superstition, 
Roberta explained: "When an 
execution was about to occur, the 
person who was about to be hanged 
was forced to walk under the laddCT 
while the executioner walked 
around the ladder and so it was 
considered bad luck to walk under a 
ladder; you were going to go to 
your death soon if you were to 
walk under that ladder." 

Just before the tour group 
entered the Thoroughgood House, 
they were told to observe a cedar 
tree which had been planted at die 
entrance for good luck. "It would 
keep witches from crossing your 
threshold," Roberta stated. "It was 
said that if a witch crossed a 
threshold without counring every 
one of the little needles on the 
cedar tree, she would die upon 
entering. 

"I bet if anyone of you tried to 
count them all, you'd lose count," 
Roberta said in a daring voice. And 
this is exactly what would happen 
to the witches of the 17th century, 
therefore, they would have to start 
their count over and over again. 
Roberta carefully observed the tour 



Beach collegians' essays 
published in collection 



Fifty-eight CM Dominion 
University students, including Nan 
Byrne and Brigita MarUnson of 
Virginia Beach, were recenUy 
published in a book tided 
"Ourselves as Students: 
Multicultural Voices in the 
Classroom." 

In this unique collection of 
essays students speak for 
themselves on the much-debated 
topic of multiculturalism at the 
university level. 

The publication was inspired by 
a writing assignment Anita Clair 
Fellman gave her "F^inist 
Thought" class in 1993. 

Fellman, chair of the women's 
studies dq>artment, asked students 
to respond to two questions: What 
impact does your race, class, gender 
and ethnic identity have on you as 
a student? How does your culture 
and the university culture interact 
to affect your ability to learn? 

The essays are divided into four 
categories: Cultural Perceptions 
and Assumptions; Belonging and 
Alienation in the Classroom; 
Making Sense of Our lives 
Through Education; and, In Search 
of anEdication. 

Essays include topics such as: 

■ "I Carry the Lost 
Generations" — An African- 
American woman discusses the 
connection she feels with the 
ancestors who made an education 
possible fa- her. 

■ "A New Member of the 
Feminist Community" — A 
white man discusses how he relates 
feminism to his life, and the new 
perspective it has given him. 

■ "See Me, Not My CloUies" 
— A Navy ROTC midshipman 
discusses the differences in how 
pM)ple treat him when he is in 
uniform and when he is wearing 
civilian clothes. 

"Everyone who read Uiose first 
17 essays was moved and 
fascinated," Fellman writes in the 
]»eface to the book. 

More than 200 essays were 
collected from Old Dominion 
students of diverse backgrounds. 
The BnMl Minds Collective, a 



group of four students and 
Fellman, then chose 58 essays 
which focus on the overlap 
between the students' identities as 
writers and their identities based on 
dieir cultural background. 

"It has become clear to me that 
students take different things from 
the material I teach," said Fellman, 
who hopes the book will be used 
in higher education curricula. 

"That complicates the learning 
process. When you become aware 
of that, you teach with an eye 
toward diversity." 

Jo Ann Gora, Old Dominion's 
provost, will host a "book launch" 
party from 3 - 5 p.m.

participants as they entered the 
Thoroughgood House to ensure 
that no witches were a part of her 
group. 

Nancy Baker, a historical 
interpreter at the Thoroughgood 
House, conducted die second part of 
the tour inside of a room furnished 
with 1600s furniture. Before Baker 
enlightened the crowd with many 
more superstitions, she too, gave 
her researched version of die 
meaning of die wOrd superstition. 

"Superstition is something you 
do not understand, and if you do 
not understand it you are afraid of it 
that is whatUiey were doing in die 
17th century. Back in the 17di 
century they didn't understand a 
whole lot, so just about everydiing 
had a superstition plants, u-ees, 
even animals. . .The main thing is 
die looking glass and we still use 
that superstition today if you 
break a mirror you have seven 



years bad luck." 

Bakersuddenly popped a question 
which caused many heads to torn, 
"Do we have any unmarried ladies 
in the group? Do you want me to 
tell you how to find a husband?" 
She then revealed how single 
women, on Halloween night, coukl 
see the face of dieir future husband 
through die use of a looking glass, 
a comb and an apple. 

"Now ladies, let me caution 
you," she said. "Sometimes, 
instead of the face of die man whc 
you would marry, it might be die 
devil appearing, so you need to be 
careful with that." 

Baker also told of ways in which 
modiers of the 17di century would 
protect their babies from witches 
and she explained anodier 
superstition of how women of that 
period would go at least three or 
four months without washing 
themselves or their clodies 



"because they thought if diey 
washed, they were washing away 
all the things that protected diem 
from diseases they didn't 
understand about germs." 

Part three of die tour was 

conducted by Alice Tripp, anodier 
historical interpreter at die 
Thoroughgood House. 

Like the others, Tripp gave an 
interesting account of mwe 
superstitions. One of her stories 
focused on a broom. When a new 
broom was purchased in die 17di 
century, Tripp explained that die 
owner would first have to sweep 
something into the house widi it 
such as leaves or dirt. "If you dkln't 
do that first, you would be 
sweeping out good luck and you 
certainly didn't want that to 
happen, because you would want to 
keep die good luck in the house," 
said Tripp. 

Before sending the group off to 



meet the witch of Pungo, Trq>p 
advised die participants to take a 
lantem or flashlight with diem 
while trick or treatin' diis year as a 
form of protection from the evil 
spirits. 

"You've learned a bit about some 
superstitions and some myths, but 
Virginia Beach is a little bit more 
famous for a legend," said Kevi|t,' 
during die last segment of the tour. 
"We have a legend here of a witch 
Grace Sherwood. She's sometimes 
known as the witch of Pungo. 
Pungo is a small village just 
South of here. . .I'd love to icll 
you a story about Grace Sherwood. 

And that's when the witch of 
Pungo suddenly appeved, cleared 
up the misconceptions about 
herself, dius concluding die tour. 

"I'm sure I have more fun than 
anybody else here," said Halle, who 
had ffansfumed into Sherwood last 
weekend. "I have never gotten over 
the love of playing dress up," she 
laughed. 

About supCTstiuons, Halle said, 

"Let's debunk them." About die 
witch of Pungo, she said, "1 really 
feel that Grace Sherwood must 
have been a woman ahead of her 
time for her indqiendent thinking. 
Now, her personality I just have 
die feeling diat she must have been 
an unlikable person in some ways 
to have diis negative attention tlm 
she drew. Maybe she was 
obnoxious, but certainly an 
independent thinker, and I admire 
hCT for diat," Halle continued. 

Explaining what she enjoyed 
most about die tour, Vonda Evans, 
a Virginia Beach tour participant, 
said, "I liked the end of it widi 
Grace Sherwood. I thought that 
was a nice touch for die 
superstition diemc." 

"It was a great tour. We had a 
great time," said Bill Haas, another 
participant who made it a point to 
note that diere is no superstiticn 
behind has last name.

Open-hearth cooking display 
offers peek at Colonial kitchen

There's plenty cooking at the 
historic Lynnhaven House: Mr. 
Blackford's Pork Cutlets, Shirley 
Plantation Mushroom Soup and 
Ragou French Beans Mrs. Bradley's 
Way. 

B^ut it's not so much what's 
being cooked as how its being 
cooked that's of real interest. 

One recent Saturday, Ruby Anne 
Pritchett and Paula McCann, 
Association for the Preservation of 
Virginia Antiquities docenlsat the 
Lynnhaven House, demonstrated 
the art of open-hearth cooking in 
the huge 270-year-old fireplace in 
the kitchen of the Lynnhaven 
House. , . 

Pork cutlets, mushroom soup, 
field beans, baked pears, pumpkin 
pie, Cornish hen, cabbage salad 
(with an oil, vinegar and herb 
seasoning) and cornbread were 
among the fare. 

Their enU'ees were not for sale or 
even for sampling. They were 
perfecting the techniques used in 
open-hearth cooking, and they've 
been using their families as guinea 
pigs. 

Several docents acknowledged 



that they were not quite experts at 
open-hearth cooking end depended 
upon Nancy Carter Crump's 
"Hearthside Cooking" for guidance 
and recipes in preparing what is 
often termed Virginia plantation 
cuisine. 

Nevertheless, the cornbread was 
sweat, the pork cutlets were juicy, 
and the mushroom soup was tangy. 

The original 1725 kitchen 
fireplace was equipped with a 
copper tea kettle, Dutch ovens and 
all manner of other strange-looking 
devices. For example, a dangle 
spit, pot pusher, salamander, lug 
pole, s-hook, and tremmel pole 
were common 18th century 
appliances used in open hearth 
cooking. 

Today, most folks wouldn't 
know a dangle spit from a 
salamander. 

McCann related that a salamando' 
was a spatula-shaped, steel device 
which was heated by placing it in 
hot coals and then touched to raw 
meat in order to brown it 

"It was called a salamander 
because, like the phoenix, the 
salamander was believed to have 
the ability to regenerate itself fh)m

ashes," explained McCann. 

Open-hearth cooking had its 
hazards in Colonial days when 
fireplaces were as large as walk- in 
closets and women wore floor- 
length skirts. 

Sparks from hot coals would 
occassionally set their skirts afire. 
For safety, the skirts were designed 
for quick removal and buckets of 
sand and water were kept near the 
hearth. 

Because many a Colonial home 
was set ablaze by a kitchen fire, 
and the kitchens at the large 
plantation houses were usually 
housed in buildings separate from 
the "big house" for two main 



Colonial house for three years, she 
pointed out that the herbs that are 
wed in the open-hearth cooking 
demonstration are grown in a herb 
garden on the premises. Mint, 
chives, thyme, rosemary and 
horseradish were among the herbs 
commonly used. 

Pritchett explained that the meal 
"in progress" was intended as the 
main meal of the day; the main 
meal would' ve been served between 
2 or 3 in the afternoon. Leftovers 
were eaten for breakfast and the 
evening meal. 

Ale and cider were the prefened 
beverages of the day, while water 
was not normally consumed as a

meal could easily take up to four or 
five houfs. 

Among their most unpalatable 
dishes have been the "insipid, 
tasteless pudding bags," mostly a 
mixture of flour and water with a 
gelatin-like texture. 

Pritchett, McCann and. Thorn all 
agree that their most taste- 
tempting, hearth- cooked creation 
has to be their old-fashioned 
gingerbread cookies. "Everyone 
loves them," said Pritchett. "There 
are never any leftover to take 
home. There's nothing like warm 
gingerbread cookies." 

It's hard to consider time a top 
priority in a hearth that's over two 
and a half centuries old. At the 
Lynnhaven House, they prq)are 
food the old-fashioned way: they 
roast it slowly over hot coals.

reasons: to assure a degree of safety 
and to keep the main house cool in 
the hot summer months. 

The Lynnhaven House has defied 
the odds over the year, and the 
APVA docents claim that no 
injuries have occurred during open 
hearth cooking demonstrations. 

Special docent Amber Thorn 
said, "We just seem to be a little 
bit more cautious around the open 
hearth." 

Thorn, who is a junior at 
Hickory High School, was also on 
hand to guide visitors around the 
historic site. A volunteer at the

Working long hours on the 
assembly line at the Ford Plant, 
Virginia Beach resident Fxlwardo 
Hubbard has plenty of time to 
ihink about a special little girl 

li pending on him in her battle 
against acute lymphcylic 
leukemia. 

When his shift ends, the 33- 
> car-old laces up his sneakers 
and prepares to help her in the 
be ( way he knows how: 
pounding the pavement. 

A little heart has touched my 
I lie This life belongs to a 4-year- 
i)i(l named Andrea," Hubbard 
saul. 

She spends a lot of her time in 
the hospital receiving 
chemotherapy treatments. 
.Although she may not realize the 
severity of her condition, her 
family wails for a miracle — a 
cure for cancer." 

To this end Hubbard has joined 
ihc fight against can«er by 
becoming a member of the 
Leukemia Society of America 
Team in Training. On Jan. 19, he 
will run the Bermuda Marathon 
in an effort to raise money fw 
leukemia research. 

"1 want to make a difference," 
he explained. 

Each year 89,100 American 
adults and children are diagnosed 



with cancer with year and 
48,300 will die. Hubbard is 
thinking about one cheerful 
Virginia Beach youngster to 
whom he has dedicated his run: 
Andrea, with her coy smile and 
big, dancing eyes. 

In order to run the Bermuda 
Marathon — a grueling 26.2 
miles through rolling hills — he 
has set himself a goal of $3,500 
in pledges and sponsorships. 
Money raised will go to research, 
community services, patient aid 
and education about leukemia. 

Getting in shape for the 
physically-demanding run would 
seem to be the most challenging 
aspect, but for the former Marine 
it's not. 

It's getting people to commit 
pledges to the cause. Hubbard 
has sent dozens of letters seeking 
sponsorships, but so far has only 
raised about $300. As one of 29 
runners from the Southsidc and 
Peninsula on the Leukemia 
Society's Team in Training, he 
hopes businesses, individuals, 
churches or civic organizations 
will help in his mission. 

"I like to think that I'm not just 
running for Andrea, but for 
everyone who has pledged the 
money to the Leukemia 
Society," he said. 

In the meantime, Hubbard will 
be getting into shape for the 
marathon — his first ever. 

"I like a challenge myself, and 
I feel like I'm doing something 
good for society. I just wanted to 
(k) something positive," he said. 

Hubbard's eight years of 
Marine training and discipline 
are paying off. 
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FOR ANDREA. The Impish 
smile and bright eyes of this 4- 
year-old arc driving Edwardo 
HoUiard to ran a marathon for 
the leakemia Society. 

Each day the College Park 
resident hits the streets around' 
his apartment complex, or travels 
to First Landing/Seashore State 
Park, for at least four to eight 
miles. 

He's run as far as 15 miles in 
one day, and plans to get up to 
20 by the time of the marathon. 

"I know I can do the 26 miles," 
he said confidently. "It's not just 
physical, a lot of it is mental, 
too. Sometimes after my runs I'll 
get a second wind and know I 
can run some more. I feel good!" 

Hubbard entertained the idea of 
running in this weekend's Marine 
Corps Marathon in Washington, 
but trainers advised him not to 
push himself too early. 

Hubbard, who puts in 60- to 70-

hour weeks on the assembly 
lines, is also doing upper body 
training to get himself in peak 
condition. 

One step at a time, run by run, 
Hubbard and the Leukemia 
Society know they have a long 
way to go befoe they cross the 
finish line to a cure. But they 
hope for victory by the year 2000. 

Founded in 1949, tlie Leukemia 
Society of America is a national 
voluntary health agency 
dedicated to curing leukemia, 
multiple myelola, Hodgkin's 



disease and lymphoma, and 
improving the quality of life Cor 
patients and their families. 

Since its inception, the society 
has allocated more than $100 
million to research.

Infantry gave Scouts some insight 
into the personal equipment and 
survival skills employed by 
soldiers of the Civil War period. 
Scouts learned about army head 
(hard tack) made from water, brown 
sugar, salt, flour and grease. 

They also learned "terms of the 
period" which relatedto survival in 
camp. Sweetwater, for example, 
was a reference to the taste of the 
water that came from a wooden 
canteen supplied to Confedoate 
troops and prized highly by 
Federals. Another term, housewife, 
referred to a sewing kit that was 
carried for mending clothing. Hoe 
cakes and ram rod bread were both 
allusions to foodprq)aration in the 
field. And woodash, or pumice, 
was a key ingredient used by 
soldiers for brushing their teeth. 

A World War II era Jeep was 
among the most appreciated of the 
exhibits of that epoch. A few 
Scouts were fortunate enough to be 
treated to demonstration rides down 
the sandy trails, through the pine- 
covered woods and over the rolling 
dunes. Michael White, an adult 
leader with Troop 65 was, by his 
own admission, one of the Jeep's 
premier admirers. 

In addition to watching 
demonstrations and questioning 
period representatives. Scout units 
were afforded the opportunity to 
decorate their campsites in the 
context of one of the theme eras. 
One troop covered their tents with 
actual camouflage netting. Units 
participating in the thematic decor 
competition were judged Saturday 
and a special citation for the best 
campsite based upon a polod 
theme was awarded at the campsite 
that Saturday evening. 

Scouts also competed for points 
in building fires using steel and 
flint, constructing survival 
shelters, setting up tents while

blindfolded, following compass 
courses and constructing camp 
equipment from tinfoil and 
coathangers. 

Starting a fire with flint and steel 
is no easy task as Sean Pierman, 
Nicholas Russell, Justin Robbins 
and Evan McDermott of Troop 99 
learned from experience. As it 
turned out a puff of smoke and a 
smoldering ember does not always 
result in a fire. 

Setting up a tent blindfolded was 
no piece of cake either.

Scout spirit, as it happened, was 
the order of the day. 

Bill 
Dora seemed pleased with the 
turnout and the schedule of events. 
"Everything has gone well. ...I've 
heard very few complaints," said 
the campmaster. "It's a little 
scary...I feel as if I'm being set up 
for something later. Is it possible 
for things to go this well?" (Yes, 
Bill, it is!) 

A traditional Saturday night 
campfire was held and awards woe 
presented for participation and 
performance. 

Sunday morning, the Scouts and 
adult leaders packed up and left Fort 
Story While they left their 
footprints in the sand at Fort 
Story, they took with them — 
thanks to Dora and his staff — an 
appreciation for the camping 
survival skills required by soldiers 
of other eras and a practical 
understanding of teamwork skills 
that will prepare them to become 
contributors to our society as well. 

Dora's preparations sure paid off 
for everyone. He can now breathe a 
sigh of relief if he doesn't take too 
deep a breath. In exchange for help 
with the planning of this event, 
Dora has — of course — agreed to 
assist the next campmaster in 
planning for PAVAB's Spring 
Camporee. 

According to the Scout Law, "A 
Scout is trustworthy, loyal, 
helpful, friendly, courteous, kind, 
obedient, cheerful, thrifty, brave. 
Clean and reverent. " 

Dora, no doubt, will keep his 
prtMnise to help.

Citizens give city "A"

Four surveys, ago, the city 
found out that residents — in the 
90 percentile — liked living in 
Virginia Beach and they still do, 
even more. 

The results of the fourth annual 
Virginia Beach Citizen 
Satisfaction Survey indicate that 
somebody must be doing 
something right. A telephone 
survey of 500 randomly-selected 
citizens conducted during August 
of this year disclosed that nearly 
96 percent of the sample 
considered Virginia Beach to be 
a good place to live. 

As Mayor Meyera Obemdorf 
pointed out, other mayors think 
that getting 50 percent 
satisfaction is good. Nancy Glass, 
president of Continental 
Research Associates of Norfolk, 
presenting the survey report at a 
recent city council workshop, 
agreed. According to the report, 
this figure is quite favorable 
relative to many other 
communities in Virginia. 



Survey reveals 96 percent of residents 
are satisfied with Virginia Beach living 



The survey asks questions on 
30 specific services and in no 
instance was a majority of 
residents dissatisfied with any 
city service. In fact nearly 95 
percent of those surveyed were 
satisfied overall. 

Researchers find that some 
municipalities use of minimum 
target of 80 percent satisfaction 
as a way of focusing energy and 
resources on those items that 
need to be improved, and many 
communities achieve 80 percent 
for only a few services. 

In Virginia Beach, however, 
only a few services fell below the 
80 percent threshold. These 
include city-owned parking 
facilities at the occanfront and 
the Municipal Center (55,1 
percent); storm water drainage 
(63.6 percent), maintenance of 
city roads and bridges (73.7 



percent), planning for residential 
growth and development (65.5 
Percent), services for the 
homeless (70.2 percent), city 
waste collection services (77.9 
percent), and water and sanitary 
se\*«r services (79.8 percent). 

Some of these areas, however, 
show an improvement compared 
to 1995 data. 

In answer to a first-time 
question on curbside pick-up of 
recyclables, about 69 percent 
said they would be willing to pay 
"about $1" each month to have 
their recyclables picked up 
curbside. Some city council 
members remarked that 
collecting the one dollar would 
cost more than the fee. The city 
withdrew from the regional 
curbside collection services when 
the Southeastern Virginia Public 
Service Authority (SPSA) raised 



the fee charged member cities. 
Since then the city has expanded 
its neighborhood drop-off centers 
to handle recyclables. 

The survey is a tool to help city 
council and city acbninistxators to 
identify the areas where more 
attention needs to be focused. 
Comparison of the surveys over 
the years show that even in areas 
where the city has elicited more 
than satisfactory response in past 
years, it has shown improvement. 

Overall satisfaction with city 
services in 19% hit 94.6 percent, 
compared with 93 percent in 
1994. 

The percent who agree that 
Virginia Beach is a good place to 
live hit 95.6 percent, compared to 
93.6 in 1994. 

The percent who feel valued as 
citizens, at 78.8 percent in 1994, 
reached 83.3 this year. 

Safety has made some strides. 
The percent who agree Virginia 
Beach is a safe place to live, at 
86.8 percent in 1995, reached

Public schools' lack of substitute drivers deemed 'crisis'; volunteers sought

Imagine having to wait for your 
school bus. 

And wait. 

And wait. 

Then you're late for school. 
You miss the Hrst bell. 

Or maybe one of your parents is 
late fw work because they drove 
you to school since the bus didn't 
come on time. 

Or maybe, being a child, you 
didn't know what to do and just 
went home, missing an entire day 
of inarucdon. 

But this isn't a case of "what 
if." 

This is reality for many 
Virginia Beach students. 

The problem lies in a lack of 
substitute bus drivers. The 
consequences are far-reaching. 

There are currently nine 
substitute drivers and 520 full- 
time drivers. 

"In the past it's been as high as 
40, and even with 40 it's not 
enough," said David Pace, 
director of transportation ^rvices. 
"During the winter we average 50 
drivers out a day. Now we're 
averaging 25 to 35 out a day. 
That's because it's warm and the 
bugs haven't hit. But in the 
winter, when the colds and the 
flu hit, it'll be up to 50. 1 only

have nine substitute drivers." 

The problem is affecting all 
aspects d public school 
transportation. 

"The need for substitutes is so 
severe that we can pretty much 
guarantee everyday work for a 
substitute until a full-time driving 
route comes available," said 
Pace. 

"The down side to this 
business," he noted, "is there's 
no such thing as an empty 
position. If I have a bus driver 
quit, I have to have someone on 
the job the next day — or I have 
150 kids sitting on the street." 

The substitutes, he explained, 
can drive as many or as few 
routes as they like. 

"Thev can do anvwhere fironi 
one run a day, which is about an 
hour, to five runs, which is a full

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Second term could be bumpy ride

Only one president in modem times 
has had a comfortable second term. 
And you can make a case that even 
Franklin Roosevelt had a better third 
term, with U.S. forces marching to 
victory on all 
fronts, than a 
second, 
which saw a 
striking de- 
feat of his 
plan to pack 
the Supreme 
Court with 
liberal jus- 
tices and a 
strong Re- 
publican re- 
vival in the 
mid-term 
elections of 

1938. 

Since that 
distant date, 
we have had four landslide victories 
by incumbent presidents: Dwight 
Eisenhower, Lyndon Johnson, Rich- 
ard Nixon and Ronald Reagan. But 
fate was unkind. Johnson was driven 
from the race in 1968 by opposition 
to his policy in Vieuiam and Nixon 
was forced to resign. While 
Eisenhower and Reagan came 
through fairly well, both were de- 
cidedly on the defensive during their 
last two years. 

In winning the presidency. Demo- 
crats have had better luck than Re- 
publicans in carryingacongressional 
majority. Nixon won49 states in 1972 
but the GOP dropped two Senate 
seats and gained only 12in the House. 
Reagan also carried 49 states in 1984 



but his party made scant headway in 
Congress. 

In the ncar-lnnd'^lidc of G?nrge 
Bush in 1988. Republicans actually 
lost ground in both houses. In truth, 
neither Nixon, Reagan nor Bush 
wasted much effort trying to elect

took Congress and gave Clinton a 
target have I thought his defeat likely. 
If Republicans took seriously the 
mandate they thought they had to cut 
spending, there was almost no way 
Clinton would fail to rise. 

The case for Bob Dole comes down 
to two questions: Does chm'acter 
matter in a president and does your 
money do more good in the family 
budget or the federal budget?

The 
respect he enjoyed in the Senate tes- 
tifies to that. If you won't grant Dole 
is an honest man, you must at least 
grant he isn't comfortable being dis- 
honest, which is more than can be 
said of the incumbent. 

The reasons why voters are reject- 
ing Dole'scall for an across-the-board 
cut of 15 percent in federal income- 
tax rates are complex. Democrats 
have done a good job of convincing 
people that continued high rates of 
growth in spending for Medicare, 
etc. are more important to them that 
keeping more of their own money. 
But mainly, they don't see it as real- 
istic. After all, weren't taxes cut in 
the '80s and didn't the deficit ex- 
plode? 

' Republicans have done a poor job 
of reminding people just how high 
those old rates were and how fast 
revenues grew despite tax cuts. They 
haven't made the case that the miss- 
ing ingredient was spending restraint, 
which the GOP Congress is supply- 
ing. 

The record of modem government 
is that outlays will always rise to 
consume all the money that can be 
reasonably raised in taxes, and more 
besides. While tax cuts are virtually 
proven to do more to stimulate growth 
than merely adding to government 
spending, they also restrain the cw- 
ruption that comes from using public 
money to buy votM.

Tins is the second in a two-part 
series. 
This is a continuation of the history 
of the Coast 
Guard. 

In 1916, 
the first 
search and 
rescue mis- 
sion was 
flown by 
Coast Guard 
personnel, 
prompting 
Congress to 
authorize 10 
air stations 
for the Coast 
Guard. Coast 
Guard Cdr. 
Frank 
Erickson pio- 
neered heli- 
copter search 
and rescue by 
developing 
much of the equipment himself. He 
made the first helicopter hoist of a 
man in 1945, and the technique he 
developed is still used in rescue op- 
erations today. 

One particular talent of the Coast 
Guard proved especially viuil lo the 
war effort. Early on, strategists rec- 
ognized that amphibious landings 
would bean important tactic in retak- 
ing both continental Europe and the 
islands of the Pacific. Coast Guard 
coxswains were used at most inva- 
sions, including Normandy, Iwo Jima 
and Guadalcanal. 

After the war, the service concen- 
trated on organizing its varied mis- 
sion: aids to navigation, law enforce- 
ment, military readiness, search and 
rescue, ice patrol, icebreaking, com- 
mercial vessel and motorboat safety. 
Coast Guard personnel served in 
primarily support roles during the 
Korean War, but the service returned 
to combat in Vietnam during 1965. 
Coast Guard aviators piloted Air 
Force helicopters and C-130 trans- 
ports. 

Thirty high-endurance cutters sup- 
ported U.S. naval operations in the 
Gulf of Thailand. The Coast Guard 
also provided aids to navigation in 
the war theater and sent four buoy 
tenders to do the work. 

Using the Coast Guard's expertise 
in shallow-water navigation and 
smugglingdetection.Operation Mar- 
ket Time cracked down on the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong's use of 
the rivers and coasts to ferry muni- 
tions and supplies into South Viet- 
nam. 

Growing concern for the environ- 
ment added another mission in the 



1970s. Shipwrecks involving oil tank- 
ers spewed millions of gallons of 
crude oil on American shores, foul- 
ing beaches and killing fish and wild- 
life. Already responsibleforthe safety 
of these vessels, the Coast Guard 
now tried to limit the damage they 
could cause. 

In 1994, the service melded its 
37,284 active-duty and 8,000 reserve 
members to form "Team Coast 
Guard." The result is a precision unit 
of more than 45,000 service mem- 
bers, both officers and enlisted, work- 
ing together to provide maritime law 
enforcement, environmental protec- 
tion, maritime safety and national 
security to the American Public. 

The Coast Guard, although the 
smallest of the five U.S. armed ser- 
vices, is the largest Coast Guard in 
the world, the 12 largest Navy — in 
number of vessels — in the worid and 
it is the seventh largest Naval Air 
Force in the world. 

On an. average Coast Guard day, 
members v/ill board 90 large vessels 
for port safety checks; process 120 
seaman's documents; seize 209 
pounds of marijuana and 170 pounds 
of cocaine worth S9.2 million; con- 
duct 191 search-and-rescue cases; 
respond to 34 oil or hazardous chemi- 
cal spills; conduct 120 law enforce- 
ment boardings, investigate 17 ma- 
rine accidents; inspect 64 commer- 
cial vessels; save 14 lives, assist 328 
people; save S2,409,000 in property; 
service 150 aids lo navigation; and, 
prohibit 176 illegal immigrants from 
entering into the United States. 

The 5th Coast Guard District's 
headquarters are in Portsmouth, and 
Group Hampton Roads has a specific 
area of responsibility within the dis- 
tinct and includes a portion of Chesa- 
peake Bay. They are over Station 
Little Creek (the only Coast Guard 
facility actually in Virginia Beach) 
and Station Little Creek oversees the 
Cape Henry Lighthouse and is 
equipped wiUi a 4 1 -foot rescue boat, 
two 82-fool patrol boats and a 21- 
foot utility boat. 

Recently the LantArea Headquar- 
ters moved from Governor's Island, 
in the heart of New York Harbor, to 
Portsmouth, six district comprise 
"Team LantArea" and their missions 
span 40 states, border29foreign coun- 
tries and contain more than 5 million 
square miles of ocean, inland water- 
ways and tributaries. 

Small but proud, today's Coast 
Guard, in peace time and in war, 
stands ready to serve, protect and 
defend America as a whole or each 
citizen, individually, on land, at sea 
or in the air.

For starters, you don't say "Cowboys" in 
Bob Lane's Virginia Beach home. 

That's because it's Redskins all the way 
for the founder of Sports Superkids — an 
organization that provides trips to 
Washington Redskins home games to 
children with life-threatening or terminal 
illnesses. 

Used to watching the gridiron action on 
the field. Lane has just scored a touchdown 
himself by being named the 1996 Sporting 
Goods Manufacturers of America (SGMA) 
Heroes award recipient for Virginia. He now 
goes on to national competition and the 
opportunity to win $18,000 for his 
humanitarian effort. 

Last year 87 people, including 52 children 
and their families, benefited from the 
program. 

Lane is known to many simply as "the 
man to get it done." 

Why? 

"Because I love the Redskins — and I 
love kids!" declared the retired, 53-year-oid 
Civil Service worker. 

If his normal apparel, a Redskins ball cap 
and T-shirt, are any sign of Lane's devotion, 
he could well be the number one fan. Only 
two things can surpass his enthusiasm for 
football's "Hogs" — his family and Sports 
Superkids. 

And he's not called "the man to get it 
done" for nothing. Raising money for the 
program has always been a challenge and, 
as Lane will tell you, challenges call fa- 
unusual solutions. 

Needing contacts with Redskins public 
relations representatives, he just drove lo 
Redskin Park in Ashbum once before the 
season started — and without an 
appointment finagled his way into the PR 
office. It was a Saturday, and the gates 
were unmanned and locked tight. 

Patiently, Lane waited until someone 
would come to assist him. That someone 
was Heath Shuler, the Redskins' young 
quarterback. The rising sports star listened 
to Lane's story and escorted him inside. 

Lane is the embodiment of Sports 
Supericids. 

It all started when his second eldest son, 
Todd, was routinely doing traffic stops on I- 
95 as a North Carolina highway patrolman. 
One gentleman he stopped was a 
Washington, D.C. metropolitan policeman 
who also did security for the Redskins. 

Lane, already a bgt-time Hogs fan, met 
the man soon after at a home game. His first 
contact was made. 

Later, Lane read about a Chicago youth 
named Josh dying of leukemia whose one 
wish was to own a Redskins blanket. A 
woman Lane knew, familiar with his 
Redskins fascination, wondered if he could 
do anything. 

Lane did one better. He got "get well" 
cards signed by Redskins players and 
administration. 

"I went up lo the game, told them what 
the situation was, and security got me into 
the locker room after the game. Here I am 
going around lo all these players in different 
modes of showering and getting dressed," 
he remembered. "A fellow about six-foot- 
eight-inches and 300 pounds wearing a suit 
came up to me and asked what the hell I 
was (k)ing. I just went on and told him, and 
he asked for one of the cards. At the time 
(coach) Joe Gibbs was being interviewed, 
and he stuck it in front of Joe and said to 
sign it!" 

Lane got the cards to young Josh, no 
doubt cheering his last days. Going one step 
further, he even got player Wilbur Marshall 
and Gibbs to phone the boy. 

From there "the next logical step," in 
Lane's eyes, was starting an organization to 
help other children like Josh. Sports 
Superkids was bom. 

Lane, a long-time season ticket holder, 
began devoting his personal time and efforts 
to the project in 1992. As it has expanded 
over the years, he has devoted increasing 
energies to make this experience a reality 
for more and more sick children and their 
families. The non-profit program has 
received support from King's Daughters, 
EDMARC Hospice for Children and Lee's 
Friends. 

It is centered around providing a family 
trip to a major league sports event 
(currently Redskins football games). Not 
only do they get lo watch ihe game, they 
also gel to meet the players who create 
excitement on the turf. In addition, each 
sick child gets an autographed football. 

"The hope is that these Superkids and 
their family members will be provided with 
a positive distraction from the stresses 
created when a child is afflicted with 
cancer, leukemia or some other serious 
c(Miditi(»i or disease," Lane said. 

Funding has always been a |»oblan. 
Sp<Nis Superkids is reliant on cfamations and 
whatever fund-raisers Lane can do for the 
money necessary to purchase game tickets. 
He is Ktively ^king c&pcszts spcxiscff^ip 
and has off»ed an incentive to the first 
person to dmtate $10,000 to the program: a 
l^seball bat presented to 1929 New York 
Giants manager John J. McGraw at the 
Loyil Giants RocMers Dinner.

Dog lovers come in all ages, so 
everyone from babies to senior 
citizens filled the Pavilion last 
Thursday for an All-Breed Dog 
Show and Obedience Trial. 

While celebrating its 50th 
anniversary, the Tidewater 
Kennel Club of Virginia hosted 
the opening day of a four-day dog 
show. 

"We're an all-breed club," said 
Helen Atkinson, president of the 
Tidewater Kennel Club. "Not 
only do we promote the sport of 
showing dogs, but we also 
promote the sport of owning a 
dog," she said. 

Other hosts over the weekend 
were the Langley., Gloucester, 
and Virginia Beach kennel clubs. 

"A long time ago, two days 
were held here and two days 
were held at the Coliseum in 
Hampton," explained Atkinson, 
"and then we decided to come 
together and make it four long 
days. And four long days it is." 

The Tidewater Kennel Club's 
judging program listed 1,677 dogs 
entered in the show with a total 
entry of 1,696 in 135 different 
breeds or varieties, including 73 
obedience entries. Every type of 
dog from chow chows to great 
danes were immaculatey 
groomed and ready to compete 
while owners cooed at, fussed 
over and showed them off just 
like a new mother proudly does 
her baby. 

"All of the dogs that are 
entered will be divided into 
classes, from puppy to open, 
which is for the most experienced 
of dogs, to novice," explained 
Betty Wrenn Hoggard, chairman 
of the function who was also one 
of the judges. Hoggard explained 
that there were five or six classes 
of competition. The judging 
eventually leads to the Best of 
Breed, and then "when all of that 
is through there are seven judging 
groups (Herding, Non-Sporting, 
Toy, Working, Terrier, Hound, 
Sporting, and Best in Show) that 
all of these dogs are divided 
into," said Hoggard. 

"Out of all of the dogs entered, 
only one will take Best in Show," 
said Carol Moore, a 
Williamsburg resident who was 
etitering. Whisper, one of her five 
Akitas, in the Best of Breed 
competition. 

Just as babies require lots 
of care and attention, so do show 
dogs. Because of the numerous 
preparations involved with dog 
shows, Pat Warner, hospitality 
chairman for the event, said, 
"People don't get a lot of sleep 
prior to shows." However, Warner 
admits that there is a great deal 
of self-satisfaction that comes 
along with breeding and showing 
dogs, but first and foremost, "you 
have to love dogs," she 
explained. Ericka Walden, a 
professional dog trainer at Canine 
Training Unlimited in 
Chesapeake, agrees. 

"Most people either really, 
really love it or after a while they 
can get really, really 
disillusioned with shows," says 
Walden who is an owner of four 
Rottweilers. "It's a lot of fun, but 
you have to love it in order to 
stay in it." 

Although Walden doesn't 
necessarily miss the expense that 
comes along with the glitz and 
glamour of the sport, her love for 
it is easily detected. "I used to 
show a lot, but when you have 
three kids it"s hard, because I 
can't travel as much as I used to. " 

However, at last weekend's 
event, Walden did get the 
opportunity to show a Greater 
Swiss mountain dog which look 
first place in the Open Class. 

"The swissy," as she referred to 
it, belonged to Dory Hoffman, a 



local professional dog trainer and 
handler who breeds Greater Swiss 
Mountain dogs and Rottweilers. 

Not only must dogs be 
prepared, physically, for a 
showing, but there is mental 
preparation, too. "When the dogs 
come in they get nervous," said 
Atkinson, "so we like to get them 
in early to get them settled." 

It is also important for show 
dogs to be taught how to not be 
distracted by the noise heard 
during their performance in the 
ring. 

Because the weekend 
exuavaganza was not limited to 
locals, hundreds of people, as 
was seen by the large amount of 
trailors parked at the Pavilion, 
traveled to Virginia Beach from 
all parts of the United States to 
show their dogs. 

"We're having a very 
successful time," said a proud 
Margaret Rivera as she held on 
to Bo, one of her show dogs, 
while her husband Tony held on 
to another. Sierra. The Riveras, 
who have eight dogs, were 
visiting from South Port, N.C., 
and Tony's mother, Lydia 
Blackwell, who is a local 
resident, had come along in 
support of her granddogs.' 

"It's a family sport," said 
Hoggard. "Juniors will also 
compete. They come along with 
their parents, so they like to get 
involved, too. It's a very 
competitive thing," she 
explained. 

Mary Elliott, a Delaware 
resident, was hastily adding some 
final grooming touches to her 
brown and white Rough Collie, 
Brookside Flashfire. just

moments before his entrance into 
the ring. Brookside Flashfire, who 
Elliott described as being 
"wonderful with kids," was about 
to compete in the American 
Breed Class. "He's just starting 
out," she said. "He has one point 
towards 15 points." 

Ray and Betty Streeter had 
travelled from Coventry, Conn, to 
enter Champion BRF Danebridge 
Kriss Kross (named after the rap 
duo, Kriss Kross). Their brindle- 
colored Dane had already taken 
the championship in the Best of 
Breed class and would go on to 
the Best in Show competition. 



Just as the competitors werei 
out in full force so were vendors 
who had a wide range of items 
that could satisfy the needs of all 
dog lovers. Spectators, both old 
and young, were in large 
numbers, too. And although 
infants and toddlers were a part 
of the audience, they were not 
allowed to observe from their 
strollers. 

When asked for her best advice 
for dog owners or potential dog 
buyers, Hoggard said, "First of 
all, people need to look at what 
kind of responsibility they're 
undertaking when they get a dog. 



I would tell someone with any 
kind of a dog, it doesn't matter iif 
it's a pure bred or what, to be 
observant of the City rules. Go to 
the vet and gel all of the shots, 
including the rabies shot, and get 
a city licence Be aware of your 
city rules," she emphasized. 

When discussing these rules. 
Hoggard highlighted the clean-up 
rule. "There is a fine if you let 
your dog mess in a public area 
and don't clean up after it. It's 
really simple to clean it up," she 
said. "Teach your dog to be a 
good canine citizen." 



Creeds election worker is 41 -year veteran

Election Day just isn't what it 
used to be. 

That's the impression you get 
when you talk to Creeds poll 
worker Leona Etheridge 
Halstead, who's been on the job 
every election day for 41 years. 

She remembers when voters 
cast ballots outdoors and poll 
workers shivered through wind 
and rain storms. She also 
remembers the tedious job of 
counring paper ballots by hand 
before the era of electronic 
voting. 

In those days, she said, there 
were only a few hundred 
registered voters living in her 
precinct. Most people down in 
Creeds didn"t worry too much 
about presidential elections, but 
local races were hotly contested 
and attracted everybody's 
attention. And, although people 
voted outdoors with only a porch 
roof for shelter, nobody ever used 
bad weather as an excuse for not 
going to the polls. 

"If you wanted to vote you 
came to vote anyway," Halstead 
said. "'We were used to it (bad 
weather) down in the counu^."" 

Halstead doesn't remember who 
was running in the firsl election 
she worked, but she does recall 
that "it was a summer election, 
in June or July." Her father-in- 
law, Roland Halstead, who was 
active in local politics, asked her 
to help a few days before the 
election because another poll 
worker canceled ai the last 
minute. 

"Somebody couldn't come, so 
Leona had to help," she said. "1 
didn't have much notice that first 
time." 

The Creeds polling place was 
the front porch of a store on 
Princess Anne Road, near the 
site of the present-day Creeds 
Market. 
That election day "was a real

rainy, blowy day," she said. 
"That was a chilly time, you 
know it can get cold in July iust 
like it can get cold anytime. And 
1 had on a sleeveless blouse, so 
Mr. Lee Salmons, the election 
chief, gave me his jacket. But I 
learned from that. I always lake 
a jacket with me to the polls 
now. 

Halstead, who's now chief 
of elections in her prccincl, 
presides over an all-female staff. 
But in the early years she was 
the only woman working ai the 
polls."Thal meant I had to do the 
cooking, too," she said. "There 
was no place around here to go to 
eat, so I brought sandwiches, and 
a bit pot of stew or soup. " 

In those days of prc-eleclronic 
voting, the poll workers faced a 
long day since the ballots were 
counted by hand and tallied on 
paper. "Somebody went through 
them and called them out, and 
we would write down four slicks, 
then cross the fifth,' she said. 
"That was the only way we could 



keep track of them. But there 
were only 350 or 400 people 
voting in this precinct then, so it 
wasn't so bad." 

Creeds has always had a high 
turnout of registered voters, 
Halstead added, but the 
dynamics have changed with the 
changing political climate and 
the influx of new residents. 

"Presidential elections didn't 
mean a whole lot to us then," she 
said. "We were more interested 
in the county elections." 

Creeds, her husband, Roy, 
added, was solid Democratic 
territory in those days. 

"This was Byrd territory," he 
said, referring to U.S. Sen. Harry 
Byrd, "and the Keilams carried 
all of the territory down here, too. 
Almost everybody was a 
Democrat, very seldom did a 
Republican win anything down 
here. You could count the houses 
from here to the North Carolina 
line, and you knew who was 
going to vote Democrat and who 
was going to vote Republican." 

But the precinct's grown and 
politics has changed over the 
years. The precinct's 900 voters 
are now apt "to go as much 
Republican as Democrat in a 
presidential elecrion," his wife 
added. And, while it used to be 
the local races that got 
everybody excited. now 
presidential elections pull people 
out in greater numbers. 

Now. Creeds voters dont 
have to get wet. and Halstead 
doesn't have to worry about the 
paper ballots blowing in the wind. 
The polling site has moved 
indoors, to the Creeds Fire 
Station, and the ballots are 
counted electronically. But the 
job still has its challenges. 

"We have to be here at 5 a.m. 
on election day," she said, "and 
we're sometimes here until 8:30 
p.m. And it's cold in here in the 
winter, the doors of the fire 



station are open and you have all 
of that draft." 

Getting people used to using 
the electronic voting machines 
required a lot of time and 
patience, and some people still 
need help with them, Halstead 
said. Then, there arc those voters 
who are so private about their 
political opinions "that they carry 
their ballot like this," she added, 
tucking her hand up under her 
shoulder "like we could really 
see where those holes are 
punched." 

"Back when we had the voting 
booths with the curtains around 
them some people had UDuble 
pulling the curtain." Halstead 
said. "And one lady would 
always sneak out of there, she'd 
crawl under the curtain," because 
she was afraid a poll worker 
might somehow find out who she 
voted for if she came to assist 
her. 

But for Halstead, the most 
frustrating part of the job is that 
she no longer knows everyone 
who comes in to vote. "I once 
became so frustrated when 1 
couldn't remember someone's 
name, and somebody asked me 
how 1 could possibly expect to 
remember 900 names." 

Despite the frustrations, she 
added, the job has its rewards. 
The knowledge that you're 
making a contribution to the 
community is one, and the 
chance to see old friends and 
make new ones is another. 

"It's a thankless job." according 
to Halstead. "You knock your^lf 
out to see that every figure is 
right. But you feel like you're 
doing your civic duty." 

"And I enjoy it," she added. "1 
enjoy seeing everybody. When 1 
go to have my hair done right 
before an election, I always tell 
them "now ever>' hair has to be in 
place because I'll see more 
people next Tuesday than I'll see 
all year.'"

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Project ponders 'write stuff 



Beach students 
involved in 
unique program

Chicago will be listening to 
Virginia Beach soon. 

At the 1997 meeting of the 
prestigious National Conference of 
the Teachers of English (NCTE), 
local teachers from Old Dominion 
University's Tidewater Writing 
Project will be presenting 
information they learned from 
tracking the development of the 
writing process in selected Virginia 
Beach schoolchildren. 
There is good reason for this. 
"There's a lack of solid research 
and evidence that approaches the 
teaching of writing," explained Dr. 
Denny T. Wolfe, the director of 
ODU's Tidewater Writing Project. 
"All we have is anecdotal 
evidence." 

The study will be providing h^ 
statistical evidence for teachers to 
use in teaching writing (all types 
of writing — not just creative 
writing or essays or letter writing) 
to their students and as early 
evidence seems to show, it 
supports the policies, practices, and 
principles generally encouraged in 
the teaching of writing classes. 

If you or your children are in 
school nowadays, you probably 
know the drill — develop your 
topic, write and rewrite and rewrite, 
and correct the grammar and 
spelling after you have given 
expression to your ideas. 

And there must be something 
special about the proposals that 
Wolfe's group made for the study 
because the project has received a 
grant to do it. , , 

"There are 167 sites of the 
National Writing Project and only 
11 sites got grants for the 
research," he said. "We are one of 
the 11, the Tidewater Writing 
Project." 

Writing is an important part of 
education, nowadays. It is used in 
the approach known as "Writing 
Across the Curriculum," which 
seeks to incorporate writing in as 
many diverse classes as possible 
said Bettie Schindler, co-director of 
the Tidewater Writing Project who 
as a teacher at Pembroke 
Elementary is participating in the 
study. 

"The practices that we use to 
develop children as learners devetop 
them as writers. We use writing as 
a means to learn," she said, holding 
up a pencil. "If I say write 
something, like about this pencil, 
when you start writing you are 
going to fmd out what you know.

This is a risky business. You don't 
know where it's going as a 
teacher." 

However, Schindler said that 
empowering a student to select his 
or her own topic to any extent 
through personal interest gives the 
student the ownership of the topic. 
"Therefore the sky's the limit," she 
said, "and learning occurs." 

The children "have a lot of 
frustrations in school," said Terri 
Darnell, a Tidewater Writing 
Project teacher involved in the 
project. 

She is a former Virginia Beach 
Reading Teacher of the Year 
currently teaching at Linkhom Park 
Elementary School and she holds 
seminars throughout the state to 
train teachers in the use of the 
writing process in their teaching 
methods. "They tell us how 
teachers squelch their creativity by 
marking up their papers." 

Darnell has come for the 
afternoon to Pembroke Elementary, 
one of the schools involved in the 
study, to interview two of the 
children and to work with 
Schindler. 

There are two of the students 
there today for the study. Mat 
Holstein and Betsy Short's small 
heads fit well into the headsets of 
the large British-made Coomber 
tape recorder. The little ones 
separately read their own writing 



onto a tape and individually answer 
the questions of the adults. 

Their teachers arc tracking their 
writing through a dialogue journal 
and interviews and group meetings. 
"They picked us out because we 
had a lot of things to say," said 
Holstein. "Our writing was good." 
The fourth graderexplained that he 
was enjoying the process, thanks 
to Schindler's teaching methods. 
"She teaches us funny things and 
makes it as fun as it can be," he 
said. 

They spoke briefly about their 
favorite wriring forms. Short 
explained that her favorite writing 
does not include writing poetry 
although Holstein does. But 
composing fiction is another 
matter. Both children seem to love 
composing scary stories and 
mysteries. 

"They ask for a lot of writing," 
Short smiled. "They're so picky." 

Both children were in the 1995 
Children's InvitaUonal Writing 
Conference at Old Dominion 
University. 

Seven children in the fourth 
through eighth grades are involved 
in the study from the following 
Virginia Beach schools — 
Linkhorn Park Elementary, 
Shelton Park Elementary, 
Pembroke Elementary, 
Independence Middle School aixl 
Kemps Landing Middle School.

Kids reach out to peers

Ten students at W.T. Cooke 
Elementary school have become 
members of a unique organization, 
the Kids Club. 

There is no need for them to 
bring dues or refreshments; all 
that's expected is a positive attitude 
and the desire to leam and have fun. 

The club, sponsored by die 
Judeo-Christian Outreach Center, 
matches an adult volunteer with a 
child for one-on-oneattention. The 
tutor and child meet once a wedc 
for an 90 minutes to work on 
homework, read, tell and write 
stories, play learning games, and 
take field trips. 

The program was developed by 
Dr. Jane Duhl, an early childhood 
educator and a shelter board 
member. It has been in existence 
since January. - 

"The Kids Club was set up to 
help disadvantaged children who for 
one reason or another may have a 
more difficult rime finishing 
school than other children. Right 
now we are working with 10 first, 
second and diird graders. Our major 
goals are to help them devekjp 
strong work and study habits and 
urge them to set goals," stated Bill 
Kimble, volunteer coordinator of 
the Kids Club. 

Every Wednesday after school the 
children are taken by bus to die 
Judeo-Christian Outreach Center. 
There they meet with their mentors 
in the dining hall, where they are 
given a snack and discuss Uieir day. 
After snacks they work on 
homework and once that is 
completed they have the rest of die 
time for activities. The students are 
picked up by their parents at 5:15 
p.m. 

"As a retired teacher I can truly 
say that the biggest challenge to 
learning is not ability, it's atutude. 
"Oiere is no student who can not 
susceed if he or she tries," 
commented Kimble. 

Each nine-week semester diere is 
a theme that the group works with. 
This semester's theme is flight. 

This week die children took a fiekl 
trip to Oceana to leam about 
aircrafts. The week before that, a F- 
14 pilot came and talked to the kids 
about his job. 

Future activities chosen to fit in 
with the flight dieme will be bird 
watching, and kite flying. 

"This is not anodier school day. 
We do work on study habits here 
and setting goals but there has to 
be a fun pan as well and the kicb 
do have fun." said Kimble. 

Students in the program were 
r^ommended by their leacha, 
guidance counselor and reading 
teacher. Then letters were sent 



home to parents asking if diey 
would like their child to take part 
in die club. There are presendy five 
children on die waiting list who are 
not able to participate because of a 
lack of tutors. 

The center is currently 
constructing an education building. 
It is scheduled to open in January. 
Once completed the children will 
begin meeting there. The new

space means that as many as 20 or 
30 students could be part of die 
Kids Club. However unless more 
people volunteer as tutors Uiis will 
not be possible. 

"Cooke Elementary is die only 
school we are able to work with 
because it's the only one in our 
zone...Once the new building 
opens we will be able to extend our 
program to 20 or 30 students. But 
we need tutors to do diis. If we had 
more tutors then we could expand 
the program to higher grades," 
noted Kimble. 

Hanna McDonald, a master's 



candidate in counseling at Regent 
University, decided to volunteer as 
a tutor because she wanted to get 
involved in the community. She 
has found it to be a very rewarding 
experience. 

"It's a wonderful program. The 
tutors there have a lot of 
experience. The majority of them 
are retired teachers who have taught 
20 or more years. The program 
fosters a warm environment for die 
children. The kids really blossom 
under all die attention. They enjoy 
being diere," related McDonald. 

Beth Lantz, the reading resource 
teacher at Cooke Elementary and 
Kids Club liaison, sees how 
excited the students get on 
Wednesday afternoons on dieir way 
to the Center. 

"The kids are dirilled to go. They 
love it. They go running to meet 
the bus that takes diem diere. It's a 
special place to go where diey have 
fun," said Lantz. 

Lantz has also had a positive 
response from the parents of die 
children who attend. 

"I had parents calling up and 
asking if the program would be 
offered again this year. One parent 
told me she had seen very positive 
changes take place in her child as 
far as having a positive attitude and 
a rise in self-esteem," noted Lantz.

day," said Pace. "They can range 
anywhere from $15 a day to $45 
a day." 

The main reason for the 
shortage is that the applicant 
pool from previous years is being 
employed in other areas. 

One major disadvantage to 
being a substitute bus driver is 
that there are no insurance or 
sick d^ benefits, which the fuU- 
mtie cily employees receive. 
. "The bottom line of it is the job 
;of driving a bus has to appeal to 
a certain type of person anyway," 
Pace explained. "You have to 
Ipve children and know how to 
deal with the several age groups 
from kindergarten to high 
school." 

Unlike a teacher, a bus driver 
does not get to choose the 
particular age group they deal 
with. 

"They deal with all of them," 
said Pace. "It takes a really well- 
rounded individual. They have to 
be able to maintain the 
concentration on driving and 
some concentration on what's 
going on behind them in the 
mirror." 

There are, however, advantages 
to driving a school bus full-time. 
Pace noted. 

One is having the same school 
holidays as their children 
because the two schedules 
coincide. 

"We also allow our drivers to 
park their busses near their 
homes or in the neighborhoods," 
he added. "It really doesn't 
require a second car to get to 
their busses." 
- Preschool age children are 
allowed to ride on the bus with 
the driving parent when there is 
room, making day care 
unnecessary. 

"The pay is not going to make 
anybody wealthy, but if they can 
get three assignments — high 
school, rtiddle school and 
elementary assignments — they 
do get full benefits, same as any 
other employee in the city." 

After a person applies for the 
position, he or she will be 
contacted and must pass a 
.background check. Training is 
provided for substitutes to receive 
a commercial drivers license. 
Classes are currently being held 
once a month, but Pace said he 
would gladly increase the 
frequency if there was a need. 

"The only cost to the applicant 
is finger printing, which is S37 
and the (tuberculosis) test," said 
Pace. "It will cost them $40 to 
$50 to drive a bus." 

Until Pace can get a 

sufficient number of substitute 
drivers, there arc a number of 
scenarios he must deal with. 
He calls it "getting creative." 
In one case a bus runs late 



because the driver is sent back to 

the school to pick up a second 
run, leaving the students at the 
school waiting about an hour for 
a ride home. 

A second possibility is putting 
students from both routes on the 
same bus, or "doubling up." This 
means more children are standing 
for the ride. While allowed, it is 
not as safe. 

A third scenario sees parents 
taking the children to and firom 
schools themselves. 

Pace has tapped every resource 
he can find to alleviate the 
problem. 

"I have used everyone that I 
can possibly find with the proper 
credentials — which means a 
commercial drivers license — 
Which includes myself, 
secretaries, other support staf? 
members in this office, 
mechanics," he said. "Anyone 
that has the proper credentials to 
transport children will be used 
because we take our jobs 
seriously." 

But this just isn't good enough. 

"These aren't really good 
solutions either, because it take 
the secretaries away from doing 
their jobs and the mechanics 
from fixing busses and it takes 
me away from what I should be 
doing," Pace explained. 

Early this week coaches ftom 
several schools were trained how 
to drive busses to transport their 
sports teams to games. 

"I can give them a bus," he 
said, "I just can't give them 
anyone to drive it." 

The problem has been felt 
throughout the schools. 

"Part of our dilemma is it 
affects to may programs," he 
noted. "We offer so many in 
Virginia Beach — midday, 
kindergarten program, the 
continuous shuttle program, vo- 
tcch, CDC (career development), 
and all special education 
programs. It's a far-reafching 
problem. 

"When you have 68,000 to 
69,000 kids a day, two times a 
day, which is about 138,000, it's 
like transporung the state of 
Rhode Island," Pace continued. 
"You figure there's 400,000 
people in Virginia Beach. That's 
about half the populauon of 
Virginia Beach. 

Simply put, he said, the city's 
school bus system is in a crisis. 

"It's a crisis in the fact that we 
have people out there expecting 
a service from us," said Pace. 
"Without the people there to 
provide these services, people 
get upset. It upsets the 
administrators, it upsets the 
parents and the students." 

It will only get worse unless he 
can find more substitute drivers. 

"The crisis right now is not so 
severe because the weather is 
still warm because a child 
waiting for a bus that's late in 75- 



degree weather is not in the same 
peril as a child waiting in 
January when its five degrees," 
he said. 

"It's a crisis to me when I've 
got kids out there waiting. It's a 
crisis when they are an hour late 
and they miss the first bell. 
They're missing a full hour of 
instruction. I hate that," he 
persisted. "It's a crisis to me 
when the bus is late and the child 
doesn't wait and goes home. 
They miss a full day of 
instruction. The parents don't find 
out until they get home." 

Pace said that even the 
full-time drivers have done their 
best to alleviate the situation. 

"Our school bus drivers are 
really troopers in their calling in 
and being absent," he noted. 
"They've responded by being on 
their busses when they can. 
They're not taking the number of 
personal reasons days they are 
entitled to. 

"The down side of this is we 
don't want them to be out driving 
when they are sick or when they 
have a headache, which might 
substantially decrease their 
safety." 

Pace said that even a few on- 
call substitutes would help 
alleviate the severity of the 
problem. 

"If we could train a couple 
parents at every school, we could 
keep a bus there and have 
parents on-call that we could 
bring in to drive just for that 
school," he said. 

The number of busses is not a 
problem. He has 616 of those. 
With 520 contracted drivers, he 
could spare a few vehicles for 
just that purpose. 

Hiring more full-time drivers 
would pose a problem due to 
budget consU"aints. 

In the first few weeks of school, 
he has the positions filled 
because fewer drivers are out. An 
excess of drivers would create 
the problem of what are they 
doing when they're not driving, 
but they're still getting paid. 

Pace has spoken to officials 
from other school systems to try 
to come up with more solutions. 

Until the number of substitutes 
is where it needs to be, you 
might just see him behind the 
wheel of a big, yellow school 
bus. 

Pace had a message for parents 
and students alike. 

"We're not sitting here on our 
hands saying tough luck, you're 
not getting to school," he said. 
"We're doing the best we can to 
get their children picked up and 
dropped off and taken home in 
the most timely and efficient 
manner."

Officer J.J. Renas of the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge Tunnel 
Police spends much of his time 
crossing back and forth over the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

He has for the past 14 months. 

During that time, he has dealt 
with victims of head-on 
collisions, vehicle breakdowns 
and dangerous drivers. 

But hopefully the number of 
tragedies and traffic tie-ups 
across the largest bridge-tunnel 
complex in the world will soon 
decrease. About the time Renas 
started his job as a police officer, 
the Chesapeake Bay Bridge 
Tunnel started undergoing 
changes. 

Constraction on an additional 
two-lane bridge span linking 



Virginia Beach to the Eastern 
Shore should be complete by 
September 1998. 

At that time, the old span will 
be closed down for repairs and 
repaving. Officials expect the 
entire project to be complete by 
July 1999. New tunnels will not 
be built at this time. 

Walter Grantz, chief engineer 
of the Chesapeake Bay Bridge 
Tunnel District, cited three main 
reasons for the new ^ans, which 
will be wider, taller and feature 
emergency road pull-offs every 
half-mile. 

First and foremost is safety. 

"We'll have a four-lane facility 
instead of a two-lane facility 
except for the tunnel," said 
Grantz. "On the bridge where

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Council considers expansion of city 
attorney's services to school board

City council and the school 
board are considering expanding 
the services of the city attorney's 
office to the school board. 

The move, which will be voted 
on by the council and the school 
board at their Nov. 26 meetings, 
is expected to save some of the 
expense of hiring outside legal 
counsel. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
that his office is capable of 
providing quality legal services 
to the school board at less cost 
than private counsel. 

"If we were as costly as outside 
legal (assistance)," he said, 
"there would be little benefit in 
providing the services." 

The draft agreement drawn up 
by the city's legal department 
and discussed at a city council 
workshop this week is based on 
an agreement between the 
council and the board in effect 
over the past two years, Lilley 



said. 

In cooperative agreements 
between the council and school 
board in 1994 and 1995, the city 
attorney's office provided the 
equivalent of one full-time 
attorney position of 1,650 hours 
will staff support. 

The school board, anticipating 
a need for expanded legal 
services, requested the city 
attorney's office to provide two 
full-time attorney positions (or 
3,300 hours per year) beginning 
Jan. 1. Prior to 1994, the city 
attorney's office allocated 
approximately one-third of an 
attorney's time (500) hours) to 
school matters, but this 
allocation, funded 100 percent by 
the city, was routinely exceeded, 
according to the attorney's office. 

Under the draft agreement. 
Assistant City Attorney John F. 
Newhard Jr., who has been 
assigned U) the school board, will 
continue in that capacity and will 
be located in the school 



administration building. He will 
devote all of his time to 
providing legal services to the 
school board and school 
administration. 

The city attorney also will 
provide an additional 1,650 hours 
a year in legal services to the 
school board and school 
administration, using the 
expertise of other attorneys in 
school-related legal issues. To 
make up for the hours, an 
additional attorney will be hired 
at the expense of the school 
board. The board will fund two 
full-time attorney positions and 
necessary secretarial support. 

The attorney's office will 
provide day-to-day legal services 
to the school board and school 
administration in real estate 
matters, representation of the 
school administration in 
personnel matters, general 
administrative and procedural 
issues and general litigation and 
as many other legal matters in- 



house as it is capable of 
handling. 

In the past, said Lilley, the city 
attorney's office has worked 
directly with the superintendent 
of schools. Under the new 
agreement it would report 
directly to flie school board. 

The only downside in the 
proposal, Lilley said, is the 
possibility of a conflict of 
interest In that case, the city 
attorney would disqualify himself 
from representing the school 
board, but to the extent ethically 
permissible will continue to 
represent city council. 

Lilley assured council that the 
confidentiality of city council 
matters will be maintained as 
will the confidentiality of school 
board matters. 

In cases where the »:hool Kiarrt 
needed to hire outside counsel, 
Lilley said his office could assist 
with that selection. 



False Cape opens easier access

Those who are adventurous 
enough to travel into False Cape 
And pristine beaches, maritime 
forests, primitive campsites and 
an abundance of wildlife. 

The only trouble, some say, is 
that access to this remote state 
park has been limited to hikers, 
bikers and canoeists since the 
closest parking space is several 
miles to the n(»th at Back Bay 
Wildlife Refuge. 

In the past, it's been even 
harder to get down to False Cape 
during the winter, when the only 
access was via the beach. 
Refuge officials closed the dike 
mils from November to April to 
provide an undisturbed habitat for 
the migratory birds that winter on 
Back Bay. These trails lead 
through managed wetlands that 
%rve as a primary feeding and 
resting area for a vuriety of 
waterfowl. 

Now, the U.S. Fish and 



Wildlife Service and the state 
have hit on a plan that's aimed at 
keeping both humans and birds 
happy. 

Gov. George Allen and Fish 
and Wildlife Regional Director 
Ronald Lambertson recently 
signed an agreement that will- 
allow park employees to use at 
least (me interim trail year-round. 
This agreement will allow the 
state park's rangers limited 
access to the dike roads when 
they need to tranport passengers 
into and out of the park for 
environmental education camps 
or special programs. 

State and federal officials and 
local citizens have worked for 
years to reach th^ compromise, 
which Lambertson and the 
governor signed last week in a 
c%rmony « the wildlife refioge. 

Perhq)s the biggest surprise to 
come out of the ceremony, 
however, was the announcement 
that visitors might soon be able 
to reKh the pwk viael«;tric 
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trams and a beach bm. 

The trams, which could go on 
line as early as next spring, can 
carry up to 36 passengers and 
will be accessible by wheelchair. 
Plans call for the trams to pick 
up and di^harge {^Bsengers firom 
Little Island City ?mk, just iKxth 
of the wildlife refuge, but no 
one's sure yet how soon the trams 
will be available or how often 
tteyll nn. 



"We expect that they'll (the 
trams) be brought down over the 
winter," said John Wilson, 
president of the Southern 
Coalition for Advanced 
Transportation, which is working 
with the governmental agencies 
to provide this transportation 
system. Wilson adtted that these 
all-electric, non-polluting 
vehicles were for use in the 
Olympic Village daring last 
summer's Olympics in Atlanta. 

The beach bus wcnild be large 
eiraugh to carry about 40 students 
and their backpacks into False 
Cape. Park employees now 
transport school and community 
groups to and from the park fty 
weekend-long environmental 
education programs or special 
events in buses or four-wl^ 
drive vehic^.

In 1987, when President Ronald 
Reagan visited Berlin and called on 
then-Soviet president Mikhail 
Gorbachev to "tear down this Wall," 
he did so out 
of a pro- 
found belief 
in, and dedi- 
cation to, the 
principlesof 
liberty and 
freedom. 

President 
Reagan also 
understood 
that oppor- 
tunity an 
prosperity 
are the bi- 
productsofa 
vibrant free- 
enterprise 
system, 
which exists 
only when 
the dictorial 
and auto- 
cratic walls 
blocking free u-ade are removed. 

Since he spoke those famous words, 
the oppressive Iron Curtain has fallen 
and a new era of opportunity and 
prosperity has begun to emerge 
throughout Central Europe. And, as 
Reagan predicted, the freedoms re- 
born throughout the region have 
awakened the entrepreneurial spirit 
and unleashed the power of the free 
enterprise system. 

The economic and political 
progress since that time not only ben- 
efits the people of these former com- 
munist-bloc countries, but is also cre- 
ating new opportunity and jobs for 
Virginians. 

Recognizing the enormous poten- 
tial of these emerging markets, 1 re- 
cently led a trade mission to the Czech 
Republic, Austria, Poland, Hungary 
and France. I was accompanied by 
more than 20 business executives 
from across the Commonwealth who 
share my excitement about this part 
of the world and are laying ihe ground- 
work for increased trade between 
Virginia and these countries. 

Because of their involvement, the 
trade missicm proved to be very suc- 
cessful. Among the Virginia compa- 
nies initiating agreements during the 
mission were RADVA in Radf(»d. 
Nuline Industries in Fredericksburg, 
the Virginia Tech Library Systems in 
Blacksburg, AMF Bowling in Rich- 
mond, aiKl the Virginia Port Author- 
ity. 

In fact at the conclusion of the 
trade mission, coritracts and agree- 
ments totaling more than S21 million 
had been secured. 

Our objective was to maricet Vir- 
ginia products and professk)nal ser- 
vices and {womote business opportu- 
nities for companies here in the Com- 
monwealth. These countries were 
specifically tai^eted because, with 
the exception of France, our trade 
with them has historically been rela- 
tively small, and Virginia is uniquely 
positimed to break into these mar- 
kets as the ecoiomic forces of capi- 
talism are being unleashol. 

Virginia's Uade with Cz«;h Re- 
public increased over 850% from 
1994 to 1995 and now rei^esente 
almost 10%of ihecntircU.S.exparts 
to that nation. Exports to Hung^ 
have increased nearly 70% in this 
same time paiod. Cinrently, Virginia 
expms to these two countries ap- 
int^ch S40 million annually, yet there 
is still great untapped pMential in 
tl^se maricets. 
The uadc mission also included a 



stop in France, with whom Virginia 
has enjoyed a long and prosperous 
trading relationship since our quest 
for independence began in 1776. 
France is Virginia's 14th largest ex- 
port destination with S 1 54 million in 
1995, and we are home to 65 French 
companies with $436.4 million in 
investment that employ 7,625 people. 
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involvement, the 

trade mission 
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successfui. 
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There were five major goals for 
this fall's trade mission: 

•Provide Virginia business execu- 
tives beiteraccessto,and understand- 
ing of. Central and Eastern European 
markets; 

•Promote Virginia as a location for 
mvestment; 

•Promote increased international 

air and steamship service to Virginia; 

•Market Virginia asa unique desti- 



nation for tourism and travel; and, 

•Promote Virginia mineral, agri- 
cultural and forestry products. 

The delegation hal important meet- 
ings with many foreign.business lead- 
ers and government officials, laying 
a foundation and establishing rela- 
tionships that will benefit Virginia in 
the coming months and years. One 
significant example occurred in Graz, 
Austria, where we met with Eurostar , 
a joint venture of Chrysler and an 
Austrian car company, to promote an 
increase in the shipment of parts 
through Virginia's ports. 

Eurostar officials praised the ser- 
vice they already receive fix)m the 
Virginia Port Authority and an- 
nounced their intentions to increase 
their irnxnts in the near future, lliese 
additional shipments will create at 
least 21 new jobs in Virginia and 
result in 3,000 new containers mov- 
ing through Virginia's ports. 

We also joined executives from 
several ship lines to encourage them 
to begin service at Virginia's ports, 
thus supporting even m(»e jobs and 
boosting Virginia's international 
trade. 

While the delegation was encour- 
aged by all of our new business op- 
portunities, we were also inspired by 
the people we encountered, who after 
years of living under totalitarian re- 
gimes are now embracing freedom 
and generating prosperity. For ex- 
ample, while in the Czech Republic 
we met the Sales Representative for 
Genicom, a company wiUi a large 
presence in Virginia, who only a few 
years ago had been a bellboy at a 
Prague hotel. Another meeting, held 
in a former Gestapo headquarters, 
was a discussion with Czech trade 
officials addressing the importance 
of reducing tariffs to make Virginia 
paperproducts more competitive. The 
mumph of capitalism and free-mar- 
ket opportunities were a striking con- 
trast to the failed relics of totalitarian 
rule represented by that building. 

As the ideals of free people and 
free markets continue to prosper uid 
international competition becomes 
even more aggressive throughout 
Eastern Europe, Virginia is well-po- 
siuoned for future sua:ess in the re- 
gion. The Commonwealth will re- 
main a leader in recruiting even more 
jobs and invesunents by laying the 
groundworic early and sending a mes- 
sage that "Virginia is Open for Busi-

This is (he first in a two-part series 
about the Virginia National Guard. 
Once upon a time in the early days 
of the com- 
monwealth.'a 
group of mi- 
1 i tiam e n 
called the 
Virginia Vol- 
unteer s 
traced their 
roots back to 
1607 at the 
lime of the 
Jamestown 
settlement. 
They boasted 
of their long 
time of ser- 
vice, more 
than any 
other state's. 
However, as 
^^— ^■■^— — times 
. changed so 
did ffaining, 
expertise and the need lo be more 
prepared to face a modern enemy. 

Among the many problems was 
the need for more training, where to 
train and how to pay. Up until this 
time, training camps were held in 
various places for small units at a 
time men who went did so as volun- 
teers and paid their own way. 

They not only paid for transporta- 
tion to and from the site of training, 
they had to pay for their food while 
there as well as the rent on the land 
used for their training. Because of 
thispay-as-you-go-system, the small 
company-sized camp lumedout to be 
more recreation than serious train- 
ing. 

The Spanish-American War in 
1 898 found Virginia, as well as other 
states, unprepared. The State Fair 
Grounds in Richmond had to be used 
as a temporary assembly area as there 
was nosuitablestatemilitary facility. 
The issue on no permanent camp 
became even more imporiant after 
the sinking of the Maine, but it wasn ' t 
until 1904 that the first paid camp at 
Ocean View was held. 

Even then, the regiment had to 
raise $1,200 privately to pay for ex- 
tras. 

When Virginia started sending a 
team tocompete in the National Rifle 
Matches, their poor performance in 
these matches establ ished a need and 
a cry for a rifle range that could be 
used for practice. 

In 1908, the General Assembly 
finally heeded the appeal of the adju- 
tant general and passed an act appro- 
priating a sum of $15,000 for the 
purchase of a permanent rifle range 
and camp site. The Military Board 
was selected to find a location and 
began looking at the various sites 
offered on April 4. On May 14, 1910, 
the first deed was accepted by the 
commonwealth ffansferring 63.18 
acres of land in Virginia Beach. 

This land was abouta mile south of 
the resort community of Virginia 
Beach with less than 2,000 inhabit- 
ants. It took several years, but finally 
by July 19, 1912 all the titles were 
clear, easements given and the in- 
spection made by Capt. J.B. Allison 
of Militia Affairs, who proclaimed 
this 350-acrc site ready for develop- 
ment. 

The new facility named the Slate 
Rifle Range, having been constructed 
on a bid of $ 1 2,805, was accepted by 



theCommonwealthon Nov.23. 1912 
and consisted of five butts, a con- 
crete retaining wall and 36 targets 
spread over 200-. 300-, 500-, 600- 
and 1 ,000-yard distances. 

Today, this 300-yard, 40-point 
small arms firing range is one of four 
in the Hampton Roads area and is 
u.sed by all branches of the military 
service. 

The 1st Brigade made up of three 
infantry regiments arrived on July 6, 
1913 and stayed until July 13, mak- 
ing this the first summer camp held at 
the beach location. The following 
year, this site was made available to 
the District of Columbia National 
Guard for 10 days and so began a 
long tribulation of regional use. 

When America entered World War 
I in 1917,the VirginiaNationalGuard 
was mobilized. Since Virginia had 
no need of the facility during the war, 
a contract was signed by the Depart- 
ment of the Navy leasing the facility 
to use for u^ining the crews of war- 
ships at the Norfolk base. It was leased 
for $100 a month to cover the salary 
of the caretaker, a state employee. 
During the next three years the site 
became known as the United States 
Navy Rifle Range. 
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The property was transferred back 
to state cotjtiol in June, 1920, but it 
wasn't until 1922 that the newly- 
reorganized Virginia National Guard 
held their first summer camp. On 
June 1 5, 1 928, upon orders issued by 
the Adjutant General, the State Rifle 
Range officially became known as 
thcSiate Military Reservation (SMR). 

By the end of 1939, the Sta;s Mili- 
tary Reservation had grown to about 
10 times its original size. The range 
facilities shrunk in relative impor- 
tance and the maneuver training mis- 
sion expanded. 

In 1940, war broke out and the * 
Virginia National Guard again passed 
into federal service. The Army took 
control of the State Mihtary Reserva- 
tion Aug. 15, 1940 and on Oct 24, 
1941, the War Department redesig- 
nated the "Virginia State Military 
Reservation" as Camp Pendleton, 
Virginia," named in honorof a Civil 
War general who was a native of the 
Commonwealth — Brig. Gen. Will- 
iam Nelson Pendleton. 

Pendleton was the chief of artillery 
far the Army of Northern Virginia 
during most of the Civil War, gradu- 
ated fifth i n his class from West Point, 
and was among thcKie men paroled at 
Appomattox in 1865. The title of 
"Camp Pendleton" ceased to be offi- 
cial when the state regained control 
of the property in 1946.

Chris Van Cleave may have discovered 
his musical inclinations as early as age 12, 
but he didn't know true fulfillment until his 
talents began serving a much higher 
purpose. 

These days the veteran singer, songwriter, 
acoustic guitarist, actor and ordained 
minister describes his efforts as "building 
bridges" to those who need to hear his 
'experiences from the heart." 

The latest project is "See Beyond," Van 
Cleave's sixth album. One of the most 
prolific and eclectic composers on today's 
music scene, the Virginia Beach resident's 
compositions number nearly a thousand. 

Known for his inspiring lyrics. Van Cleave 
blends syncopated rhythms, intricate 
fingerpicking and various open tunings into 
a celebration of life's joys and trials. Unlike 
previous albums, though, "See Beyond" 
employs the pure simplicity of only voice 
and guitar. 

Residents will get a chance to hear the 
acclaimed artist and his new arrangements 
at two upcoming shows: 8 p.m. Saturday, 
Nov. 16 at Fellowship of the Inner Light, 
620 14th St., and 8 p.m., Saturday. Nov.23, 
Association for Research and 
Enlightenment, 67th Street and Atlantic 
Avenue. Admission to both concerts is by 
donation. 

Concert-goers should expect an evening of 
entrancing entertainment. Van Cleave's 
voice, ranging from bass to tenor, has been 
praised as one of the richest among 
contemporary singers. 

His background is as diverse as his 
talents. He debuted as Louie in "The King 
and I" at age 12, also the age he penned his 
first song, and began performing 
professionally at age 16. 

Since then the 46-year-old Van Cleave's 
career has included leading roles in the U.S. 
national tour of "Hair" and the United 
States/Canada touring production of "Jesus 
Christ Superstar," in which he starred as 
Jesus. With the folk-rock group Meadow, 
comprised of Van Cleave, Laura Branigan, 
Walker Daniels and Bob Valdez, he 
released an album and two singles and was 
highly-praised in trade publications Variety. 
Cash Box and World Record. 

These days Van Cleave is most 
comfortable in his Virginia Beach home just 
blocks from the oceanfront with wife Judith 
and children Rebecca and Gabriel. But that 
doesn't mean the creative juices have 
stopped flowing. 

If anything, "See Beyond" is an album 
celebrating the joys of family, marriage, 
love and a healthy relationship. But it also 
deals with the difficult moments, such as a 
grown-up child leaving home to spread her 
wings. 

"For the past couple of decades my 
motivation has been of the highest possible 
— my work isn't so much about ego as 
being an instrument to serve," he explained. 
"I'm sharing what I've experienced from the 
heart. The plan for Chris Van Cleave is to 
continue on in thai way " 

His current project is a remake of "The 
Davidson Affair," a rock/gospel musical he 
originally scripted and produced in 
collaboration with Paul Solomon and 
performed in the United States, United 
Kingdom and Holland. Van Cleave also 
makes time for local musical theater — 
last Easter portraying Jesus in The Pavilion 
Theater's production of "Let All Heavens 
Rejoice." 

Other credits include the London (West 
End) productions of "Les Miserables" and 
"Chess," in which Van Cleave had leading 
roles. 

Other albums include "The Davidson 
Affair," "Christmas Presence (which 
resulted from a "to do list" saying "Write a 
Christmas song). Journeys With The Heart 
in Mind and Stalkin' A Country Smile.

Beach woman's life echoed 
as a 'Voice of the Decade' 
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Mother, professor's 
life documented 
for 10-year period

Have you ever thought about 
entering a maeazine contest? 

What if you'won? 

It would probably change your 
life. 

That's what happened to 
Paulette Polley. In 1988, she 
entered a "Voices of the 
Decade" contest in Ladies' Home 
Journal. It wanted to follow the 
lives of four "average" women for 
a 10-year period. 

Of 2,000 entries, the magazine 
chose five "women. An Ohio 
resident at the lime, Polley didn't 
think her life would be that 
interesting. She thought she 
would have to try really hard to 
come up with interesting things 
to tell the magazine in its yearly 
update issues. 

But the Virginia Beach resident 
and Norfolk Stale University 
professor was wrong. 

The idea for the magazine 
piece was simple, but so far it 
has had a profound and positive 
effect on her life. 

"History is 'his story,'" she said. 
"There's so much written about 
men, but not so much about 
women. All the books and video 
tapes for this go to the 
Schlessinger Library. That's on 
Radcliffe's Campus. It's a library 
devoted to women. It's a trip — 
there's information about me in 
the same library as Amelia 
Earhardt and Julia Child." 

The first year she took a trip to 
New York City where she and the 
other winners were wined and 
dined by Ladies' Home Journal. 
They appeared on "PM 
Magazine" and were also given 
makeovers. 

Two years ago Polley met 
First Lady Hillary Roddam 
Clinton. 

Her most recent escapade 
included a day in the life as an 
astronaut. 

"This year they told us they 
were going to help us to act out a 
fantasy we had — within reason," 
said Polley. 

"I tell you, most people would 
tell you, I'd love to have 
something like that. I would too. 
But 1 tell you, it's not easy to 
choose." 

Her fantasy had to be 
something time-oriented for a 
monthly magazine that would 
interest and inspire its readers. 

After coming up with a few 
ideas, Polley and Myma Blythe, 
editor-in-chief of Ladies' Home 
Journal, decided to try to make 
her dream of being an astronaut 
come true. 

In August, Polley spent a 
day at NASA's Johnson Space 
Center in Houston. 

Her daughter, Nicole, 
accompanied her on the trip to 
Texas, rather than spend time 
alone in their new Virginia 
Beach home. 

"She was just going to stay at 
the hotel and swim in the pool," 
said Polley. But they told her to 
bring her daughter along and let 
her try on a real space suit worn 
by genuine astronauts, just like 
her mother did. 

"I got to go in the mock-up of 
the space shuttle and space 
station and to see how they life," 
said Polley. "It's very close 
quarters, let me tell you. I saw 
how they eat and how they sleep. 
It's very strange — they sleep 
standing up." 

Even something as mundane as 
taking a shower is possible in 
space, she noted. 

"They can shower there in the 
weightlessness of space. It's 
amazing. They use a brush that 
has a vacuum in it so they don't 
spray and water gets loose. 

"On one hand, there's a wand 
is putting the water on them 
while at the same time there's a 
vacuum sucking the water off 
them. When they get home, 
they're so glad to get a shower." 

Polley went through simulation 
training for handling controls in 
space. 

The American astronauts are 
participating in the continued 
effort to build a space station 
with Russia, Japan and several 
European countries. The United 
States has its own segments that 
are built on Earth and connected 
in space by a mechanical arm 
manned from inside the space 
staticxi.

Part of her training included 
manipulating machinery from 
both inside and outside the space 
station to do the work. 

"Inside the space station, 
you;re seeing things from a 
different perspective of the 
person outside," said Polley. 

When the person outside says 
they need to go up, the person in 
the inside needs to determine 
exactly what that means. There is 
no gravity, and the outside person 
may be tipped at an angle. When 
they say 'go left,' do they mean 
their left or yours? 

Using virtual reality, Polley 
simulated maintenance work on 
the Hubble Space Telescope. 
Through a computer headset, she 
could see herself hovering on the 
tip of the shuttle's Remote 
Manipulator System (RMS) 
attempting to connect two pieces. 

Other simulations prepared her 
for the movement in space. 

"I didn't realize how slow 
everything was. You move very 
slowly while in space. It teaches 
you patience like you never knew 
before," she grinned. 

Another project at NASA that 
day included shuttle mission 
flight simulation. 

As planned, the mission was 
aborted just after takeoff, so 
Polley had to learn how to go up 
and bring it right back down. 

One of the more interesting 
parts of her experience was taste 
testing 26 space food items. 

"They have come a long way 
with the food," Polley noted. "It's 
no longer sucking the stuff out of 
toothpaste tubes. The food they 
try to make like the food we're 
accustomed to making here. 
Things they can reconstitute. 
They use hot water to make it hot 
and cold water to make it cold. 
All day long people told me 
'When you go to take the food try 
the shrimp cocktail.' It was 
delicious!" 

Most of the food she sampled 
was good. Her biggest 
disappointment, however, was 
the sample of strawberries. 

"The flavor was like fresh 
strawberries, but the sensation 
was like cardboard. It's an odd 
sensation," she said. 

All in all, she found the whole 
NASA experience eye-opening. 

"To see how critical it is — the 
work that they're doing — and 
the actual detail. 1 was very 
impressed by the enthusiasm of 
the people at NASA. There was a 
total commitment to their work. 

As thrilling as u was to 

go to Houston, Polley also 
remembers another exciting 
event sponsored by the magazine 
two years ago. 

She and the other "Voices of 
the Decade" went to the While 
House and interviewed the 
Hillary Roddam Clinton. 

"It was a fabulous experience," 
said Polley. "It really was." 

When Polley was growing up, 
her father made deliveries for the 
Navy. He often slopped at the 
White House on his route, 
making entrance through the 
back door. 

Polley said it was neat to be 
able to go there, coming in 
through the front door. But 
meeting the president's wife was 
even better. 

"The first lady loved il," said 
Polley. "She didn't want to end 
it. Her aids were gelling antsy. 
She was trying to push her health 
care refwm package through and 
she was due up on the Hill." 

Polley said she could 
sympathize. 



"We're sitting around talking 
about our families and what we'd 
like to see happen in the world 
with the environment and so 
forth," she explained. "Il was a 
very relaxed atmosphere and we 
knew she was going to go up to 
the Hill and get hammered (by 
the Republican politicians)." 

Another feature for the 
magazine took place in the 
summer of 1995 at the the 
Cooper Institute in Dallas with 
the "father of aerobic exercise." 
They spent one week week 
preparing for a healthy lifestyle 
from 8 a.m. - 8 p.m. 

"Exercise," she said. "We 
walked. We hiked. You name it 
we did it. We did weights. We 
cooked." 

Once a year, now in 
November's issue, the five 
women tell their stories. 
"I've come to realize that I've 
touched some lives," said Polley. 

Polley admits that at first, she 
and the magazine were both 
concerned thai she would not be 
"interesting enough" to follow. 
But they were both wrong. 

"I don't have to look for 
anything new for me to have 
something to say in the 
magazine. 1 got this tremendous 
job offer from Norfolk Stale 
University. I never dreamed of 
packing up and moving down 
here." 

She has received a great deal 
of feedback from the readers. 

The magazine once mentioned 
a series of auto accidents Policy 
was in. She heard from several 
readers that had been in similar 
situations. 

"It's been a relief to know that 
there are other people that have 
been in that situation," she said. 
"Il never dawned on me thai 
people would react to me this 
way or I would have an impact 
on them." 

She has even received a bit of 
fan mail from unexpected 
sources. 

One was from a prisoner in San 
Quentin. He sent her a picture of 
himself along with some artwork. 
She never responded to the letter, 
nor did he write her again. 

"Thai was a liille 
overwhelming," Polley said. 

But overall, the magazme 
experience has been a good one. 

It was really a positive 
experience because I've done 
things I wouldn't do otherwise — 
meeting the first lady and going 
with NASA." 

It has also been positive for her 
two daughters, Nicole and 
Alycia. 

They have been able to go into 
the library and look up their own 
mother's name on the periodical 
subject list. 

"I have also discovered that 
there are more male readers than 
I ever imagined," said Polley. 

One more than one occasion, 
she has been told by men she 
knows that they read her story in 
Ladies' Home Journal. 

One was her daughter's school 
principal. 

"One night he couldn't sleep 
and rolled over and picked up the 
magazine and said 'Tlwre's 
Nicole's mother!'" Polley related. 
A trip to the drug store revealed 
that her pharmacist, also a man, 
had sran it, too. 

She has even had some 
relatives get back in touch with 
her. 

Bui until next summer. Policy 
will just go on with her life, 
wonttering what will go on to put 
in next November's issue.

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Boyhood to manhood: empowerment program leads way 

Beach project fighting the statistics

Impregnating a woman does not 
make you a man, nor does siring 
a child necessarily mean you're a 
father. 

But being there when it counts 

— in the good times and the bad 

— and serving as a positive role 
model for your child does. 

These arc the messages of a 
Virginia Beach-based program 
founded in January that is 
reaching out to young men on the 
cusp on manhood, with the hope 
that they'll postpone fatherhood 
until they're truly ready. 

Administered by the city's 
Community Services Board, the 
Fatherhood/Manhood 
Empowerment Program exists to 
support male adolescents in their 
transition to manhood — and 
eventually fatherhood. 

Coordinator Ron Clark, a 
prevention specialist, knows that 
journey can be a bumpy ride. 
Growing up in public housing, the 
young Clark had no father figure 
of his own. So instead he looked 
to friends* dads to craft an image 
of "father." 

Clark was fortunate. He had 
some good role models. 

These days, returning the favor, 
he works closely with the 14 
young men aged 13 to 25 
enrolled in the program to return 
the favor. 

Meeting semi-weekly, one 
session focuses on particular life 
skills needed to successfully 
move into manhood — things 
like job interviewing skills, 
money management, parenting, 
anger management and child 
development. 

The second session is reserved 
for recreation, a time for the 
young men to bond and for staff 
to interact with the participants 
on a more personal level. 



Accordini; to ciark, 

Fatherhood/Manhood couldn't 
come at a better time. Most of 
the participants in his program 
are growing up as he did — in 
single-parent households with no 
male role models. 

"And there is a lot of negative 
pressure from the TV and movies, 
and we need positive role 
models," Clark added. 

In its program literature, 
Fatherhood/Manhood underscores 
the problem. 

Nearly one in five children in 
female-headed families have not 
seen their fathers in five years, 
according to the National 
Commission on Children. The

U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services cites that 
fatherless children are at 
dramatically greater risk of drug 
and alcohol abuse, mental 
illness, suicide, poor educational 
performance, teen pregnancy and 
criminality. 

Joann M. Ackerman, prevention 
program supervisor, brought the 
realities into perspective. 

"It's tough when babies have 
babies, and our whole aim is to 
prevent premature fatherhood. 
The numbers substantiate this 
program," she noted. 



Fourteen-year-old Anthony 
Johnson, a resident of Bridle 
Creek and seventh grader at 
Salem Middle School, has heard 
the statistics. 

He doesn't want to be a part of 
them — and definitely doesn't 
want any children yet. It's one of 
the reasons he was attracted to 
the program. 

"1 just can't imagine going to 
school, working at night to earn 
money to buy diapers and all 
thai,' he confessed. "Don't have 
no babies, because if you make 
one you should be able to take 
care of one!" 

Fatherhood/Manhood 

also debunks the myth that if you 
have a child the government will 
take care of it. With increasingly 
stringent welfare guidelines, the 
program shows fatherhood is no 
free ride. 

"We want dad to be spelled D- 
A-D. not A-F-D-C." Clark 
stressed. 

But often, many a well- 
meaning young father will take 
the young road to helping their 
child. Fatherhood/Manhood 
examines that, too. 

'It's a real catch-22. A 14-year- 
old has a baby, but what's he 
going to do to support it?" 
Ackerman wondered. "Often the 
young men will engage in the 
wrong activities (i.e. drug 
dealing, thievery) for the right 
reasons." 

Program objectives of 
FatherhooiVManhood include: 

■ Enabling current and future 
fathers to see the value of 
accepting legal and fmancial 

■ Responsibility for their child; 
helping participants acquire skills 
and strategies necessary to build 
confidence; 

■ Increasing participants' 
ability to become self-sufficient;

promoting family stability by 
encouraging current and future 
fathers to pro-activcly support the 
mother of their child; and, 

■ Increasing the pool of 
positive male role models in 
Virginia Beach. 

In its second six-month session, 
Clark admits he "prays a lot" for 
the programming and success of 
Fatherhood/Manhood. 

In turn, the young participants 
look to Clark and other mentors 
not just as role models, but 
friends. 

"You can tell about anything to 
Ron, and he won't tell anyone 



else," Johnson said. 

Ackerman admits that 
Fatherhood/Manhood helps keep 
her attuned to issues facing 
today's teens, especially males. 

"It's my reality check," she 
noted. 

To this end, the program also 
provides at least one school and 
home visit per month, as Clark 
explained, "to go on their turf 
and find out what's going on."

Synchronized swimmer s sustain skill, stren gth 

Tidewater Aqua Aerials looking for 
a few good girls to take challenge

Even a contemporary teen like 
Emily Kehrig knows about big 
screen swimming legend Esther 
Williams — not too common for 
a 14-year-old whose idea of a 
great film is more along the lines 
of "Jurassic Park" than a 1940s 
flick. 

Credit that to Virginia Beach 
resident Barb Eaton, whose 
lifelong fascination with the sport 
of synchronized swimming 
resulted in Hampton Roads' only 
such team: Tidewater Aqua 
Aerials. 

Under the tutelage of 72-year- 



old Eaton, who is assisted by 
experienced synchronized 
swimmers Lisa Festa and Amy 
Whitmore, 10 young girls meet 
twice weekly at the Portsmouth 
Naval Hospital Pool for two hours 
of delicate turns, twists and 
twirls. 

But what may seem like 
flawless execution above water is 
the result of strength, endurance 
and hundreds of hours of uaining. 

"It's graceful. It's strength. You 
have to be able to do the things 
that a gymnast does. You have to 
be able to hold your breath for 
long periods of time, and when 
you're underwater it's very 
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difficult to tell right from left," 
Eaton said. That is her perception 
of the Olympic sport that has 
gained in popularity 
tremendously since America's 
team brought home the gold this 
summer. 

"Energized elegance" best 
describes synchronized 
swimming, which combines 
musical interpretation, grace, 
split-second timing and overall 
body strength. Imagine combining 
the attributes of a freestyle 
swimmer, ice skater, ballerina 
and gymnast and you've got a 
synchronized swimmer. 
Needless to say, it's not easy. 
Eaton, who has been teaching 
the sport since 1960, is now 
looking to build her Tidewater 
Aqua Aerials team. Currently 
comprised of fourth graders 
through high school freshman, 
there are about 10 giris on roster 
now. 

Eaton would like to see a full 
complement of 16 giris taking to 
the water for recreation and 
competition. No previous 
experience is requiredt. but girls 
should be between the ages of 8 
and 12. Older girls will be 
considered if they do have 
synchronized swimming 
experience. 

"1 swam from 1950 to 1%0 
with American University's swim 
team because, at that time 
around 1950, Esther Williams 
was very popular. Her movies 
were gorgeous," remembered 
Eaton, a national champion and 
former Olympic coach. 
"Swimming with music sounded 
like something I would really like 
to do." 

At the time, she was also a 
Red Cross water safety instructor. 

"They held a seminar on 
synchronized swimming and I 
thought it was wonderful," she 
reflected. "The group was tqjcn to 
other than the university stiKlents. 
I was one of the first up the steps 
to sign up!" 

When the club folded in 1960, 
the sport was in Eaton's blood. 
She helped form another club, 
the Aqua Aces, this time 
becoming c(^;h. 

She's been at it ever since. 

The Tidewater Aqua Aerials 
were formed in 1980 and m(»t 
recently brought home a gold 
medal from the 1996 Virginia 
State Games. 

But most of the girls gliding 
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about the Portsmouth Naval 
Hospital pool this particular 
evening are what Eaton calls her 
"new gals." 

"The girls 1 had prior to this 
grew up and took off. In 16 years 
of it I've now got giris married 
with children! By this time I'm a 
'synchronized swimming 
grandrooiher!'" she smiled. 

Ha goal as coach is to build a 
new team from thrmiglKMit 
Hampton Roads that will meet 
for enjoyment, exercise and 
competition. 

"TTiey only woric two nights a 
week, but to be top flight ycm 
really have to do it fi\« days a 
week," E»um mi. "These giris 
«e jut laving a good time."

In my first month I've 
learned 'The Kip," which is when 
you go straight up out of the 
water, front and back pike 
somersaults and back tuck 
somersaults," the Gr^nbriw 
Christian sixth grader said. 

Eleven-year-old Katrina Barnes 
of Portsmouth has been involved 
in the sport for two years. 

"I've learned to respect the 
people on my team and made 
friends. I Imow that synchronized 
swimming isn't just something to 
do in the water. It helps me be 
more graceful and in my ballet,' 
she explain^. 

Kristina Irani of Virginia 
Beach, 9, has only been at it one 
month. She admits it's difficult, 
but she's learning. 

"It's hard doing some of the 



things underwater,' the Court 
Street Academy fourth gradet 
grinned. "My nose gets painful. 
When I do a pike or something, it 
hurts my legs some too, but it's 
making me strong. 1 just like 
doing things in the water. I am a 
fish in the wata^." 

Kelly Goodwin of Chesapeake, 
a sixth grader at Deep Creek 
Intermediate School, is in her 
second year. 

"I started taking swimming 
lessons when I was 3 years old 
and have always done sports. I 
always like to swim, so 1 wanted 
to try it. I didn't know what 
synchronized swimming was. It's 
different." 

Fourteen -year-old Kehrig (rf 
Virginia Beach, one of the 
team's senior swimmers, noted, 
"If I didn't do swimming, I don't 
know what I'd do. Tliis is my 
life." 

Despite recent leg surgery, the 
Kempsville High School 
freshman was eager to get right 
back into the "swim of diinp' as 
soon as po^ible. 

"I've been swimming as laig 
as 1 can remember. I'd go 
underwater and forget to come 
back up! It's just so cool being 
underwater.

people want to pass, right now 
you're facing traffic coming the 
other way. When this is 
complete you'll have two lanes 
coming north and two lanes 



coming south." 
The second 



reason is 



maintenance. 

"We can't do anything to the 
existing spans without shutting 
the whole facility down, so we're 
going to shut down the old bridge 
and fix it." Grantz explained. 
"Now we can do that." 

Granu cited the third reason for 
the $250 million project was 
gradual traffic growth. It is 
estimated that traffic across the 
structure is increasing 3 percent a 
year. 

"This will improve the capacity 
of the facility," he said. "Now, at 
some point we're going to have to 
build a second set of tunnel in 
say 10 to 20 years. It depends on 
traffic — before it becomes a 
problem." 

Jim Brookshire, executive 
director of Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge Tunnel Distfict, said the 
tunnels currently average 15,000 
to 16,000 vehicles per day. In the 
summertime, the figure jumps to 
about 20,000. 

"If you gel behind a slow 
vehicle in the summertime, you 
can't pass that vehicle." he noted. 
"Then you're stuck for 20 to 30 
miles." 

The bridge-tunnel is made up of 
more than 12 miles of trestled 
roadways, two mile-long tunnels, 
two bridges, almost two miles of 
causeway, four man-made islands 
and five-and-one-half mile of 
approach roads, totaling 23 miles. 

Grantz remembers the first 
tunnel project, completed in 
1964. 

"When it was first built, it was 
one of the engineering wonders of 
the world," he smiled. "Civil 



engineers came from all over the 
world to see it and ride across it 
I was one of them. I never 
imagined I'd get the chance to 
work on this." 

Currently, the bulk of the work 
for the new spans is taking place 
at a Little Creek site just inside 
the Virginia Beach city line. 

Jim McCarty, engineer for 
Sverdrup Corporation, has been 
deeply involved in the projects. 

Walking about the Little Creek 
site, he explained exactly what 
was going on. It is here that 24- 
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hour construction of the trestled 
roadways are created using 
cement, wire cables and forms. 

Standing by one machine, 
McCarty noted the workers 
pouring cement into rotating 
cylinders which would later be 
the round piles seen sticking up 
out of the water, supporting the 
bridge. 

"After they put the concrete in 
them they'll be spinning about 60 
rpms. then they spin at about 70 
or 80 rpms, then they go up to

about 200 rpms for about 15 to 20 
minutes." 

They make about 40 to 50 piles 
on a good day. 

"To cover this mass of water, 
it's the best way to do this and 
it's the most economical, too," 
said McCarty. 

Sturdy, stretched cables 
secured with concrete connect 
the cylindrical pieces to create 
the appropriate lengths for the 
piles. 

Cardboard signs with the word 
"Piligro" spray-painted in orange 
dot the pile site with caution. 

"The reason you see all these 
Piligro sings around is because 
there's always the possibility of a 
cable breaking," said Grantz. 
"They fire out like a spear. We 
haven't had that happen here, but 
there is always the safety 
precaution." 

The total new structure will 
require about 2,400 piles ranging, 
in length from 60 to 180 feet 
long. Once in place, they will 
extend as much as 25 feet above 
the water. The new spans will 
rest about two feet higher than 
the existing bridges. 

Also at the Little Creek site, 
workers prepare forms for the 
road. There are three parallel 
sections — two sides and a 
middle — that are created. 

Cables will also be stretched 
through the road trestles for 
added support. The goal is to do 
six pieces of roadway per day. 
Right now, crews are creating 
about three per day because 
storage space is a problem. 

Once the road u-estles and piles 
are complete, they are brought by 
barge to the bridge. 

A concrete truck sitting on a 
barge fabricates the needed 
concrete to connect all the 
pieces together. 

"This is like a big erector set." 
grinned Paul Burnett of the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge Tunnel 
district. "You build it here and 
then you bring it out there. It's 
just a little more precise than an 
erector set." 

Once the pieces have been 
brought out to the new span sites, 
the IB-909 jack-up barge, 
outfitted with a helipad, crane 
and pile drivng equipment, will 
drive most of the piles. Capable 
of lifting 250 tons, it is 140-fcet 
long, 100-feet wide and 14-feet 
deep. 

To get an idea of what the 
finished product will look like, 
imagine entering the completed 
bridge tunnel from Virginia 
Beach, heading toward the 
Eastern Shore. 

The first half-mile of roadway 
on the left side is new and is just 
60 feet from the parallel 
structure. 

Both lanes on ihc span you are 
traveling are headed toward the

shore. This is the old span. From 
the centerline of where you are to 
the new span on your left is 64 
feet. As the bridge progresses, 
that centerline becomes 250 feet. 

The bridge spans then draw 
closer together as you come to 
the tunnel. 

After crossing the tunnel, you 
will exit, finding a bright new 
bridge span underneath you. The 
old bridge span will now be on 
your left carrying traffic to 
Virginia Beach. 

Upon reaching the Eastern 
Shore, you will find a few new 
surprises as well. 

There will now be restroom and 
vending facilities on both the 
right and left sides of the 
roadway. 

Driving further, you will also 
see where the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge Tunnel District spent 
$100,000 on 40 bushels on oyster 
beds to make up for the habitats 
they were disturbing. 

They also recreated 7,500 
square feet in freshwater 
wetlands to make up for the 
2,500 square feet that were 
disturbed.. 

During the construction project, 
police officers and tunnel 
personnel will be on hand to 
make sure the process goes 
smoothly. 

When complete, officials say 
the toll will not increase, but the 
traffic capacity will. 

McCarty said his favorite part 
of the project has been a 
fundamental one. 

"Seeing it all come together 
out on the water is really neat — 
from nothing to the whole bridge 
being built."

Beach SAT scores post slight rise 



Scholastic Assessment Test 
(SAT) scores in Virginia Beach 
schools rose slightly this year 
over last, according to the school 
division's Department of 
Accountability. 

The school division's 1996 
average score of 998 (verbal and 
math) was up three points over 
last year. It is five points behind 
Virginia's State SAT average of 
1,003. According to Dr. K. Edwin 
Brown, assistant superintendent 
for accountability, the latest 
scores should be viewed in the 
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larger framework of a five-year 
trend. 

"Five points on the SAT is not 
statistically significant. Changes 
in SAT scores have meaning only 
when observed over time." 

The average verbal score over 
a five year span increased six 
points at both the local (from 497 
to 502 in 1996) and state levels 
(from 501 in 1992 to 507 in 
1996), and five points at the 
national level (from 500 in 1992 
to 505 in 1996). Virginia Beach 
mean scores for math for the 
same time span increased four 
points (from 491 in 1992 to 495 
in 1996), and the national mean 
score increased seven points 
(from 501 in 1992 to 508 in 
19%). 

"Naturally, we are concerned 
about the rather static growth m 
SAT scores and there are many 
variables which affect results. 
However, no matter what the 
reason, the challenge before us is 
to raise Virginia Beach's scores. 
Our newly-adopted strategic plan 
contains objectives designed 
around that challenge," said Dr. 
Timothy R. Jenney , 
superintendent. 

Static SAT scores have 
prompted Virginia Beach 
educators to pilot two new 
courses this year. Cox High 
School is collecting student data 
for the Reading for the College 
Bound course which is also being 
taught at Bayside, Wnass Anne 
and Tallwood high schools. 
Discrete Mathematics is being 
piloted at Princess A"ne Middle 
School. 

Accoitling to Brown, Reading 
for the College Bound focuses on 
verbal reasoning and lighter level 



reading and writing skills Avhich 
will expand and refine students' 
skills. Discrete Mathematics is 
designed to improve reasoning 
and problem-solving skills. Both 
courses are offered to students as 
some semester electives. 

The school division is also 
researching appropriate software 
packages that are commercially 
produced and designed to provide 
individualized student 
instructional plans which will 
assess strengths and weaknesses 



as well as conduct pre- and post- 
testing. 

Brown said the school division 
has been concerned with the slow 
growth in SAT scores, but we 
should now be pleased to see a 
more aggressive approach to 
provide assistance to our 
students. He noted, "It will take a 
long-term commitment from the 
school administration and from 
the community we serve to 
realize more significant SAT 
improvements."

federal and slate officials and 
local citizens since the refuge 
beach was closed to vehicular 
traffic in the 1970s. In 1994 
federal officials further restricted 
access when they closed the 
interior trails during the winter. 
Although visitors will be able to 
use at least one interior trail all 
winter under the new agreement, 
park and refuge employees and 
members of local environmental 
groups hope that the trams will 
actually reduce traffic near the 
dikes- The trams, they think, will 
be less disruptive than 36 
individualhikers or bikers would 
be. 

"I think that the tram is a great 
idea," said Charles Traub, 
president of the Friends of False 
Cape, who said that he "been 
working on this solution for 25 
years." 

"TTiis is a giant step forward," 
Traub continued. "And what 
made it possible was that the 
people on the team (that 
prepared the agreement) went 
into it objectively." 

Allen, in signing the 
agreement, called the plan 
"balanced and rational." He 
added that he's a frequent visitor 
to the refuge and park, and that 
he's discoverd the winter, when 
the area is free of mosquitoes and 
snakes, is the best time to visit. 

"In order to get there, though, 
you had to walk five miles down 
a soft, sandy beach, then cross 
the dunes, then walk five miles 
back up," Allen said. He added 
that "while some hearty souls 
would have enjoyed" the trek up 



the cold, windy beach, most 
people wouldn't be able to endure 
it. 

"Virginians had a right to 
demand access to the park," he 
said. 



The park, which extends 
from the ocean westward to Back 
Bay and from the wildlife refuge 
southward to the North Carolina 
line, includes beaches, dunes, 
forests and wetlands. 

This area received its name 
during the 19th century because 
its land mass lured confused 
sailors who thought they'd 
reached Cape Henry. The 
beach's deceptive appearance 
and shallow waters were blamed 
for several shipwrecks, and the 
survivors of one of these wrecks 
established the community of 
Wash Woods. 

False Cape was also the site of 
several hunt clubs during the 
early 1900s, and the park's 
environmental education center 
is located in a converted 
clubhouse. The state began to 
acquire the land in the 1960s, but 
it never established a right-of- 
way through the wildlife refuge. 

Allen, in his speech last week, 
expressed optimism that the 30 
years of "acrimonious wrangling" 
between the two branches of 
government had reached an end. 
He also noted that the isolated 
nature of the refuge and state 
park is unique for a city of 
Virginia Beach's size. 

"You may say this is a city," he 
said, "but when you get down 
into Back Bay and False Cape it 
doesn't feel like a city."

Tab Duo' relives The '60s Beat 



Beach entertainer, 
Chesapeake teacher 
give benefit concert

Millions of youthful viewers sat 
glued to the television Feb. 9, 
1964, when four black-clad, mop- 
topped young men casually 
strode onto "The Ed Sullivan" 
sound stage and broke into the 
strains of "AH My Loving." 

The "Fab Four" were an instant 
success with the teen audience, 
and the British invasion began in 
earnest. 

Among those paying rapt 
attention to the Beatles' 
American debut that night were 
young men, miles apart in 
Roanoke and Chesapeake, whose 
lives would be shaped by the 
music they heard: Bill Staley and 
Tim Beasley 

Together, they're The '6te 
Beat, introducing the classic 
sounds of the Fab Four to a new 
generation of teens. 

Beatlemania is back! 

The young (and young-at-heart) 
will have the opportunity to 
relive the music that changed a 
nation Saturday (Nov. 16) from 8 
to 10 p.m. when the duo takes the 
stage at Great Bridge High 
School for a benefit concert. 
Tickets are $3, and proceeds will 
benefit the United Way of South 
Hampton Roads. 

Forly-four-ycar-old Beasley, a 
full-time entertainer/celebrity 
imperaonator from Virginia 
Beach, is striking in his 
resemblance to John Lennon. 
Chesapeake's Staley. 47, favors 
Paul McCartney and is a ninth 
grade English teacher at Great 
Bridge High. 

Together as "Lennon and 
McCartney. The '60s Beat," the 
two have performed at dozens of 
Hampton Roads venues since 
joining forces in 199S. 

They met when Beasley, a 
long-time Lennon impersonator, 
was hosting Beatles karaoke 
sing-alongs at Virginia Beach's 
Abbey Road. 

"I didn't know Bill, Bill didn't 
kiK>w me, and here's Bill — all 
decked out," said Beasley, who 
easily slips in and out of a British 
accent. 

"I'd always done Paul 
McCartney, sung at weddings 
and funerals and everything else 
you can think of. aiKi was kx^ng 
for somebody Ui join with. So I 
went to check out Tim's duw. 
We threw a couple of songs 
together and, even though we 
didn't know each other from 
Adam, instantly harmonized," 
SMtey said. 

ScMnething clicked. 

"I'd never had anybody with 
te utoit of Bill in the aixlience. 
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"SHE LOVES YOU." And yoi'li love Bill Staley and Tim Beasley as The '60s Beat when they perform a 
find-raiser Satirday to benefit the United Way.

He was great as Paul, and I'd 
been doing John solo for a good 
while. It suddenly dawned, 'Hey, 
we've got Paul here, too. Look at 
all the songs they did together!'" 
Beasley said. 

Their repertoire includes 60 to 
70 Beatles cuts, including 
several solos and duets, spanning 
the Fab Four's early mop-head 
days to Nehru-jacket-and- 
lovebeads statements. 

Because their voices rival 
those of the real McCartney and 
Lennon, the duo has been 
accused of lipsyncing. But that's 
simply not the case, although 
"Fab Duo" would more 
appropriately describe the act. 

"We always joke that we're a 
business of the '90s." Beasley 
grinned. "We no longer have 
George and Ringo because we've 
downsized." 

The performers have gotten 
used to people's second glances 
when they walk into venues. 

"Then everyul goes, 'It's The 
Beatles!'" Beasley said. 

The '60s Beat stresses, 
however, that it's not a band; 
rather, a show. 

"A band is guys getting up on 
stage and someone yells. 'Hey, 
play 'Freebird!" We won't play 
'Freebird,' but maybe 'Free As A 
Bird' (a 1977 Lennon 
composition completed last year 
by remaining Beatles 
McCartney, Ringo Starr and 
George Harrison)," Beasley 
ex{riained. 

Saturday night's show, a two- 
hour performance with many rf 
The Beatles' chart-topping hits, 
will focus on the feel-good music 
(rf Mriy rrcwdinp. 

"We just exp^t to have a 



grand time in a family sense. The 
success depends on how many 
people come out to join us. And 
they won't only be having fun, 
but doing something great for the 
United Way,' Beasley said. 

Songs will be presented in 
chronological order, building 
from the songs everyone 
remembers — notably 1964 to 
1966. 

"That was a great wealth of 
songs, including music from the 
soundtracks of 'Hard Day's Night* 
and 'Help,'" Beasley said. 'What 
we generally do as an ending 
song, even though it's not early 
Beatles, is 'Hey Jude.' It's a 
great sing-along song, and 
ultimately everyone gets into the 
swinging and swaying," Beasley 
said. 

The '60s Beat will top the 
evening with audience chats, 
autographs and photographs. 



■''The duo anticipates the 
recently-released Beatles 
"Anthology" albums will fuel 
young people's interest in the 
show. 

"We've got kids 4 and 5 years 
old who even love The Beatles!" 
Staley said. 

It would appear that the Fab 
Four is eternal. 

"It's the best rock n" roll on the 
planet as far as I'm concerned," 
Beasley said. 

"And they were ahead of their 
time," Staley added. " The stuff 
kids listen to today is more 
negative — about suicide, death 
and destruction. The Beatles used 
pronouns like 'she' and L" 
Everything was about love, 
wanting to be with one all the 
time. Even the sad songs were 
happy in a sense that they made 
you feel like dancing."

Let us give thanks 

Aside from Independence Day. Thanksgiving 
is the most important of all of the united 
States' holidays. It stands not just fpr a day of 
food and merriment, home and hearth, but as 
a memorial to the struggle and strife by our 
ancestors as they began a new life on this 
continent. 

Growing up, Thanksgiving Day's importance 
was stressed to us in school though our 
history books, class plays and re-enactments 
of the first Thanksgiving feast. 

But as adults sometimes forget the true 
meaning of the holiday. Instead of being 
obser\'ed as a day of gratitude, it turns into a 
day off from work, a day to park in front of 
the television for football, a day to gorge on 
food. — 

Today in the United 
States. Thanksgiving is 
the annual day of 
thanks for the 
blessings of the past 
year, observed on the 
fourth Thursday of 
November in each of 
the 50 states. District 
of Columbia and 
Puerto Rico. 

The traditions, most 
began with the Pilgrims 
the first colony through a bitterly cold winter 
and the gathering of the harvest, Gov. William 
Bradford of Plymouth Colony, Mass. issued a 
thanksgiving proclamation in the fall of 1621. 

The first celebration of the holiday was 
marked by three days of feasting and games 
with Native Americans as the guests. Venison 
and wild turkey were the foods of choice. 

Yet the holiday's origins are debatable. 
Other historians believe early settlers 
celebrated the first humble Thanksgiving on 
Virginia's Berkley Plantation in 1619, two 
years before their northern counterparts. 

Days of thanksgiving were celebrated 
sporadically until Nov. 26. 1789, at which 
time President George Washington issued a 
proclamation for a nationwide day of 
thanksgiving. Washington specified the day 
would be one of prayer and giving thanks to 
God — celebrated by all religions, helping to 
promote a spirit of common heritage. 

It reads: 

'Whereas it is the duty of all nations to acknowledge 
the Providence of Almighty Cod. to obey His will, to be 
grateful for his benefits and to implore His protection 
and favor; and, 

'Whereas both Houses of Congress have by their Joint 
committee requested me to recommend to the people of 
the United States a day of public Thanksgiving and 
prayer, to be observed by ackrujwledging with grateful 
hearts the many signal favors of Almighty God, 
especially by affording them an opportunity to establish 
a form of government for their safety and happiness: 

'Now. therefore. I do recommerui and assign Thursday, 
the 26th day of November next, to be devoted by the 
people of these States to the service of that great and 
glorious Being who is the beneficent author of all the 
good that was. that £s, a- that will be. thai we may then 
unite in rendering unto HUn our sincere and humble 
thanks for His kind care and protection of the people of 
this country previous to their becoming a nation: for the 
sigrml and mantfoid mercies and favorable interpositions 
of His Providence, which we experienced in the course 
and confustcn of the late war: for the great degree of 
tranquility, urUtm and plenty, which we have since 
enjoyed: for the peaceable and rational manner in which 
we have been enabled to establish constitutions or 
government for our safety and happiness, and 
parttcularty the national one now lately instituted: for the 
civil and r^igitms liberty with which we are blessed and 
the means we have for acquiring and diffusing useful 
knowl^ige: ar*d in general for all the great and various 
fava-s which He hath been pleased to confer upon us. 

"And, also that we may then unite in most humbly 
offering our prayers and supplications to the Great Lord 
and Ruler of Nations, arui beseech Him to pardon our 
rmtimud and other transgressions, to enable us all. 
whether in pubLU: or private stations, to perform our 
several and relative duties properly and punctually, to 
render our National Government a blessing to all the 
peofHe by constantly being a government of wise. Just 
and constitutional laws, discreetly and faithfully 
executed and obeyed, to protect and guide all 
sovereigns and nations (especially such as have shown 
kindness to us) and to bless them with good 
government, peace and accord. To projjxote the 
knowledge and practice of true religion and virtue, and 
the increase of science of among them and us. and 
generaity to grant unto all mankind such a degree of 
temporal [X'ospenty as He alone knows to be best' 

Credit for establishing Thanksgiving as a 
national holiday, however, is attributed to 
Sarah J. Hale, editor and Founder of Ladies 
Magazine in Boston. Her editorials in the 
periodical and letters to President Abraham 
Lincoln urging the formal establishment of 
Thanksgiving as a national holiday 
designating ^e last Thursday of November as 
Thanksgiving — all in the midst of the Civil 
War raging on. 

In 1941, Congress adopted a resolution 
setting the date again on the fourth Thursday 
of November. 

This Thanksgiving, let us all bow our heads 
in prayer and reflect on the riches set before 
us. Let us not forget the true spirit 
holiday. — V.E.H.

Of course, there's the turkey. Gob- 
bler in itself is a lean meat. 

The U'ick is lo keep it that way. 
Most fat IS under the skin and in the 
gravy. If you have meat without the 
skin, you're already doing your body 
good. It's even possible lo have your 
gravy and avoid cxua fat by using the 
roasting juices alter removing ihe fat 
from the pan. Or, use a fruit sauce 
such as cranberry, suggest the folks 
at Virginia Cooperative Extension. 
What would turkey be without all 
the tfimmings? Just a bird on a plat- 
ter. 

Let's start with the dressing, or 
stuffing as others prefer to call it. 
Again, it's as healthy as you make it. 
Dressing is basically bread with herbs 
and butler added, but some people 
clwck their's with sausage, oysters, 
apples, nuts and any other combina- 
tion of things. Celery and onions as 
addiiives arc the low-fat option. 

How aboui some sweet potatoes? 
Can't forget those. My mom mixes 
them with apples, sprinkles the whole 
think with brown sugar and bakes it. 

But, oh, tad for you, 
according to ihe nulrilionisls at Ex- 
tension. 

Inste^I, they sugg^t using cinna- 
mon and nutmeg for seasoning, or 
am orange juice as a baking saiKC. If 



mashing yoursweetpotatoes, stick to 
skim milk for a healthier side dish. 

Mom likes to round her Thanks- 
giving meal out with rolls, green 
beans, com pudding and occasion- 
ally green peas with those fancy little 
onions — all pretty healthy as long as 
you go sparingly on butter and sauces. 

Extension offers a few flavorful 
suggestions for an interesting Thanks- 
giving spread, ones I would never 
have figured.

Among them, winter, acorn and 
butternut squashes. Gosh, and I al- 
ways used them solely for table deco- 
rations! 

To focus the meal on foods native 
to the Americas, take a trip down the 
"exotic produce" aisle. Many of the 
tubers and such you'll find are actu- 
ally more "down home" than you 
think: chayote (a squash-like fruit), 
jicama root (a tuber), arrowroot and 
Jerusalem artichokes. 

For more variety, throw in some 
dried beans, berries and peppers, all 



indigenous to this soil. 

And what would a Thanksgiving 
meal be without the pie? Incomplete! 
Most folks prefer pumpkin or sweet 
potato pie, but why not uy native 
strawbt Ty, blueberry or blackberry? 
Pie, however, is a quick way to blow 
a diet. Still, I just can't part with it. 

The solution? The nutritionists at 
Extension suggest making a crustless 
pie to help reduce the calories from 
fat. With a dollop of non-fat yogurt 
(instead of whipped cream), it can be 
a tasty end to a delicious and healthy 
holiday feast. 

But all of this advice is for naught 
if you overindulge. Most people do, 
lavishing their plates hi^ and going 
for seconds. By the time pie rolls 
around they're loosening their belts. 

I admit I'm usually one of those 
folks, but I'm going to change this 
year. I promise. 

Ever wondered just how much you 
consume on turkey day? 

Back in high school I pondered 
that exact questions and \ocksd for 
an answer. 

Using a large scale my dad had 
bought for thekitchen, firsti weighed 
my empty dinner plate — about six 
ounces. Next, I served my food, dol- 
ing outaverage helpings of each item. 

I weighed it again. About three 
pounds.

'Drive-by' health 
care should be 
of concern to all 



The Marines have a term that they 
use when they become upset.

field, having 
served 1 1 
years on the Chesapeake General 
Hospital Authority, I must say that 
nothing shocks me anymore where 
HMOs are concerned. Beck points 
out in her column that "the number of 
managed-care organizations order- 
ing drive-by mastectomies is grow- 
ing, the Wall Street Journal reports." 
It was only recently that Congress 
was forced to become involved in a 
cost-cutting measure that put women 
out of the hospital within hours after 
childbirth, regardless of the post-op- 
erative pain and other complications 
that would be hard to treat at home. 
Now if getting Congress involved in 
making the rules on how health care 
should work doesn't frighten you, 
then nothing will. 

To me socialized medicine would 
be the end of the best health care 
system in the worid. If managed health 
care organizations don ' t get their stuff 
together soon, then Uncle Sam is 
waiting in the shadows to do it for 
them, and you know how Uncle can 
screw things up. 

Women have every right to be out- 
raged over these recent rules by 
HMOs as concerns "drive-by 
mastectomies." Beck says that it is 
"inhuman and dangerous. As corpo- 
rate policy it's unbelievably stupid. 
As public relations, it is unmitigated 
disaster." 

I agree, except I would also add 
that it is discriminatory against 
women. There seems lo be a pattern 
here. First there was childbirth and 
now mastectomies — both involving 
women. 

There is no question that reforms 
are needed In the health care field, 
and an organization that is trying to 
cut costs and tighten up on abuse of 
the system should be commended — 
but insensitive cost cutting measures 
that cause additional pain and worry 
to a patient who has had major sur- 
gery should be stopped now. 

I believe that most data that we 
have today supports preventative 
medicine and is in favorof the HMOs. 
Certainly early detection of problems 
can be very cost-saving for both the 
HMOs and, in the long run, for the 
patient because it could save their 
lives. 

This should be a wajce up call to 
managed-care organizations; other- 
wise they will be caught up in the first 
high wind thalcomesalong, uprooted 
and blown away and probably will 
never know the reason why. 
Welcome to the real world.

During ihe 
war years and 
while in the 
hands of the 
Army, new 
construction 
costing 
5167,820.20 
was initiated. 
When the 
state took the 
property 
back in 1946, 
some build- 
ings were 
dismantled 
and little ef- 
fort was 
made to keep 
the remain- 
ing "tempo- 
rary struc- 
tures" in good repair. 

It wasn't until the summer of 1948 
that the first commonwealth soldiers 
started training again at the reserva- 
tion, although the Navy started using 
ilfo,r annual amphibious exercises in 
1947. 

When the Army withdrew approval 
of the SMR as a field training site in 
1951, the SMR went into a period of 
dechne, and not until 1957 did the 
reservation's "come back" as a train- 
ing site for the Virginia Guard begin. 
The SMR now has a housing capac- 
ity for about 1,740 personnel. 

In 1960, the city of Virginia Beach 
renamed thehighway running through 
thecamp "General Booth Boulevard" 
honoring the then-Adjutant General 
of Virginia, Major Gen. Paul M. 
Booth. In 1968, Virginia Beach ob- 
tained the rights to use a total of 4 1 8 
acres of state land for the construc- 
tion of a Fire Training Center; the 
Birdneck Elementary School; the 
municipal tennis courts at Owls 
Creek; the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum; and, the Redwing Golf 
Course. 

The city is in the process of nego- 
tiating with the commonwealth for 
the purchase of all the land presently 
leased. 

The federal government leases 41 
acres for use by the Virginia Air 
Guard construction Engineer Unit. 
.Of the apfH-oximately 1,000 acres 
belonging to the resovation, only 
about 300 acres are used for training 
and military living space. 

The State Military Reservation is 
bounded by the Atlantic Ocean beach; 
by U.S. Navy properly; by municipal 
facilities; and, by nice residential 
neighborhoods. The site is a five- 
minute drive south of the Virginia 
Beach resort area. It is a I6-minute 
drive from Oceana Naval Air Station 
and the Dam Neck Fleet Command 
Training Center. 

The training site provides barracks, 
individual quarters, classrooms and 
logistical support facilities for the 
year round activities of the Virginia 
National Guard. Additionally, be- 
cause the site is federally funded, all . 
components of the Armed forces 
make use of the site. Other govern- 
mental agencies and local commu- 
nity agencies and local community 



service organizations also conduct 
activities at the State Military Reser- 
vation. 

The roster of visiting organizations 
during one week in July is typical of 
tiie range of training site u.sers. It 
inc luded a Marine Corps reserve unit; 
a U.S. Army Reserve school unit; the 
Navy Sea Cadets; a Virginia National 
Guard unit; the Virginia Military 
Academy; a Boy Scout Troop; a 
NJROTC group; and active Army 
unit; a Drug Abuse Resistance Edu- 
cation (D.A.R.E.)course;and,a Viet- 
nam Veterans p'oup field demon- 
stration. 

It is not unusual for Army aviation 
units, which come to Hatnpton Roads 
to tfain with U.S. Navy elements, lo 
be temporarily berthed at the training 
site. 

In recent years, some National 
Guard troops destined for Desert 
Shield operations,and more recently, 
for the Sinai Peninsula peace keeping 
operations, were processed through 
this U'aining site. 

Several organizations are perma- 
nent tenants of the State Military 
Reservation. The training site staff is 
an element of the State Area Com- 
mand of the Virginia national Guard. 
The 203rd Civil Engineering FUght 
of the Virginia Air National Guard 
(better known as "Red Horse") occu-

pies several facilities recently con- 
structed at a cost of S6.5 million. The 
329th Area Support Group of the 
Virginia Army National Guard is lo- 
cated on the site within an armwy 
constructed in the past decade. The 
Virginia Beach Mounted Police oc- 
cupies an office and a stable area at 
the site. 

An article in an old Virginia 
Guardpost read, "From the day in 
1913 when the first troops arrived for 
summer camp, through two world 
wars, and down to the present day, 
three-quarters of a century after its 
founding, the SMR is still serving the 
needs of the commonwealth's 
Guardsmen. 

"It has been very adept in meeting 
the ever-changing demands that the 
nation's defense requirements have 
placed on it, as its changes of name 
through the years reflect Having gone 
from the "StateRifleRange"to "State 
Military Reservation" to "Camp 
Pendleton" and back again to State 
Military Reservation, it has always 
met the challenge of change and come 
up the better for the experience. 

"As thecommonwealth approaches 
the 21st century, there can be no 
doubt the SMR will maintain its right- 
ful place as a valuable asset to the 
Virginia National Guard and there- 
fore to the nation as a whole. The 
tradition continues!"

Whadaya know, Joe? 

If someone is a country music legend, 
then Joe Hoppel has probably met them. 

If it's one of the hot hits by Nashville's 
rising young stars, Joe Hoppel probably 
knows it. 

If it's what listeners want to hear, Joe 
Hoppel will probably play it. 

For 38 years WCMS-FM's indefatigable 
Hoppel has been waking up Hamptqn Roads 
listeners with his special brand of down- 
home humor and charm — and winning a 
place in their hearts. 

Along the way he's been named "Citizen 
of the Decade" by area Ruritans and named 
one of the top five country music radio 
personalities in the United States by ihc 
Country Music Association in Nashville. In 
1984, he was named Country Music New 
Magazine's Country Music Broadcaster of 
the Year. 

Not bad for a guy who who admits he got 
into broadcasting "kind of by accident." 

"1 was looking for a a summer job, 
recalled the good-natured Hoppel, Ircsh 
from his 5:40 to 10 a.m. on-air ..shift, "My 
mom was reading the small weekly and saw 
where they were going to start this litlle 
radio station in our town and were looking 
for locals to run \\." 

The young Hoppel, a native of Nicktown, 
Pa., joined "about a hundred other folks" for 
auditions. Today he still remembers the 
Penzoil commercial he had to read lo pass 
the test. 

A couple of weeks later he got called 
back for an interview and was hired. 
Working everything from small "gopher" 
jobs to board work, Hoppel graduated from 
high school and looked to college. 

"I started writing away to colleges with 
radio courses," he said, "but I couldn't find 
one with a practical program. I still don't 
know of one." 

Eventually, Hoppel graduated from a radio 
trade school in 1952 and hired by WLOW in 
Portsmouth for the overnight shift. 

"I hadn't even heard of Portsmouth!" 
Hoppel grinned, noting he'd gotten the job 
through his radio school. "I asked, 'How do 
you get there?' They told me to take the 
train to Norfolk, then hop the ferry to 
Portsmouth. I thought, 'Ferry! I'm going to 
an island!' 1 arrived in August 1952 and it 
was so humid. I gave the guy my baggage 
check at the ferry and they told me, 
"Baggage? It won't come for three days!'" 

With only the clothes on his back, young 
Hoppel spent his first night at the radio 
station and soon signed on for the first time. 

"I played what they called 'pop' music 
back then — Tony Bennett, Joe Stafford, 
that kind of thing," he reflected. 

While at WLOW HoppeLgot his first 
introduction to country music, more 
commonly known as "hillbilly," while 
filling in for "Sheriff Tex" Davis' show. 

Hoppel moved to WCMS, Hampton 
Roads' country music leader, in 1955. 

"And I've been here ever since," he 
added. 

Splitting his time between imisic dirccicr, 
promotions director, program dirocior ;ind 
disc jockey, Hoppel opted to go on-air lull- 
time in 1979 because he's most ai home 
behind the microphone. He oven uirned 
down the position as station manager in 
1980 for it. 

"They said, 'What do you want lo bo, .i 
60-year-old disc jockey?' 1 ihoughi. Win 
not!'" 

In his 41 years at WCMS, Hoppel has 
developed quite a following. 

"If you're around this long, you re bound 
to," he mused. "1 get birthday cakes and 
people remember my wedding anniversary 
Country music fans are like that." 

The best part of the job? It's a loss-up 
Interaction with the listeners places high on 
his list, as does what Hoppel calls ilio 
payback stuff." In his position as a ^\oll- 
known Hampton Roads radio personality, he 
is often called upon to emcee events, sersc 
on various boards and "helping chanties in 
whatever way I can," 

Of course, it doe.sn't hurl thai ho gets lo 
rub elbows with the "rich and lanion^ 
either. 
» He's got the pictures to show for ii. 

Lining the walls of Hoppel's small office. 
in large frames and small, are hundreds ol 
photographs with country music's big nanu ^ 
over the years: Garth Brooks, George Jcinos, 
Dolly Parton, Reba McEniire, Johnny Cash, 
Dwight Yokum and even Captain Kangaroo. 
In each picture Hoppel is humorously 
caught as a captive in a star's headlcKk 




His favorite? 

"Probably Dolly," he said mischievou.sly. 
"I call ihe-picture 'The Three Boobs!"" 

Hoppel has never taken his success fix- 
granted. 

"I've been very fortunate," he said. 
"Everything good thai has ever happened to 
me just sort of fell in my lap, and I've been 
very grateful." 

Hoppel even met his wife. Sue, through 
the medium. 

"There was this girl who used to call up 
every Sunday and ask for the same song, 
'Tenderiy' by Stan Kenton. But she'd never 
give her name," he said. 

Finally, Hoppel finagled her name and her 
heart, and the two have been married for 40 
years. They have five children and nine 
grandchildren and make their home in 
Virginia Beach. 

Active in local charities, Hoppel is most 
involved with the Arthritis Foundation. In 
1958, he became a member of the board of 
the Tidewater branch. He has served as 
u-easurer, secretary and vice president and 
four terms as president. From 1978 through 
1983, he was vice president of the Virginia 
board and awarded the National Volunteer 
Service Citation in 1977. 
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In 19K5, the Arthritis Foundation's stale 
board honored Hoppel as Fund-Raiser of the 
Year for the slate and local chapter. He has 
promoted and hosted the annual Joe Hoppel 
Arthritis Foundation Bowlaihon, raising over 
SI 00,00 for research and education, and was 
awarded the James P. Mills Lifeiinic 
,'\chievemeni Award in 1989, 

Hoppel has received many requests to be 
master of ceremonies and has served as 
eincoe for the Virginia Beach Departmcni 
of Parks and Recreation Joy Day. He has 
judged chill, beauty, hat, "Just Say No To 
Drugs," talent and poster contests. Since 
1988, he has been spokosman lor Sentry 
Food Marls.

The music of angels

Visitors learn it was 'feast or famine' 
on home's 17th-century Food Tour

Harvest celebrations and festivals 
have probably been going on since 
primitive man first learned to 
gather nuts, preserve berries and 
store them both for later use. 

For early man, it was often a 
matter of feast or famine. 

Wild game in 17th-century 
Lower Norfolk County was widely 
available. Deer, turkeys, rabbits, 
squirrels and wild cattle roamed the 
Virginia forests. 

The catfish were jumping, and 
the cotton might have been high. 
But the living wasn't easy. 

According to Alice Tripp, 
interpreter at the Thoroughgood 
House in Virginia Beach, 17th- 
century settlers in Virginia "did not 
have an easy time nor did they have 
the abundance of foods" that we 
select from today. 

Things were much different then. 

What foods were available to 
17th-century settlers in Virginia? 
That, essentially, is the concept 
behind the "17th-Century Food 
Tour" sponsored by the 
Thoroughgood House. Settlers in 
Colonial America from Virginia to 
New England experienced severe 
problems with food. In the early 
going, Capt. John Smith acquired 
food for the settlers at Jamestown 
by trading trinkets, beads, and 
copper for Indian corn. It was 
Smith who established the 
principle that "Those who don't 
work, don't eat " at the Jamestown 
Settlement. After Smith was 
injured in a gunpowder explosion 
and relumed to England for medical 
attention, Virginia settlers 
struggled through the starving time 
of 1609. Most of the settlers 
starved to death. 

Those early years in Virginia 
were difficult indeed. There were 
rumors of cannibalism. One settler 
killed his wife and salted her down 
to preserve her body for future 
consumption. When there was not 
enough food to go around, folks 
became less discriminating in their 
eating habits. 

The winter months were the 
most difficult because food was in 
shortest supply. When food stores 
were low, Alice Tripp explained, 
the settlers in Lower Norfolk 
County turned to the Lynnhaven 
River for its abundance of fish and 
shellfish. They wasted nothing. 
Even the oyster shells were ground 
up — mixed with water, sand, and 
animal hair — to make mortar aid 
plaster. 

When women arrived in

Virginia, things became "more 
civilized" in terms of food varieties 
an certain other amenities. Women 
brought vegetable fruit, and herb 
seeds to plant "kitchen gardens" 
reminiscent of those in England, 
Tripp observed. Pumpkins quickly 
became a common garden crop 
because they were easily grown and 
versatile. Pumpkin would be 
prepared as a vegetable and served 
as mashed potatoes or as a sweet 
dish as in pies or custard. 

Florence Kimberly Turner in 
"Gateway to the New World; A 
History of Princess Anne County, 
Virginia 1607-1824" points out the 
Chasapean (and others) Indians 
"have left us a legacy of Indian 
words that are now a familiar part 
of our language." 

Although few Indian place names 
have survived — Croatan and 
Pungo — countless names of 
native animals, names of 
indigenous trees and domestic foods 
have survived. 

That came as no surprise to Alice 
Tripp who wrote "The 17th- 
century Food Tour" research 
report. 

Not only did the the Chesapeans 
show the settlers which foods were 
edible, they demonstrated how to 
prepare them. Persimmon, pecan, 
paw-paw, pumpkin, squash, pone, 
hominy and succotash were among 
the foods, hence words, introduced 
to the English by the local natives. 

Com, maize, was the "wonder 
crop and the Indians taught the 
white man how to plant corn and 
to grind it and cook it," explained 
Tripp. 

Corn could be made into 
compone, hominy, succotash and a 
flat com bread. 

"Popcorn, in the 17th century, 
was served with sugar and cream 
and eaten as we do cereal today," 
commented interpreter Nancy 
Baker. 

She also pointed out that the 
Indians also taught the colonists to 
preserve native foods by drying and 
smoking them. 

During the 17th century in 
Virginia, the hearth, or fireplace, 
was at the core of family life. In 
addition to the place where meals 
were prepared, it was a source of 
heat and light, as well. There were 
no protective screens so fires had to 
be watched constantly. 

House fires were frequent and 
deaths that resulted from fire related 
injuries were second only to child- 
bearing deaths for Colonial 
women. 

"Embers from the hearth set the 
floor-length dresses of women on 
fire and death often occurred due to 
the burn wounds that became 
infected," observed Baker. 

An amazing assortment of 
kitchen hardware was available and 
necessary for cooking meals on an 
open hearth. In addition to ladles, 
spoons, grills, trivets and tongs, 
there were lugpoles, U'ammels and 
hooks used to adjust pots and 
kettles to the desired level above 
the embers. In front of the fire, the 
housewife turned and basted the 
meat while it slowly roasted. 

"In the 17th century a spicebox 
was a status symbol," noted Nancy 
Baker as she pointed to sturdy 
wooden box in the parlor at the 
Thoroughgood House. "Spices 
were expensive and only the rich 
could afford them....spiceboxes 
were kept locked," she added. 

"Herbs were grown in herb

well as for their fragrance," said 
' Baker. "People in the 17th century 
believed that bathing regularly was 
unhealthy," she said waving her 
hand in front of her nose. Tliey 
thought of dirt as a kind of coating 
that protected them from disease." 

Herbs, as well as spices, were 
1 7th century air fresheners; they 
helped mask unpleasant household 
aid personal odors. Spicy 
pomanders were worn around the 
necks of both ladies gentlemen to 
ward off illness, bad luck and bad 
smells. 

Spices and peppercorns were 
commonly used to mask the smell 
and taste of "slightly spoiled" 
meat. 

Cooking a meal was a full-time 
job in itself. With the help of an 
indentured servant or a family 
member, it was time consuming 
and labor intensive. 

Stewing, boiling and roasting 
were the most prevalent forms of 
cooking food. 

During the 1600s, dinner 
was generally served in the early 
afternoon in the common room on 
a table made from a long, narrow 
board. The foods were 
unpretentious. A typical meal, 
might have consisted of bean 
porridge, a pork stew, and other 
vegetables or fruits. 

The parents sal at the table if 
there were chairs and the children 
stood while being fed from their 
parents' plates, called trenchers 
because they had depressions in the 
plate to keep stews and sauces froni 
spilling. At the conclusion of the 
meal the wooden trenchers were 
wiped clean and put away (the term 
trench mouth is related to this form 
of eating). 

Water was never served as a 
beverage. Ale was the standard, and 
by the late 17th century domestic 
and imported whiskeys were also 
popular. 

When the apple crop was 
favorable, cider replaced ale in 
popularity. Colonists quickly 
discovered that brews could be 
made from pumpkins, maple sugar 
and persimmons. Although the 
flavor was different, the desired 
effect was just as agreeable. Tea, 
coffee and chocolate were 
eventually, of course, brought to 
America from England. 

The posset pot was a ceranc 
container that was tilled with 
breadcrumbs, spices, milk and rum. 

"It was used for medicinal 
purposes," noted interpreter Nancy 
Baker. "A few swallows from the 
or' posset pot might relieve the 
sympinms of any number of 
ailments, for a while anyway." 

While her husband was relieving 
his pain at a local tavern, the lady 
of the house might be home taking 
a gulp from the posset pot. C^' 
course, it was unladylike to 
become intoxicated in those days, 
but a nip for medicinal purposes 
was permissible 

Of course, drunkenness for the 
master of the estate was generally 
excused. If he passed out at a 
tavern, the tavern keeper would 
throw him on his ^rse and send 
him home where he might 
eventually arrive to find his 
mistress passed out in a chair 
Jiolding the posset pot. M^ 
Newton Stanard, in Colonial 
Virginia; It's People and 
Custoins," stressed that "a 
pr<Aibitionist in Colonial Aroaica 
would have been considered a 
lunatic. 

"It was a drinking age. In 
Virginia, a julep befwe bt&MaA 
was believed to give protection 
against malaria, and a toddy, or 
glass of wine, punch or beer u 
almost anytime « the day or night 
to be good for ttie body as well ^ 
cheering the spirit ami 
indispensable to the practice (rf 
hospitality." 

"Early 17th-century An^K:ans 



loved to entertain. Wealthy 
•families used Delftware plates and 
bowls, and large napkins," 
emphasized Tripp. 

It is easy to understand why 
harvests were cause for feasting in 
the early years, of American 
Colonial settlement. A good 
harvest improved the outlook few 
the immediate and distant future. 

To say the least, food, its 
preparation and manner in which it 
was consumed were astonishingly 
different during the 1600s; life 
around harvest time was good, but 
at other times, it wasn't always 
easy by modem standards. 

The "i7th-Ceniury Food Tour" at 
the Adam Thoroughgood House 
enhances any visitor's 
understanding of what food and life 
was life in 17th-century Virginia.

were also an all-time record totaling 
S219 million. Alwul $.74 of eacli 
dollar spent by visitors is spent on 
lodging and restaurants, the study 
shows. 

The data recorded in the survey 
indicates that, given better weather, 
the season would have been even 
better and gives "reason to suspect a 
rise in core visitation lo Virginia 
Beach and sets(s) a tone of optimism 
for the 1997 summer season," the 
survey concludes. 

The continued positive perception 
of the l)each by visitors is "the most 
importantpieceof information pined 
from the summer survey," the re- 
searchers note. Over the past five 
years, visitors "tended to have rising 
perceptions about the beach. They 
view it as cleaner, 'classier,' more 
visually appealing, less rundown and 
more enjoyable." According to the 
study, "this perception manifests it- 
self in rising repeal visitation rates 
and plans to return to the beach," — 
nearly 80 percent of those surveyed 
said they would return to Virginia 
Beach within the next two years — 
an increase of 2 1 .2 percentage points 
over the past five years and more than 
10 percentage points in the past year 
alone. 

The survey also reveals "substan- 
tial changes" in the way visitors are 
spending their off-beach time, with 
visitors choosing to spend more time 
at ihe oceanfront th» ev» before, 
and record atwndance at the newfv 



expanded Virginia Marine Science 
Museum, a "sharp increase" over 
summer 1995, with 31.5 percent of 
summer, 1996 visitors attending ac- 
tivities at the museum. "Expansion 
of thermuseum appears to have had a 
substantial effect on how visitors 
spend their non-beach time," the study 
concludes. 

The most important change ob- 
served in the summer, 1996 tourism 
market, according lo the survey, is a 
"dramatic turnaround in Canadian 
visitation." The Canadians are back 
in significant numbers, which doubled 
from summer, 1995 to summer, 1996. 
Canadians made up 7.7 percent of all 
Virginia Beach summer visitors this 
year compared to 4 . 1 percent in 1 995 . 
The return of Canadian visitors re- 
verses a decline in visitation since 



summer, 1 993 caused by a decline in 
the exchange value of the Canadian 
dollar and subsequent problems in 
the Canadian economy, the study 
says. 

The survey was managed and con- 
ducted by an independentsurveycom- 
pany, Coniincnutl Research Inc. of 
Virginia Beach, whose professional 
interviewers conducted 2,085 per- 
sonal, on-site interviews in the board- 
walk/beach area along Atlantic Av- 
enue in three separate intervals spread 
across the summer. Data acquired 
through the siu^veys was turned over 
to Old Dominion University's Bu- 
reau of Research of the College of 
business and Public Administration 
where it was analyzed and compiled 
by Drs. GilbertR. Yochum and Vinod 
B. Agarwal.

What that means is a nautical 
theme using 300,000 light bulbs, 
10 new displays and the impression 
that you are driving above sea level 
and then traveling below it. This 
comes with a little help from bliK 
and white bubbles, sea grass, 
shark, squid, and more. 

"The real big change is now, as 
people pay for their tickets at the 
ticket booth, they'll be given a 
cassette so they get to listen to 
Christmas music on the way," said 
Byrne. 

The cassette, with commentary 
by f^dio personality Eric Wordcn, 
Includes music by local artists such 
as Powerplay, the Chosen Choir, 
Bob Glass, Bill Deal and Fat 
Ammon. 

"Because of what it is — it's a 
celebration of the holiday season 
— and music is a large part of that 
for everybody, we wanted people to 
be able to listen to it." 

There were other options, but 
none of them seemed to work out. 
Some radio stations play 
Christmas tunes, but they arc 
either inappropriate for a general 
audience or contain too many 
interruptions. 

Piping in holiday music on the 
boardwalk would be very 
expensive, too weak and rather 
intermittent. 

Instead, people can play the free 
tape in their cars for the two-and-a- 
quarter-mile display and take it 
home afterwards. 

One thing they won't have to 
worry about, however, is 
pedestrians. 

They are not allowed on tlw 
boardwalk or bike path. People 
may cross at designated manned 
areas to walk down to the beach . 

"We've done thai for safely 
reasons," Byrne explained. "We've 
turned off all the sidewalk light 
because it detracts from the scenes. 
There are guide wires and safety 
wires to support the structures. 
They're not in anybody's way in 
the daylight, but because it's daric 
out there you can't see where the 
path starts and stops. Plus, the 
number of cars going through, you 
don't want people to walk into 
traffic." 

This policy was implemented 
last year. 

"Something must be working, 
because we had no accidents or 
injuries," Byrne noted. "There was 
no one hurt and no mishaps 
whatsoever. That's mostly due to 
we deploy a staff of 20 to 30 
people every night."

Today he is president- 
elect of the same organization 
his father led, as well as active 
in the Old Dominion University 
Filipino-American Alumni 
Chapter. He is a founding 
member. 

He also serves on the Board of 
Advisors of ODU's Filipino 
American Cultural Student 
Center and as a youth advisor for 
the Filipino-American Youth 
Club of Hampton Roads. 

Villenueva is also a Fund- 
Raising Steering Committee 
member for the Filipino 
Aposialaie of Hampton Rotds 
and co-chairman of the Phillipine 
and American Friendship Day 
Picnic held annually. 

Raised in a Filipino-American 
household, Villenueva has a 
unique perspective of 
multicultural issues. As a 
Legislative Committee member 
of the Virginia Beach Human 
Rights Commission, he seeks to 
add that insight. 



Hampton Roads has come a 
long way in accepting different 
cultures and heritages, he noted, 
but it still has some way to go. 

"Since Virginia Beach is a 
young community, we try to 
invite the people in to get to 
know us so they won't have any 
racial stereotypes about us. We 
need to break the racial barriers," 
he explained. 

Villenueva is also dedicated to 
education issues and volunteered 
in 1995 for the Virginia Beach 
Safe Schools Task Force. 

"There were a lot of issues 
facing us," he said, noting teen 
and gang violence were "running 
right. We looked into ways to tap 
into established resources and 
existing programs to make the 
schools safer." 

Chairman of the Virginia 
Beach Republican Outreach 
Programs, Villenueva was chosen 
in 1994 to serve on the Virginia 
Equal Opportunity Council. 

As Virginia Beach's 
Outstanding Young Citizen, he is 
a representative voice of the 
city's future. What does 
Villenueva see as its top 
concerns? 

"First, there are many good 
things going on in Virginia Beach 
right now. We've got a good city 
council, a great mayor, a new 
amphitheater. But there are 
issues facing the schools. I think 
people are concerned about 
returning their credibility. 



"Concern number two is 
economic development. You 
know what I hear all the time? 
Virginia Beach is a great place 
to live, but the job market 
stinks." 

As a young person, Villenueva 
would also like to see more of his 
peers becoming active in their 
communities. 

"People take so much for 
granted. But we've got to learn 
that we just can't take. We have 
to give back," he said. "Myself, 
I've been blessed to grow up here 
— I've kind of taken a real 
'ownership' in the city. This is 
also a great place to raise a 
family." 

Villenueva, contributions 
coordinator at Regent, is 
president of the school's Student 
Political Foundation and is 
pursuing a master's degree in 
public policy. 

Previous achievements include 
the Phillipine American 
Community erf Tidewater 
Outstanding Young Professional 
Award, Virginia Beach Human 
Rights Commission Award for 
Citizenship, National Defense 
Ribbon from the United Stales 
Coast Guard Reserves and the 
U.S. Coast Guard Reserve Good 
Conduct Medal. 

Villenueva will be honored by 
the Virginia Beach Jaycees at an 
awards banquet Dec. 16.

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Mock outbreak, real-life experience 



EVMS medical 
students get 
hands-on training 
at Va. Wesleyan

The situation looked rather 
bleak as the victims, tied 
together by just one common 
denominator, filtered into the 
Boyd Dining Hall on the Virginia 
Wesleyan campus last week. 

Food poisoning. 

Dozens of health department 
officials listened carefully to 
each person's complaints — 
ranging from nausea to vomiting 
and diarrhea — and scrawled the 
data into notebooks. 

The challenge? Maintain the 
situation and quell victims' 
uneasiness. The mission? Find 
the culprit. 

Fear not, Wesleyan students. 
The dining hall food is still safe. 
Thursday's hysteria was actually 
a mock epidemic staged to give 
future doctors a sample of real- 
life emergency. 

As cases of food-borne illness 
broke out in Hampton Roads, 
second-year medical students at 
Eastern Virginia Medical School 
(EVMS) became "disease 
detectives" for the day as they 
looked for causes and ways to 
prevent the real thing. 

Across Hampton Roads — in 
Norfolk, Chesapeake, Virginia 
Beach and Newport News — 100 
students got hands-on experience 
in the field of community 
medicine. 

"We've got an outbreak 
.here that's pretty complex," 
observed Dr. Daniel Dickenson, 
director of the Eastern Shore 
Health District, as he prepped 
students for the awaiting 
onslaught. "How many of you 
people think we can solve this?" 

Warned they'd have to deal 
with irate, perhaps hysterical 
victims, the media and fmding 
the cause of the food-borne 
illness, about 20 percent of the 
25 med students gathered at 
Wesleyan were sure of a solution. 

The deluge began with a single 
phone call, a woman who'd 
attended a wedding reception the 
previous evening and found 
herself sinking fast. 

Med student Brian Ragland, 
portraying a health worker, took 
careful notes. 

"I ' started not feeling good 
around 10 o'clock," the voice 
came from the speaker phone. "It 
was just before I went to bed."

Slowly the first cases came 
trickling in to the remaining 
'health workers," already divided 
into three teams: history, 
environment and support. 

"I came in around midnight and 
just started feeling real sick," 
Annette Scanlon said quietly, 
portraying the part of a sick 
wedding attendee. "We'd been at 
the reception and ate, I guess, a 
little bit of everything." 

Trying to single out a culprit, 
the students probed more. 

Complaining of severe nausea 
and headache, Scanlon began to 
slowly list the items she'd 
consumed — steamed shrimp, 
teriyaki chicken, cheese and 
crackers, stuffed mushrooms, 
crab balls, mini cream puffs and 
other party delicacies. 

The guess: it could be 
anything. 

Tony Caro ten uto, 
environmental health specialist 
with the Virginia Beach Health 
Department, watched the 
situation carefully. 

"We're attempting to help 
these medical students learn 
about community medicine, how 
to handle outbreaks, how to deal 
with the public when there's a 
problem and how to compile the 
information," he said. 

This was no classroom lecture. 

"This is a real-life situation," 
Carotenuto continued. "This 
helps everyone. We were asked 
by EVMS to assist, so it's great 



to have trained doctors helping 
and it ke^ us on our toes." 

It was a Virst for the Virginia 
Beach Health Department as 
well as other health agencies 
throughout Hampton Roads 
participating in the event. 

Lance Reeves, a Virginia 
Beach Health Department health 
counselor and licensed 
professional counselor, was 
enjoying the chance to "turn the 
tables" on his young counterparts. 

"I'm a victim," he said simply. 
"1 ate at a wedding reception and 
now I'm sick. I've done role 
playing before, but nothing like 
this!" 

Chlsiun Chun, program 
coordinator for EVMS' Center of 
Generalist Medicine, helped 
organize the mock epidemic. 

She noted that the idea was 
originated by Dr. Nancy Welch, 
director of public health in 
Chesapeake and co-chair the 
Community Advisory Medicine 
Committee. 

She anticipates the event will 
becoine part of the curriculum for 
second-year students, but the 
scenarios would change annually. 

"This is an exciting way to 
teach skills and handling of an 
epidemic situation — skills that 
every medical student should 
know," Chun said. "Listening to 
the patient's symptoms and 
taking care of them is only half 
the job. You need to find out, if 
you can, what is causing the 
illness and prevent it from 



happening again." 

Coordinating the day-long 
mock epidemic at four sites was 
no easy task. Each health 
department picked the site for its 
event and enlisted citizens to 
pretend they were sick. 

"We hope the students will 
learn the mechanics of an 
epidemic, know what questions 
to ask and who to talk to, and the 
community resources to tap 
into," Chun continued. 

The mock epidemic was also 
good for building team skills. 

Katherine Schmidt, taking a 
break from her role as a history 
team member collecting medical 
information, took a break from 
the steady stream of victims to 
offer her insight. 

"I think it's really neat — 
much more interesting than I 
thought it would be,' she noted. 

"I didn't expect it to be neariy 
this interactive, maybe hokey. 
But this is realistic. I think this 
training will be important, 
because many of us are planning 
to practice primary care. If we're 
ever in a situation where we need 
to identify an epidemic, we'll 
have 4he skills. And I'm having a 
good time!" 

And just what was the culprit? 

Several hours later, weary firom 
recording data, interviewing 
patients and forming their 
hypothesis, the students 
presented their findings: the crab 
balls tainted by a food preparer 
with an infected cut on his hand. 



Amnesty supporters 'Rise to The Challenge'

camp, the wife of a man who had 
been imprisoned and tortured in 
Guatemala, a relative of a 

murder victim, and a 13-year-old 
Canadian boy who has brought 
about significant change in 
Canada after learning about the 
exploitation of children being 
sold into child labor, were only 
some of the motivational 
speakers available to share their 
stories. 

"1 was listening to the radio 
today and they were talking 
about the situation in Africa and 
the situation in Bosnia," said 
Obcmctorf. 

"Wherever I turn, it seems that 
human beings have lost sight of 
the importance of that magic 
spark in another human being. I 
probably am much more sensitive 
to this simply because if it had 
not been for the good fortune that 
my parents were both in 
America, I could have been bom 
in Europe and I could have 
wound up in one of the 
concentration camps there. I 
never lose sight of that," she said. 

Other opening speakers at 
the conference included a local 
activist, Martha Walker, who 
serves as co-coordinator of the 
Norfolk Local Group. 

"I hope that you will enjoy the 
spirit of activism that we're going 
to develop here this weekend," 
She aiid to a mostly-young crowd 
in attendance at the opening 
reception. 

William Shuiz, executive 
director of AIUSA, and Vemice 
Guthrie, founder and executive 
director of Afrikan Interlink, were 
also a part of the op«»ing line-up. 



During Oberndorfs address to 
the young crowd, she said. "1 
realize that Amnesty 
International has been in 
existence since 1961, and that 
probably doesn't mean much to 
all of you young people sitting 
out there, but that was the year 
that my husband and I got 
married," she noted. 

"We have a good marriage, so I 
figure you all must be doing well 
in the organization, because 
you've worked for human and 
social justice and you've 
publicized the need of every 
person to protect the rights of 
others," she said. 

And that's exactly what Dave 
Laibstain, a 17-year-old Norfolk 
Academy student with a special 
interest in student rights, wants to 
do — protect the rights of others, 
particularly students. 

"I hope to learn a lot about 
some of the areas we can get 
involved in," he said. "I want to 
get members of the group more 
involved.

Giulia Campanaro, a IQ-yraff- 
old AI student area co-onlinator 
for the Philadelphia area was 
visiting the Beach. "I'm a 
resource person for high schools, 
colleges and some middle 
schools that have Amnesty 
International groups in tteir 
schools," she said. Campanaro 
has achieved a sense d 
Kcomplishment on a world le\%l 



through her contributions to 
Amnesty. 

"It's very activist based, so 
you're actively participating in 
changes that can happen." 

Nick Crosson, a 25-year-old 
who has been involved with 
Amnesty since he was 16 years 
old, was also visiting from 
Philadelphia. 

"I'm still involved simply 
because Amnesty is one of the 
main entities in the world that 
prevent people with no power 
from being stomped on by the 
people that do have power," he 
said. 

"As far as solidarity goes — 
being involved for so long reaHy 
allows you to belong to an 
international community, all 
working for the same thing, and 
that's human rights of all people. 
It's been an eye-opening 
experience," he noted.

"I've worked for Amnesty fa- 
nine years," explained Longo.

When most people think of 
puzzles, they think of dining 
room table strewn with jigsaw 
pteces. 

Virginia Beach crafter Bonnie 
Munden looks at a puzzle piece 
and sees jewelry. 

"I've been making jewelry for 
six years," said Munden. "I make 
puzzle pins with different sports 
and symbols of special hobbies 
and other requests that people 
ask for." 

On her display boards, there are 
pins for bowlers, teachers, soccer 
moms, musicians, angel 
collectors, Noah's ark collectors 
and many other styles. 

Munden does the craft show 
circuit. Recently she showed her 
work in Chesapeake. Her next 
show was at the Virginia 
Christmas Show at the 
Showplace. It is rated second in 
the nation and was on 
Mechanicsville Road near 
Richmond. While she is gone, 
her husband, Walter helps take 
care of things back home. 

"After the show in Chesapeake, 
I came home and made a 
hundred pins that night," said 
Munden and she Smiled. "People 
come up to me and ask me if I 
have a pin for basketball or if I 
have one with ballet slippers on 
it. Teachers' pins with an apple 
on them are also a popular item, 
especially with the elementary 
school teachers. " 

Her mind is always 
contemplating fresh, new designs. 
Last year, angel jewelry was high 
in demand. This year she 
includes angels, but also 
concentrates on hobby items. In 
addition, she makes decorated 
picture frames. 

"I'll put a picture of my two 
girls at the beach in a frame 
decorated with nautical items," 
said Munden, "and then when I 
sell the frame, I take their picture

Her prices are reasonable. That 
fact is another drawing card. She 
doesn't believe in asking too 
much for her work. This helps 
create a volume of sales for 
Munden. 

The most unusual collection of 
jewelry she made was related to 
an injury she suffered. 

"1 broke my ankle a few years 
ago. When the doctor removed 
the metal plate, screws and pins 
they used to fix it, I sanitized 
them and made myself a pin and 
earrings with the hardware. The 
medical staff was fascinated by 
it." 

Everything can be potential 
material for her craft. Her girls 
find acorns and other items on 
the ground that they bring home 
and she uses in jewelry. 

Munden has taught classes on 
making the jewelry. Presently, 
she is so busy creating that she 
no longer has time to teach 
others. She finds the craft 
soothing and considers it a form 
of therapy. 

Her twin girls, Caitlin and 
Adriane, are 7 years old and 
attend second grade at Tallwood 



Elementary School in Virginia 
Beach. The twins are very close. 
Having separate bedrooms, 
Caitlin and Adriane enjoy having 
a sicepover with each other on 
Friday nights. 

Caitlin has health problems 
that require close supervision. 
The 7-year-oid has been through 
three open heart surgeries. There 
arc a number of complications 
with her heart She has two 
chambers instead of four and has 
had artificial shunts inserted. 
Caitlin has been to Johns 
Hopkins University for medical 
care as well. 

For Munden, the angel jewelry 
has had special meaning for her. 

"1 always put a piece of angel 
jewelry on Caitlin's pillow when 
she's on her way into surgery," 
she said. 

Caitlin is doing well now and 
both twins have been getting 
ready for coming holidays. 
Munden stays busy keeping the 
girls happy and making her 
jewelry. It seems that she has 
found a way to create beauty out 
of a puzzle. And life can 
certainly be a puzzle.

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The simple truth about 
the first Thanksgiving 

Virginia's claim 
to holiday is 
forgotten in 
history books

The American public has been 
inteniionally misled for nearly four 
centuries in regard lo the 
circumstances surrounding the first 
Thanksgiving observance in the 
New World. 

It's about time — indeed long 
overdue — that the record be set 
straight. 

This crafty indoctrination began 
in New England and, through 
propaganda, spread as a contagious 
disease throughout the nation. 
Even today Thanksgiving Day 
evokes the images of Pilgrims and 
Plymouth Rock, the Mayflower 
andCapi. Miles Standish. Some of 
our most impressionable 
countrymen even believe that the 
turkey is our national bird. 

In October of 1621 in Plymouth, 
New England a harvest celebration 
did actually occur. Chief Massasoit 
and 90 male warriors were in 
attendance. For three days colonists 
and Indians gorged themselves on 
venison, spit-cooked over an open 
fire. Roast duck, geese, clams, 
smoked eel, groundnuts, peas, 
herbs, com pone and "Injun" breao 
(corn-rye) were also part of the fare. 
Wine made from wild grapes was 
in good supply as well. 

All of this is true and factual; it 
can be documented beyond 
question. ' 

It is also accurate that roughly 

half of the original contingent ttf 

Plynwuth settlers had survived a 

•harsh winter rife with sickness and 

fraught with hunger. 

By October of 1621, the 
prospects of these colonists had 
been enhanced enormously by an 
abundant harvest. Their 
circumstances now seemed more 
promising than desperate. 
Following the first harsh winter 
their agricultural success in terms 
of a bountiful harvest gave them 
conviction that the coming winter 
would not be a repetition of the 
last. At least, they would not go 
hungry. 
Thank God! 

Their food, health and housing 
had been improved, and they had a 
peace ucaty with Massasoit. Their 
future unquestionably looked 
brighter. 

They certainly had more than 
good cause to be thankful. But this 
was not the first Thanksgiving 
observance in the English New 
World. 

Credit the New Englanders with 
founding the first college in North 
America. Harvard is a great school. 
Recognize the Puritans and 
Pilgrims for lack of religious 
tolerance. Acknowledge that New 
Englanders were masters when it 
came lu irying and hanging 
witches. They hold the record, 19. 
Applaud the Puritans for their 
lough stand on moral issues. 
But, please, don't credit them

with the first Thanksgiving! That 
distinction rightfully belongs to a 
band of Virginia colonists. 

One might expect the site 
of the first Thanksgiving to be at 
Jamestown in 1607, or perhaps 
following the horrendous starving 
time of 1609.

with three miles of river front, was 
the location of the first 
Thanksgiving observation. That 
was on Dec. 4, 1619. 

After receiving their patent from 
Sir George Yeardley at Uie 
governor's new house in 
Jamestown, the settlers and crew 
sailed the Margaret up the James 
River and "anchored off an open 
stretch of shore line" about 30 
miles west of Jamestown. In boats, 
38 men were put ashore. 

As these men placed their 
personal belongings on the hard 
earth, their eyes surveyed the 
woods that surrounded them and 
their ears listened to the absolute 
silence. At Capt. Woodlief s rader, 
the uavel-weary men willingly 
knelt on the dried grass to pray. 

In their charter, specific orders 
required them to celebrate their day 
of arrival as Thanksgiving. Their 
directives further stipulated that the 
date "shall be yearly and 
perpetually kept holy as a day of 
Thanksgiving to Almighty God." 

While Thanksgiving has "passed 
into legend as an invention of the 
Pilgrims," the celebration of 
Thanksgiving in the New World 
was actually introduced by the 
group of Britishers who established 
the Berkeley Hundred plantation in 
Tidewater, Virginia. 

At the conclusion of their 
religious observation, this small 
force of men earnestly began 
constructing a storehouse and an 
assembly hall. There was neither 
time nor provisions for three days 
of festivities. 

That is the simple truth. But not 
the whole truth. 

The fact that cranberries and 
pumpkin pie were in no way part 
of the first Thanksgiving 
observation... whether you think of 
it as being in New England or 
more properly at Berkeley..jeally 
doesn't matter. What really matters, 
one should conclude, is not so 
much where the first Thanksgiving 
took place— but that it continues 
to take place as an annual 
observance in America. 

The themes of peace and plenty, 
and health and happiness, help us 
to recognize and appreciate our 
good fortune. Remembering the 
less fortunate with special 
generosity during the holiday 
allows us to share our blessings 
and retain a sense of belonging in 
our communities. 

We are reminded, in effect, that 
we have obligations to both our 
creator and our fellow man. 
Thanksgiving is a time far personal 
review. That's the whole trudi. 

Nevertheless, the Bakeley 
Hundred in Virginia is rightfully 
entitled to recognition as tl« 
historical site of the first 
Thanksgiving on Dec. 4. 1619. 

Unless, of course, one amsiders 
the ceremony at Cape Henry on 
April 29, 1607, when the 
Jamestown settles "^t up a crosse 
at Ctesupioc Bay" and gave thanks 
to God for a safe trip — to be a 
legitiinatt; ml of thanksgiving. 

Maybe it's iku so simple ^to- 
all. The inith cm be a hmdcfeer to 
hunt.

For the second year in a row 
Broyles Construction was 
honored with four Grand Awards. 
.The EFFI Award for Energy 
Efficiency, sponsored by Virginia 
Power, was awarded to Broyles 
for remodeling work done on the 
Owens ranch home. Broyles 
replaced old windows with 
double hung, vinyl, insulated 
glass windows and replaced 
cedar siding with vinyl siding 
over an air infiltration barrier. 
Also added at this time were a 
new bedroom and bathroom. 

Broyles was also awarded the 
Grand Award in the Kitchen, 
Residential Exterior and 
Residential categories. 

On the Berkley kitchen 
remodel, Broyles enhanced the 
kitchen through design alterations 
and by adding a storage closet, a 
nook area, a Florida room, a 
deck and a porch to the home. 
Broyles custom matched new oak 
cabinets and a 17-foot island to 
the existing kitchen cabinets. 

Broyles' third award was for 
Exterior Renovation done to the 
Amato home. The company 
replaced all existing windows 
and doors and framed in previous 
bathroom and utility room 
windows. They replaced the rails 
and pickets on the second floor 
deck area and straightened 
leaning fascia. Broyles vinyl 
wrapped all overhangs, windows 
and doors, jacked and 
straightened the porch and 
installed vinyl siding. 

Broyles final Grand Award was 
for Residential Addition. This 
renovation was the most difficult 
of Broyles' projects for the 
company had to adhere to 
regulations provided by the 
Chesapeake Bay Preservation 



Act and the Bureau of Parks and 
Forestry in adding the second 
floor addition and porch beneath 
it. Existing exterior granite walls, 
windows, doors and trees were 
removed. A spacious bedroom 
and bathroom addition were 
matched to the existing house. 

The Grand Award for Porch 
Enclosure went to Addition 
Associates. An existing screen 
porch was enclosed to create an 
"outdoor space" inside by 
replacing the original flat roof 
with a vaulted ceiling with 
skylights. A raised terrace was 
added for "outdoor space" 
outside. 

The Grand Award for Barrier 
Free Addition went to Barrier 
Free Remodeling and Custom 
Homes. The project consisted of 
the construction of a 2,500 square 
foot, three story barrier free 
addition and renovation of the 
existing residence. The job 
featured the inclusion of a four- 
stop elevator, six new rooms and 
three new bathrooms customized 
by the home owners with wide 
doorways, a roll-in shower and 
other barrier free features. The 
job was completed by replicating 
tfims and finishes. 

The Grand Award for Whole 
House Renovation was awarded 
to two companies. Cape Henry 
Builders for work on the Vinson 
home, and Quality contracting 



and Barrier Free Remodeling for 
work on the Krull home. 

Cape Henry dentoUshed most 
of the existing structure, leaving 
behind exterior walls and a few 
interior walls. A new front 
stairway and three-car garage 
were added to the front facade 
with the balance of the addition 
being built on top of the existing 
structure. New room created 
include a sunken den and an 
exercise room with sauna. 
Hardwood floors were refinished 
and and seamlessly matched to 
new construction. 

Quality Contracting also 
demolished most of the existing 
house. On the first floor a new 
kitchen, master bedroom suite, 
two-car garage and large deck 
were added. The second floor 
addition of bedrooms and bath 
were connected by a lofted 
balcony overlooking the vaulted 
family room. The home was 
finished with cedar siding, 
window boxes. and an exposed 
aggregate driveway.

A TIME TO REFLECT 

World AIDS Day 

It is a crisis that, despite a bombardment of 
statistics and awareness education, continues 
to grow here at home in the United States 
and around the world — AIDS. 

The leading cause of death among 
Americans ages 25 to 44. more have died 
from this killer than all those who perished in 
the Gulf, Vietnam and Korean wars 
combined. Worldwide, an estimated 20 
million people have been infected with HIV. 
and as many as 900.000 nationwide, 
according to the Virginia Department of 
Health. More than 23.000 Virginians are 
living with HIV/AIDS. 

Globally, more than five people are being 
infected every minute. 

In an effort to turn the tide, residents from 
across Hampton Roads are joining forces 
Sunday for the annual observance of World 
AIDS Day. An international day of coordinated 
activities against the spread of HIV/AIDS, 190 
countries around this world unite for this 
observance. It is sponsored by the American 
Association of World Health, the World Health 
Organization and the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 
The designated theme for World AIDS Day 
1996 is "One World — One Hope."

Kicking off AIDS Awareness Week, the 
White House will dim its lights Sunday in 
support of the fight against the disease, to 
remember those living with HIV/AIDS and 
those who have died from it. 

Several activities in observance of World 
AIDS Day will be held across Hampton Roads. 
In Virginia Beach, HIV Awareness Day is 
Monday from 8 - 10 a.m. at the Virginia 
Beach Health Department. Information 
booths and screenings will be offered. Call 
431-3500 for more information. 

In Chesapeake, the health department will 
be offering free HIV testing Monday through 
Friday on a walk-in basis from 8:30 - 4:30 
p.m. dally. Chesapeake has noted an increase 
In HIV/AIDS m the past three years, with 198 
HIV-positive cases as of June and 163 AIDS 
cases. Ninety-three people have died of the 
disease. Call 382-8600 for more information. 

In Portsmouth, the Portsmouth/West 
Chesapeake Chapter of the American Red 
Cross will host its national HIV/AIDS 
spokesman, television star GregAlan Williams 
of "Baywatch." for its second annual coffee 
and poetry house Sunday from 5 -7 p.m. Site 
is the Art Atrium II Gallery at 629 High St. 
Local poets will also share their moving 
testimonies. 

All communities are being affected by the 
continuing AIDS crisis. No one is immune. 
Pause and reflect on that message this World 
AIDS Day. — V.E.H.

The moms note the manifold im- 
practicalities of large families and 
want no moral nor practical impedi- 
ments to abortion, even unto the ninth 
month, and wish someone would feel 
their pain and ease their burden. 

They see the cost of college rising 
twice as fast as their incomes and do 
not ask if academic greed is to blame, 
only that government must pay — 
Lord knows they can't. They see ag- 
ing parents and grandparents and want 
them anywhere but on their doorstep. 
Of course, they should have the 
best of care, but their estates shouldn ' t 
be depleted by bi Us for nursing homes 
etc. After all, mom and dad worked 
so hard for what they have and want 
us to have it. 

It was for them that Mrs. Clinton 
proclaimed the family-leave act 
should be expanded to include par- 
ent-teacher meetings and trips to the 
veterinarian. Democrats will hold 
paid leave in reserve for when they 
really need it, just as they always do 
increase in the minimum wage. In 



sum, our politics will be increasingly 
feminized. 

Polls taken as voters leave the vot- 
ing booth are suspect. But exit polls 
taken Nov. 5 show Bob Dole running 
about even among men but losing by 
1 7 points )viih women! He did better 
among married women, far worse 
with singles. 

There is, of course, an element of 
exaggeration here. Clinton got less 
than half the popular vole and Re- 
publicans held Congress, actually 
increasing their majority in the Sen- 
ate from six to 10. If you grant that 
Ross Perot was making an essentially 
conservative appeal, this is the fifth 
presidential election in a row where 
the more liberal candidate failed to 
rise above 50 percent. 

Concerning future elections, the 
good news for Republicans is they 
are likely to win — or be competitive 
— in enough stales to carry the Elec- 
toral College. The bad news is the 
increasing number of slates where 
their base has been reduced to a 
parlous condition. 

In the Northeast, the GOP made 
one of its worst showings ever. In 
New York, Dole took only 31 per- 
cent, and just 28 percent in Massa- 
chusetts. Even in tfaditional heart- 
land stales like Illinois and Michigan 
that have popular Republican gover- 
nors. Dole fellsubstaniiallybelow40 
percent. 

Perot, thai repository of many forms 
of soul-destroying egotism, still sees 
a day when a desperate nations turns 
to him for sal vation. This has become 
a billionaire's hobby — or fantasy. 
His 9 percent share of this election 
will again qualify the Reform Party 
for federal campaign funds. Of greater 
concern to Republicans must be the 
increasing number of candidates of 
the Reform Party and the Libertarian 
Party running for Congress. 

Given the freedom that such candi- 
dates have to make a very conserva- 
tive appeal, you have to think they 
take more votes from Republicans. 
They may have cost the GOP a couple 
of close House races this year. Demo- 
crats face no comparable third-party 



threat. 

The presidential vote in Virginia 
offers some hope to Republicans look- 
ing to hold the governorship behind 
Attorney General James Gilmore next 
year. While Clinton increased his 
share of the stale vote by an impres- 
sive five points — from 40 percent lo 
45 percent — Dole and Perot c laimed 
almost55perccnt.Forwhatit's worth, 
not since 1973 has the party holding 
the White House won the Virginia 
governor's race. 

Scant attention was paid a pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion requiring that funds of the Vir- 
ginia Retirement System be "invested 
and administered solely in the inter- 
ests of the members and beneficiaries 
of the system." It passed with 83 
percent of the vote. The assembly 
must now ctefine its meaning in stat- 
ute law or wait for the courts. 

While legislators are likely to be 
wary of putting themselves too much 
at the mercy of VRS trustees when it 
comes to future funding obligations, 
this is no small mailer. Since Gov. 
Charles Robb, taxpayers have been 
on the hook for all contributions on 
behalf of state employees, and many 
local school boards have followed 
suit 

The VRS has been riding the crest 
of its decision in the early '80s to 
switch most of its assets into stocks. 
In the fiscal year ending June 30, 
assets rose from nearly $19 billion to 
$22 billion. Of course, some of that 
comes from state and local contribu- 
tions. 

Like the calm eye of a hurricane, 
this election seemed to catch America 
in mid-passage from a long era of 
politics ruled by crises foreign and 
domestic toward one Uiat will be ruled 
by debate over how to pay for all the 
promises made to those getting on in 
years. But a serious day of reckoning 
is 10 years away. 

Meanwhile, with so many trends in 
America's favor, we may be entering 
one of those rare periods of national 
"good feeling." Enjoy it while you 
can.

Thanksgiving Day as "a day ap- 
pointed for giving thanks for divine 
goodness." 

Thanks- 
giving Day 
was first cel- 
ebrated in 
early Colo- 
nial times in 
New En- 
gland, with 
Iheactual ori- 
gin being 
considered as 
the harvest 
festivals that 
were held at 
the end of the 
harvest in 
many parts of 
the world. 

When the 
Plymouth 
colonists 
completed 
their first harvest in 162 1 , Gov. Wil- 
liam Bradford proclaimed a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer which was 
shared by the colonists and neighbor- 
ing Indians. 

In 1623,adayof fasting and prayer 
during a period of drought was 
changed to one of thanksgiving be- 
cause the rain came during the prayers. 
A yearly day of national thanksgiv- 
ing was suggested by the Continental 
Congress during the American Revo- 
lution with the clear intention that the 
day should be spent in prayer and 
giving of thanks to God and was to be 
celebrated by all religious denomina- 
tions. 

President Abraham Lincoln in 1 863 
designated the last Thursday of No- 
vember as an annual day of thanks for 
the blessings of life and especially 
for the past year's blessings. 

In 1939, President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt proclaimed that Thanks- 
giving Day be celebrated on the fourth 



Thursday of November in order to 
encourage holiday shopping. It wasn 't 
until November 1 94 1 when Congress 
adopted a jointresolution making the 
fourth Thursday of November to be 
the permanent Thank.sgiving Day that 
it was declared a national holiday. 

Although the basic menu of roast 
turkey, stuffing, cranberry sauce, 
sweet potatoes, mashed white pota- 
toes and pumpkin pie is considered to 
be standard fare for the thanksgiving 
feast, various other foods are substi- 
tuted by the various ethnic groups in 
America and are too numerous to 
mention here. 

However, as you read this article, I 
am sure you arc thinking of a special 
dish that your family always has on 
this special day in November. 

A dimension was added to Thanks- 
giving Day in various areas of the 
country in 1920, when Gimbels, of 
Philadelphia held their first parade. 
Macey's followed with their famous 
parade in 1924, adding the huge bal- 
loons known and their trademark in 
1927. Detroit started having their 
Hudson's parade in 1924. 

Another dimension was added in 
1934 when the Detroit Lions started 
playing professional football on this 
day. Today the Detfoit Lions and the 
Dallas Cowboys are the only profes- 
sional teams to always play on 
Thanksgiving Day and their oppo- 
nents are picked by the National Foot- 
ball League according to the sched- 
ule already printed for that year.

Up close aiid personal

If anybody knows how much you get tack 
from committing lots of lime and energy to 
meaningful projects, it's Debbie Rooney. 

A special education teacher who teaches 
children with trainable mental retardation, 
Rooney won the Virginia Special Olympics 
Volunteer of the YearAward earlier this year. 
She's also Teacher of the Quarter at Plaza 
Middle School, and in 1995, she held the title 
of Chairman of the Year for the Virginia 
Beach Jaycees. 

This 29-year-old is living proof that had 
work does pay off . 

Rooney's association with Special Olympics 
began when she was a student at Okl 
Dominion University. 

"I was involved in a club calledCircle K, a 
college service organization sponsored by the 
Kiwanis Club," she explained, "and one of 
their service projects was to volunteer at 
basketball practice for Special Olympics. So 
that's how I got involved in it initially," she 
said. 

Rooney said that her association with 
Special Olympics introduced her to "special 
education as a whole." 

Because she thoroughly enjoyed working 
with the special athletes, she changed her 
major at ODU from physical therapy to 
special education. And today. Classroom 215 
at Plaza Middle School is where Rooney 
teaches 10 students aged 1 1 to 15 years old. 

Daily living skills is the focus of her daily 
lessons. Therefore, Classroom 215 is arranged 
in daily living sections. A "domestic center," 
where students learn how to cook, takes up 
part of the classroom space, while a 
community center, takes up another. 

At the community center, Rooney's students 
are taught communication skills, such as, 
what to say at the bowling alley and how to 
order from a fast food restaurant. The students 
learn to assemble and package goods in the 
"Job Simulations" area of the room and they 
can play with games, puzzles and a computer 
in the "Leisure" section. 

Although it takes a great deal of hard work 
and patience for Rooney to accomplish her 
goal of getting her students on a functional 
level, she notes that it is important for others 
to "tfeat them just like they treat their peers. 
They're really no different than anybody else 
and they're people, too. " 

As a Special Olympics volunteer, Rooney 
coaches four out of the 1 1 different sports 
included in the Special Olympics program; 
there are about 250 athletes. Basketball, 
bowling, swimming and track and field are the 
sports which Rooney coaches, and she lists 
swimming as her favorite and bowling as her 
least favorite. 

"We train every Saturday and our next 
tournament is our basketball tournament in 
February," she said. "We have about 50 
athletes in the basketball program." 

Training for Special Olympics is year-round 
— the beginning of August to the end of 
June. 

The news about Rooney's victory as 
Virginia Special Olympics Volunteer of the 
Year arrived via "an overnight express package 
with a letter," explained Rooney with a glow 
of success. 

"I had no idea I had been nominated," she 
recalled. 

The criteria for being eligible for such an 
award is based on volunteering within a 
specific area, which is, in this case, Ncfffolk, 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake, and Virginia Beach. 
The volunteers are assessed for not only 
working with the athletes, but for their work 
with administrators and leaders of their area, 
too. 

Upon receiving the successful news, Rooney 
said that her first reaction was "to call all of 
her other Special Olympic volunteer frioids. 
"We worked very hard in putting together a 
program for the athletes, so it's nice to be 
recognized for all the efforts," she said. "It's 
an award for all of the athletes in our prc^ram, 
because without them we wouldn't be doing as 




much as we're doing here. " 

Summing up her attitude about volunteering 
for Special Olympics, Rooney said, "I think 
Special Olympics very much puts life in 
perspective. You see what's really important 
and how you can affect the lives of other 
people through coaching. With Special 
Olympics you get back so much more than 
you give."

Is a holiday feast tradition 



Turkey farmers, 
produce growers 
gear up for season

Americans all over the country 
arc sitting down to the traditional 
holiday feast of turkey, mashed 
potatoes and pumpicin pie. 

In Princess Anne County, locals 
also observe the holiday with 
customary American fare. But here, 
the meal has a few regional twists. 

Some grow their own holiday 
dinner, some catch their own, and 
some shun the supermarkets and 
make annual pilgrimages into the 
hinterlands, where they shop for 
their holiday fare in the fields, 
barnyards and fish markets. 

At least one busy lady raises 
turkeys for 170 families, then 
prepares a traditional dinner that 
includes ham, turkey, vegetables 
and yeast rolls for 40 more people. 

"I never know for sure how many 
people will be here," said Susan 
Flanagan. "But I always fix a lot 
because! don't want to run out of 
food." 

Susan and her husband, David, 
raise and sells turkeys at their 
Pungo Ridge home. This year, 
they had about 400 turkeys, 1 70 of 
which were sold for Thanksgiving. 
Those that survived this holiday 
will meet their fate Christmas, 
when the Flanagans will sell the 
remainder to their regular 
customers. 

As if caring for 400 turkeys all 
summer isn't enough, the 
Flanagans face the chore of killing 
and dressing the turkeys on the 
. Monday before Thanksgiving each 
year. Then, Susan prepares a huge 
feast for the friends and neighbors 
who come to help. 

"I've always enjoyed cooking," 
she said. "I come from a large 
family, there were 35 of us, and we 
always went to each other's house 
on Thanksgiving." 

Susan has some help from, her 
91 -year-old mother-in-law, Alice, 
who cooks the ham and collards. 
"She likes collards done in a certain 
way," she said. 

. The Flanagan ladies also prepare 
turkey, dressing, yams, broccoli, a 
relish tray, scalloped potatoes and 
homemade applesauce for the 
helpers, who range in age from 
students to long-time veterans. 

The family has raised turkeys for 
at least two generations, and Susan 
said that the smallest turkey she 
can remember seeing is a 16-pound 
one. This year, the turkeys avera^ 
about 20 pounds "but we have 
customers with small families who 
say they just want a fresh turkey, 
so they'll take the smallest one we 
have." 

"We try to have as much 
homegrown food as possible at 
Thanksgiving," Susan said. "We 
have about 13 acres of sweet 
potatoes that we also raise to sell, 
and regrow kiwi for the relish u^ay. 
This is probably about the 
northernmost point for kiwi fruit." 

Collards, like sweet 
potatoes, are absolutely essential 
for a winter holiday feast, local 
people say. And, they add, it's vital 
that you know how to handle mi 
cook them properly. 

"Everybody eats collards with 
their turkeys at Thanksgiving," 
said Levy Whitehurst. 
"Everybody." 

The 87-year-old Whitehu.st spent 
a recent damp, overcast afternoon 
picking collards from his Charity 
Neck Road field. These collards, he 
said, he'll take to a local 
supermarket to selL But he also 
sells pick-your-own to customers 
who happen tot stop by. 

As Wlhitehurst worked, he 
coached his two helpers, Mary 
Bright and Shirley Fisher, on this 
new technique for harvesting 
collards. 

"Whoever started this was crazy," 
he .said, explaining that the time- 
honored method for harvesting the 
large, leafy vegetable was by 
cutting the heads off of the stems. 
Now, some retailers insist that 
collards be hand-picked, leaf by 
leaf, and veteran pickers have to 
learn their skill all over again. 

"I've been cutting for a long 
time, but I've never picked them 
like this before," Bright said. 

There's a technique to cooking 
collards, too. Fisher «ided. "TTie 
way I do it, I boil the meat in the 
waicr first, then put the collmls in. 
I use salt meat, pork, a ham baie, 
anything with a little meat." 

No matter what tyi« of meat you 
u», or whether you like your 
^jlbuds cut or picked, the key to 
petfta collards is timing. Sane

non-conformists say that it's OK 
10 eat them in early fall, but 
everyone agrees that they're more 
flavorful after a hard frost. And 
that's what makes this season an 
unusually good one for collards, 
Whitehurst said. 

"We've had two really hard frosts 
already," he said. "I have some 
collards this year that are the 
prettiest you've ever seen in your 
life." 

Whitehurst also sells turnips and 
sweet potatoes, which he says "a 
lot of people eat with their 
collards." 

Some people also crave wild 
game or seafood when the weather

grandson, Clark Whitehurst Jr. 
says that he's sold a lot of oysters 
at Pungo Fish House, which he 
operates. 

"We've really been selling 
oysters, " he said. "People come 
down here to get their turkeys, then 
Ihey stop by to get oysters. All of 
the older generation have to have 
oysters wiih their turkeys. It's just 
the tradition." 

Thanksgiving and Christmas arc 
the two hottest times for oyster 
sales, he added, but this year, most 
of the oysters are coming from 
down on the Gulf. 

"There arc some oysters coming 



down from the Eastern Shore, but 
they're very expensive," he said. 
"And we have North Carolina 
oysters, but they're not as salty. 
It's that salty taste people like." 

Still, there are plenty of local 
fish, including rock fish, ^jeckled 
trout and flounder available. 

The Whitehursts, like other Back 
Bay families, also look forward to 
wild game during the holidays. 
"We have -^ ;w;)n every year for 
Christmas," the younger 
Whitehurst said. 

Hunting and fishing guide Jim 
Clark agreed that wild game has 
become associated with the winter 
holidays locally. Snow geese, he 
said, arc cxceftent staffed and 
roasted like a turkey. 

"You can also cook them like a 
pot roast," he added. 

If you'd like to try some 
homemade yeast rolls with your 
turkey, goose and collards, Susan 
shared her recipe, which she 
borrowed from a cookbook 
compiled by Charity United 
Methodist Church. She vouches for 
the recipe, which she says is 
foolproof if you follow it carefully. 

"I used to make rolls by my 
mother's recipe, but sometimes 
they didn't come out just right. 
This works every time."

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Pilgrimage to Princess Anne 
is a holiday feast tradition 



Turkey farmers, 
produce growers 
gear up for season

Americans all over the country 
are sitting down to the traditional 
holiday feast of turkey, mashed 
potatoes and pumpkin pie. 

In Princess Anne County, locals 
also observe the holiday with 
customary American fare. But here, 
the meal has a few regional twists. 

Some grow their own holiday 
dinner, some catch their own, and 
some shun the supermarkets aid 
make annual pilgrimages into the 
hinterlands, where they shop for 
their holiday fare in the fields, 
barnyards and fish markets. 

At least one busy lady raises 
turkeys for 170 families, then 
prepares a traditional dinner that 
includes ham, turkey, vegetables 
and yeast rolls for 40 more people. 

"I never know for sure how many 
people will be here," .said Susan 
Flanagan. "But I always fix a lot 
because I don't want to run out of 
food." 

Susan and her husband, David, 
raise and sells turkeys at their 
Pungo Ridge home. This year, 
they had about 400 turkeys, 1 70 of 
which were sold for Thanksgiving. 
Those that survived this holiday 
will meet their fate Chri.stmas, 
when the Flanagans will sell the 
remainder to their reguhir 
customers. 

As if caring for 400 turkeys all 
summer isn't enough, the 
Flanagans face the chore of killing 
and dressing the turkeys on the 
Monday before Thanksgiving each 
year. Then, Susan prepares a huge 
feast for the friends and neighbors 
who come to help. 

"I've always enjoyed cooking," 
sne said. "I come from a large 
family, there >yere 35 of us, and we 
always went to each other's house 
on Thanksgiving." 

Susan has some help from her 
91 -year-old mother-in-law, Alice, 
who cooks the ham and coUards. 
"She likes collards done in a certain 
way," she said. 

The Flanagan ladies also prepare 
turkey, dressing, yams, broccoli, a 
relish tray, scalloped potatoes and 
homemade applesauce for the 
helpers, who range in age from 
students to long-time veterans. 

The family has raised turkeys for 
at least two generations, and Susan 
said that the smallest turkey she 
can remember seeing is a 16-pound 
one. This year, the turkeys average 
about 20 pounds "but we have 
customers with small families who 
say they just want a fresh turkey, 
so they'll take the smallest one we 
have." 

"We try to have as much 
homegrown food as possible at 
Thanksgiving," Susan said. "We 
have about 13 acres of sweet 
potatoes that we also raise to sell, 
and regrowkiwi for the relish uay. 
This is probably about the 
northernmost point for kiwi fruit." 

Collards, like sweet 
potatoes, are absolutely essential 
for a winter holiday feast, local 
people say. And, they add, it's vital 
that you know how to handle and 
cook them properly. 

"Everybody eats collards with 
their turkeys at Thanksgiving," 
said Levy Whiiehurst. 
"Everybody." 

The 87-year-old WhitehuiSt spent 
a recent damp, overcast afternoon 
picking collards from his Charity 
Neck Road field. These collards, te 
said, he'll take to a local 
supermarket to sell.. But he also 
sells pick-your-own to customers 
who happen tot stop by. 

As Wlhitehursi worked, he 
coached his two helpers, Mary 
Bright and Shirley Fisher, on this 
new technique for harvesting 
collards. 

"Whoever started this was crazy," 
he said, explaining that the time- 
honored method for harvesting the 
large, leafy vegetable was by 
cutting the heads off of the stems. 
Now, some retailers insist that 
collards be hand-pjcked, leaf by 
leaf, and veteran pickers have to 
learn their skill all over again. 

"I've been cutting for a long 
time, but I've never picked them 
like this befwe." Bright said. 

There's a technique to cooking 
collards, too, Fisher added. "The 
way I do it, I boil the meat in tte 
water first, then put ihecoll^dsin. 
I use salt meat, pork, a ham bone, 
anytfiing with a little meat." 

No matter what type of meat you 
use, or whether you like your 
collards cut or picked, the key to 
p&tecl collards is timing. Some

non-conformists say that it's OK 
to eat them in early fall, but 
everyone agrees that they're more 
flavorful after a hard frost. And 
that's what makes this season an 
unusually good one for collards, 
Whitehurst said. 

"We've had two really hard frosts 
already," he said. "I have some 
collards this year that are the 
prettiest you've ever seen in your 
life." 

Whitehurst also sells turnips and 
sweet potatoes, which he says "a 
lot of people eat with their 
collards." 

Some people also crave wild 
game or seafood when the weather 
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turns cold, and Whitehurst 
grandson,. Clark Whitehurst Jr. 
says that he's sold a lot of oysters 
at Pungo Fish House, which he 
operates. 

"We've really been selling 
oysters, " he said. "People come 
down here to gel their turkeys, then 
they stop by to get oysters. All of 
the older generation have to have 
oysters with their turkeys. It's just 
the tradition." 

Thanksgiving and Christmas are 
the two hottest times for oyster 
sales, he added, but this year, most 
of the oysters are coming from 
down on the Gulf. 

"There are some oysters coming 



down from the Eastern Shore, but 
they're very expensive," he said. 
"And we have North Carolina 
oysters, but they're not as salty. 
It's that salty taste people like." 

Still, there are plenty of local 
fish, including rock fish, speckled 
u-out and flounder available. 

The Whitehursts, like other Back 
Bay families, also look forward to 
wild game during the holidays. 
"We havf" •> -.wan every year for 
Christmas," the younger 
Whitehurst said. 

Hunting and fishing guide Jim 
Clark agreed that wild game has 
become associated with the winter 
holidays locally. Snow geese, he 
said, are excellent staffed and 
roasted like a turkey. 

"You can also cook them like a 
pot roast," he added. 

If you'd like to try some 
homemade yeast rolls with your 
turkey, goose and collards, Susan 
.shared her recipe, which she 
borrowed from a cookbook 
compiled by Charity United 
Methodist Church. She vouches for 
the recipe, which she says . is 
foolproof if you follow it carefully. 

"1 used to make rolls by my 
mother's recipe, but sometimes 
they didn't come out just right. 
This works every time." 

6 cups flour, unsifted 

3 cups warm water 
1/3 cup sugar 

1 tsp salt 

4 tbsp melted shortening 
1 pkg yeast 

Dissolve all the inpedienLs 
except the flour in the warm water. 
Stir until well-mixed. Dough will 
be sough. Grease the top, cover. 
Allow dough to rise to double in 
bulk. Push it down. Grease the top 
again. Put it in the refrigerator to 
chill. The dough can be kepi lor 
several days. Makes abut 30 rolls.

time period," according to Vicki 
Harvey at the Francis Land House. 

Participants can expect to see 
decorations made from pine cones, 
evergreens and assorted fruit. 
Hoiiy, magnolia, fir, pine and cedar 
greens along with mistletoe will be 
featured in the period decoraiions 
and ornaments. 

The first stop on the tour 
(depending upon the trolley) might 
feature either the Thoroughgood 
House, Lynnhavcn House or Upper 
Wolfsnare Plantation. 

Although the Thooughgood 
House bears his name, Capt. Mam 
Thoroughgood never lived in it. 
The house was first believed to 
have been built in 1636, but 



further scientific investigation 
places the date of construction 
more conservatively at about 1680. 

This beautifully -restored dd 
home can be best described as 
medieval in character because the 
thick brick walls which support 
stout ceiling joists, and the 
casement windows that feature 
diamond-shaped, glass panes with 
leadedcames. An exterior chimney 
and fireplace highlights the south 
side of the structure while the 
northern end exhibits an interior 
hearth. 

"Tour participants can anticipate 
seeing natural decorations of pine 
cones, evergreens, cedar and 
mistletoe," noted Thoroughgood 
House interpreter Nancy Baker. "It 
was customary for a 'kissing ball'

of evergreens and mistletoe to be 
hung in the hallway as a symbol of 
friendship," she added and "bunches 
of ivy, holly and mistletoe woe 
used to decorate the bed of the 
master and mistress." 

According to Nancy Baker, the 
ivy was a symbol for the female, 
holly symbolized the male and 
mistletoe represented fertility. The 
herb rosemary meant remembrance. 

During the Christmas 
season the Thoroughgood House 
will feature the yule log ceremony 
and display the traditional English 
boar's head platter. 

Another stop on the lour, the 
Lynnhavcn House — not far from 
the Thoroughgood House — is 
located on Wishari Road not loo 
disutni from Wilchduck Point. This 
remarkably preserved house is 
believed to have been consuiicted 
in aboiii 1725 hy Francis Thelaball 
who lived here with his wife and 
five sons. 

The Lynnhavcn House is actually 
a transitional structure which bears 
some of the medieval features 
found in the Thoroughgood House 
along with characteristics found in 
the later homes of Georgian design. 
With the excepUon of the 
Georgian-style dormers, is very 
much like the Thoroughgood 
House with casement wiiiclows, 
thick wells and sturdy ceiling 
joists. 

Christmas decorations will 
feature holly, pine, assorted other 
greens and herbs (rosemary, fennel, 
and mint) from the garden. 

Perhaps the scent of fresh 
gingerbread might waft through the 
house. Doccnts Ruby Anne 
Pritchett and Paula McCann claim 
that everyone loves their hot 
gingerbread cookies. There are 
never any leftovers. 

Another historic site on the 
trolley lour, Upper Wolfsnare 
Plantation (which is just off 
Potter's Road) was built by 
Thomas Walke III in 1759. 

Wolfsnare is a reference to 
Wolfsnare Creek which "once 
flowed to the west of the house and 
joined the upper reaches of the 
Lynnhavcn River" according to 
Princess Anne County historian 
Florence Kimberly Turner. 
When the first Thomas Walke

arrived in Lower Norfolk County 
from Barbados, he came here with 
considerable wealth derived from 
his maritime business; however, it 
is his grandson, Thomas Walke in 
who is remembered for 
constructing Upper Wolfsnare. 

Although Thomas Walke III was 
involved with his family's 
merchanlile and shipping business, 
he seemed much more concerned in 
acquiring land, buying cattle and 
participating in the affairs of the 
county. Walkc's stately l8th- 
ceniury brick Georgian home. 
Upper Wolfsnare Plantation, was 
completed only two years before he 
died in 1761. 

Tourists can expect appropriate 
period decorations at the Upper 
Wolfsnare Plantation House as 
well as a knowledgeable costumed 
interpreter. 

Upon returning to 

Francis Land House, trip 
participants can anticipate guided 
house tours from interpreters in

period costumes along with period 
Christmas evergreen decorations. In 
addiuon to be house tours, 
entertainments and refreshments 
will provided in the large English 
basement. 

Although the Francis Land 
House, built in 1732 by Francis 
Land III, is now owned and 
maintained by Virginia Beach's 
Department of Museums, three 
generations of Lands lived in this 
house and four generations on the 
soil. 

When this marvelous house was 
threatened with demolition in 
1975, the city purchased the house 
and 35 acres of land around it. 

Once located upon a branch of 
the Lynnhavcn River, this elegant 
18th-century Georgian style 
structure was unmistakably the 
home of every prominent family. 

It feauires large inside chimneys 
at the east and west ends and an 
impressive gambrel roof. 

The high ceilings, period 
decorations, wide hallway, separate 



parlor -and formal dining room 
indicate that this residence was 
suitably designed for entertaining 
Yuletide visitors. 

Don't expect a myriaid of 
elaborately decorated Christmas 
trees. 

And don't expect to bump into 
any Dickensian characters (wrong 
time period) of the likes of 
Ebenezer Scrooge, Bob Cratchit or 
Tiny Tim during this Christmas 
tour. However, presentation 
participants can and should 
anticipate getting in touch with the 
Spirit of Christmas Past. Charles 
Dickens, The Sparkler, would 
certainly have loved to see that 
happen. 

Christmas, as we know, was his 
favorite time of year.

Creative crafter, teacher 
breathes life into art

In every craft show there are 
usually a few tables that stand 
out uniquely from the rest. 

Sculptor Christopher Buhner of 
Virginia Beach has a craft that is 
out of the norm in your usual 
craft show — he creates 
whimsical creatures out of clay, 
painted in a variety of coIots. 

Among his collection there are 
dragons, frogs, snowmen, Santas, 
and objects with faces such as 
computers and goofy golf balls. 

"My golf ball creatures are big 
sellers. Believe it or not. those 
things can pay a house payment," 
he laughed. "There are a lot of 
golfers out there. One of my 
fav(Mite characters is my dragon." 

His dragons are usually larger 
than the other pieces so they 
stand out of the crowd of 
characters he displays. 

Buhner has been sculpting 
since he was young. His father 
was a full-time professional 
crafter in New York and Buhner 
followed in his footsteps. 

"I helped my dad from the time 
I was a young teenager. I've been 
on my own sculpting for about 
three years." he said. "My work is 
more whimsical than his work 
was." 

His dream one day is to sculpt 
full-time and te^h part-time. 

Presently, he teaches at the 
Old Donation Center for the 
Gifted and Talented in Virginia 
Beach. Buhner teaches the top 
one percent of art students in the 
city. 

His future plans include making 
larger sculptures. While he 
concentrates on smaller pieces, 
he enjoys making his witty fly 
sculptures. They are designed to 
sit on a shelf or table and have a 
hook to hold a fly swatter. 
"People really get a charge out of 
those. It's fun to make people 
laugh with stuff like that." 

Plastic molds and resins also 
interest Buhner. 

"My dad was working with 
those. I might go into business 
with my stepmother one day. She 
has carried cm my dad's business 



in his recent passing." 

One of the largest sculptures 
Buhner has made is a gargoyle. 

"I got honorable mention in an 
art show on a gargoyle. It's 
mounted on a stand. It collects 
water at the top and the water 
drains down out of the mouth and 
it drools. The gargoyle was 
probably about a foot and a half 
by a foot and a half." 

The strangest request he has 
received was from a woman who 
worked for a podiatrist. Buhner 
was asked to make a sculpture of 
happy feet. "I had to make these 
feet with faces on them. That was 
fun to do." 

The easiest object he makes to 
sell is what he calls his "ugly 
sticks." Ugly sticks consist of a 
ball with a face carved in them 
mounted on a stick. The ugly 
sticks are used to hold plants 
erect. 

According to Buhner, 
stoneware is fired at 2200 
degrees and takes seven to nine 
hours to fire. Kilns don't operate 
by time. A kiln shuts off when it 
reaches a certain temperature. 
There is a cone that melts and 
releases a device like a 
mousetrap that shuts the kiln off 
when it is hot enough. You have 
to gradually heat the pieces so 
they don't crack. If there were 
any water in the pieces, the 
stoneware would explode. 

Painting is the next step, 
followed by using a sealant. 

Along with having the sculpting 
knowledge, inspiration has also 
helped. Like any other artist, 
Buhner has been influenced by 
other artists. "I was influenced by 
my dad and by watching 
cartoons. 1 love Jim Davis's woric 
1 think he's awesome. And Gary 
Larson. His ideas are wonderful." 

Buhner's education in the arts 
didn't stop with what his father 
had taught him. He received an 
undergraduate degree in fine arts 
at Oswego State, University in 
New York and went on to 
Rochester Institute of 
Technology, earning a masters in 
teaching science for idndergarten 
through 12.

care is becoming more prominent 
and much-ncciicd. 

"Right now in the u.6. we have 
about 3,000 similar centers," she 
told the crowd at the 
groundbreaking. "There are few. 
We need more. The M.E. Cox 
Center will set an example of 
what a day care center can be. ' 

The center, which has provided 
programming for frail, aging and 
impaired adults for the past 20 
years, was one of the first of its 
kind in the country. Between 
1986 and 1990, 41 percent of the 
adult day care centers in the 
country were opened. 

A survey of adult day care 
centers throughout the country 
shows the average age of clients 
to be 76 years old. Two-thirds are 
women and one-third live at 
home alone. 

Of the adults that attend day 
care, 41 percent require 
assistance with daily living tasks, 
such as bathing and dressing.

going to be a gallery or 
something and the deal was, if 
they couldn't use it or the plans 
changed, they would sell it to a 
like organization." 

At this point, it was designated 
as a cultural and historical 
district. Another condition set by 
Virginia Beach City Council was 
that the house could never again 
be used as a residence. 



Meanwhile, all of the 

property around the house was 
developed. Even now, driving 
down the sueei in Old Donation 
Farms, the house is nestled in the 
back yards of several homes, 
hidden from plain view. 

"For several years, no one 
could figure out what was going 
on with the house," said Howrcn. 
"Two years ago it happened very 
fast that he had recorded the 
deed on it." 

At that lime, il was discovered 
that the house had been 
reobtained five years ago from 
the Center of the Arts. The man 
sold it to four investors who 
planned to develop. 

However, city council refused 
to rescind its policy of no 
residential inhabiumis. In the fall 
of 1995, the house was donated 
back to the city. 

In January of 1995, a group of 
eight or 10 concerned citizens 
and preservationists got together 
in an effort to support the future 
of the Ferry farm. 

"Il was definitely a grass rcxjLs 
organization," she smiled. "We 
had no control over the situation. 
We were sort of outside looking 
in . We wanted to help, but we 
had no foundation to do this." 

To her astonishment, the group 
earned some clout. 



"Ilwas a small group initially," 
Howrcn recalled. "It's been 
growing since. At that lime, wc 
had no investment in the house. 
We didn't own it, the city didn't 
own it, but we were concerned 
about what would happen to it." 

The idea for preservation was 
that the house would be saved, 
owned and operated "at no cost 
to the city," she said. 

In March of this year, Howrcn 
and the Friends of the Ferry 
Plantation presented a pit.posal 
to city council outlining how that 
planned to do it. In June, council 
voted to accept donation of the 
property to the city. 

In two weeks historical 
architects will present their 
proposals on how the house 
should be restored. Several 
windows are broken, pigeons 
have made a home there and 
vandals have broken into the 
house. 

"I guess in retrospect we were 
kind of crazy — but it worked," 
she said. 

Howrcn noted that Virginia 
Beach has very few historically 
preserved sites, unlike 
Portsmouth, Alexandria and 
Williamsburg, which have entire 
historic districts which stretch fw 
blocks. 

"Being a rural area, things are 
scattered scattered all over and 
because they are scattered, 
they've been Tost to the 
community one by one by one," 
said Howren. "Truly, there are 
only a handful thai have been 
saved." 

One thing that makes Ferry 
Plantation so interesting is that 
the house sits on the site of the 
jail where Grace Sherwood, ihe 
With of Pungo, was taken before 
she was tried and after she was 
convicted rf witchcraft. 



Sherwood incarcerated there from 
1706 - 1715 in the Princess Anne 
County Jail. 

"I can't believe actually that 
wc have come this far," said 
Howrcn. 

But the work has just begun. 

"What we are looking at, 
generally speaking, because 
some of this is still taking shape, 
is having some non-profits groups 
with similar general interests 
sharing space on the second floor 
with office eguipment they can't 
otherwise afford themselves," she 
explained. 

Two rooms on the third floor 
and one on the first floor arc 
planned as studio space for a 
writer or artist. 

The first floor will also house a 
historical library relating to 
Princess Anne County. In 
addition, artifacts on loan to 
Colonial Williamsburg from a 
previous archaeological dig on 
the site will be on display. 

The Virginia Beach Sheriff's 
Office will be involved in the 
restoration of the house as well. 
During inclement weather, the 
inmates need indoor work. 
Howren said there is more than 
enough to keep them busy. 

The Aragona Village Garden 
Club has plans to adopt the house 
grounds for next year's 
community project. 

There is no telling how long the 
restoration will take, but Howrcn 
said she is ready to tackle the 
challenge. 

She also plans to have school 
children tour the house and learn 
about its history. 

"I think it wpuld be a trip to 
watch some kid's face light up 
some day, when they get the gist 
of what happened 200 years 
before they got here," she said.

Chinese professor travels thousands 
of miles to fulfill an American dream 



Dr. Yao Xiao'ou 
pays visit to 
TCC campuses

Once a small boy on a land of 
scholars, sages and 
revolutionaries dreamed of 
coming to America, but there 
seemed to be no way. 

But as he grew older during the 
difficult days of China's cultural 
revolution, when all schools were 
closed and anti-American fervor 
reached a pitch, the young man 
whiled away the time by 
leaching himself English, 

Still, when Dr. Yao Xiao'ou 
arrived at Tidewater Community 
College (TCC) about a week 
ago, he was a bit surprised to find 
his boyhood dream come true. 

Yao, who like most Chinese 
puts his last or family name first 
and his given name last or in just 
the opposite way the the 
American style, has a given 
name meaning "Little gull" of 
the family of Yao. 

With degrees from Zhengshou 
University (bachelor of arts), 
Henan University (master of arts) 
and Northeast North University 
(doctorate), he is the head 
professor of Chinese Classical 
Literature at Beijing 
Broadcasting Institute, and has 
brought cassettes of films of 
Chinese classical novels and 
dramas with him so that he can 
enliven speeches and talks with ; 
direct references. 

His u-ip had not come easily. 
He was about two months late 
because his visa had been held 
up. Perhaps that was a means of 
reminding Yao, the adult, not to 
put too much trust in boyhood 
dreams. 

TCC had been expecting him 
to arrive in America earlier so 
that he could teach the scheduled 
"Topics in Chinese history and 
Culture" at the Virginia Beach 
campus of the college. 

That class unfortunately had to 
be cancelled when his coming 
was delayed. 

Still Yao will have a month, 
which is jJlcBty of time to visit 
all three campuses of TCC to 
speak to several classes about

It 
should be pointed out too, that 
his appearances are not for 
college students only. He has 
already spoken to one of the 
local Lions Clubs as well. 

Yao acknowledged that there 
had been many years of bad 
relations between the two 
superpowers, but that the bad 
feelings had begun to subside 
with more contact with 
Americans. 

"Many years ago we were 
afraid of America," he said. 
"Some people hate America. 
Now we think America is very 
strong and Americans arc very 
friendly with Chinese." 



He will be informing TCC 
students about Chinese culture, 
but his especial love is for 
Chinese classical novels, four of 
which he is adapting for Chinese 
television during the course of his 
work as head of the Chinese 
Classical Department at the 
Beijing Broadcasting Institute. 

Coming from a country with a 
history of about 5,(X)0 years and a 
long literary tradition, Yao knows 
China's many excellent classical 
novels and explained that there is 
a present day need to fill up 
Chinese television time*, with 
good dramas. 

"In recent times before 1958 
there was not TV in China," he 
.said. "Until 1978 TV was only in 



Being area, now everybody has 
TV in most cities." 

The most famous Chinese 
novels are, he explained, "The 
Dream of Red Mansions," 
"Journey to the West" and 
"Three Kingdoms." 

A favorite among many 
Chinese, "Journey to the West," 
was written during the lime of the 
Ming Dynasty (somewhere 
between about 1470 and 1645) 
but supposedly took place 
somewhere around 960 during the 
Tang Dynasty. 

"'Journey to the West' is a mix 
of a little historical fact and a lot 
of myth," he smiled thinking of 
the story which tells some 
adventures of a monkey who 
traveled to India (West to China 
is India). "A monkey goes to get 
Buddhist manuscripts. He goes 
through lots of danger and 
distance. He overcomes many 
difficulties." 

Yao is staying with the family 
of Dr. Barbara Hund, who is 
coordinating his stay at the 
community college, and who will 
herself go to teach in China in 
the spring. She also taught in 
China in 1988-89. 

"I host and schedule him," she 
said. "We have a formal 
exchange agreement between the 
two colleges." 

Yao has already spoken to one 
of Dr. Barbara Nudelman's 
sociology classes at the 
community college. 

"He mostly talked about the 
Chinese family traditionally was 
three generations living under 
one roof," she said. "Today that 
is almost impossible."
